"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4<h, 1916.) 

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. — An}' person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
iundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland' 
i:cond Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
jimdred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
itipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
\'^or the same.

LETTFR POST— I^La^D. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, which 
does n6t exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
two cents. This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof. Valuable letters may be registered for deUvery in 
Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. / 

Circulars, that is, printed communication!, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and il 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates oji application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

On and after May the 17th, igi8, every prepaid letter and 
letter packet posted in Newfoundland, shall, in addition to the 
postage payable thereon under the Provision of the Post Office 
Act of 1891 and Acts m amendment thereafter, be chargeable 
with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a one-ounce letter 
will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five cents, etc. 

On and after June ist, 1918, all letters originating in New- 
foundland not bearing the extra postage will be charged two 
cents additional on delivery. 

In the case of letters from Labrador, the double tax will not 
be enforced in Newfoundland until after the arrival and distri- 
bution of the first mail by steamer from that coast 



Telegraphic Messages^ \ 
WAR TAX. 

On and after May 17th, 1918, telegraphic messages, other 
than service messages, transmitted from one place in the Colony 
to another place in the Colony must have affixed thereon by the 
sender, stamps to the amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

last Presidential Election was 
the United Slates of America we should 
have thought it a blessing to ourselves and to the 
world if the Republican party had chosen 
Roosevelt for its ondidate and had succeeded 
in electing him. But how much better it is for 
us that the Democratic pnty, which was our " unfriend," and 
its malignant leader, should hav'e been elected and have been 
obliged by circumstances to adopt that policy of alliance with 
us which Roosevelt had advocated. It seems strange now to 
reflect that, less than a year and a half ago, the President of 
the United States of America should have been publicly and 
officially insisting that the Allies must make peace with 
Germany, and should have been threatening us here in Canada 
with invasion in the hope of frightening us into recalling our 
army. But, of course, as we knew that the American nation 
would not allow him to attack us, we paid no attention to his 
"bluff," but we went on with our duty of defending ourselves 
and the United States of America against the Hun. It seems 
strange that even when the American government declared war, 
it could not bind itself to the Allies. If they had any sense, 
the American statesmen and public would have seen that it was 
much more necessary for them to bind us than for us to bind 
them. For if either party were likely to grow weary and seek 
a premature pe.ice with the Central Powers, it was more likely 
to be we who had been already nearly three years waging war, 
than the new and vigorous power which had been making 
money by charging ns three times the fair price for everything 
that I hey sold us. The defection of Russia awoke them out of 
their dream, and showed them that they now have to fight to 
defend themselves against the plan of the Hun for organizing 
all the rest of the world into one Empire against them. 

Times are changed indeed from 1812 when the Democratic 
party stabbed at our back at a time when we were just as truly 
defending them against the designs of Napoleon as we have 
been to-day defending them against William the Hun. If 
Napoleon had triumphed it would not have been long until 
he would have revenged himself upon the United States of 
America for the forced sale of Louisiana. I never realized 
until I read the Memoirs of Charles Carroll of Carrolton how 
wicked and base had been the conduct of the Democratic 
governments of the United States of America, for I had grown 
up to believe the history of those times written by English 
Whigs and Radicals, whose liberality began abroad, and of 
whom I will say again that I could not have believed that any 
educated men would so calumniate a foreign State as those men 
(if they were men) calumniated their own State for the advan- 
tage of their faction. 

The minds of most Americans in the past had been poisoned 
by newspapers and books quoting the censure of Whigs and 
Radicals upon the British State as if those censures, begotten 
of party spirit, were the reluctant " confessions " of conscience- 
stricken patriots. Now, however, all Americans except the 
traitors are blaming their own government for having been so 
blinded by anti-British prejudice as not to have gone to war 
after the sinking of the Lusitania ; for every one knows that if 
it had been a similar case of the sinking of a German vessel

taking by a British submarine to the destruction of American lives, the 
government would have set the whole nation aflame against 
what they call " England." 

But in truth it is not merely English factionists that have 
taught the world to think ill of what they call " England," 
Some of the most patriotic of our Statesmen have been equally 
insane. An honest American not of English descent, revealed 
many years ago that the American Revolutionists were the first 
to seek the aid of the Red Indians ; but of course the Indians 
were not fools, they knew that the British government had pro- 
tected them against the Americans; and they sprang to arms 
against the Americans both to avenge past wrongs and with a 
view to protect themselves from future wrongs. Vet we know 
how Chatham thundered against the British accepting the 
assistance of the Indians (and by the way, his speech 
in the Christian Brothers' Reading Book is garbled not 
I suppose by them to conceal the fact that he de- 
nounced the employment of Indians only against "our 
Protestant Brethren," for they had been employed by him 
against the French and by the French against the British.) 
The most powerful speech Burke ever delivered in the House 
was against the employment of the Indians — so powerful that 
it was said, if the people had not been excluded from the 
galleries, it would have caused them to tear the Ministers to 
pieces. In the Appeal which he composed to the Americans 
asking them not to declare for independence but to wait for a 
change of government, he wrote with a touching eloquence : — 
" You will not, we trust, believe that, born in a civilized countr\ 
formed to gentle manners, trained in a merciful religion, we 
could have thought of le'.ting loose upon you, our late beloved 
brethren, those fierce tribes of savages. . . . We rather 
wished to join with you in bringing them to civilization. . . ." 

Must not the leaders of the Revolutionists have smiled at the 
simplicity of those Britishers? And is it not pitiable, to us, to 
see those poor British simpletons imagining their enemies to be 
morally perfect, and their own government to be utterly wicked, 
and lamenting their own share in the wickedness of their 
country because they cannot prevent it ? 

The history of the Democratic party is a curious one. Begin- 
ning as a democratic, radical, and even revolutionary party, it 
became in time a conservative party, and remained so for many 
years. Since the Civil War, it again became democratic. 

In the American Colonies in the years before and after 1776 
there were two sets of Secessionists allied together. One of 
these was purely secessionist ; the other was not merely seces- 
sionist but also revolutionary. It is obvious that even if no 
quarrel had occurred between the Mother Country and the 
Colonies, there was a new Radical movement in both after the 
peace of 1763. Macaulay in the latter part of his essay on 
Hallam, written when he was young and honest before he be- 
came a politician, showed this very clearly. French political 
philosophy as well as French agents had much influence in Am- 
erica. Lord Morley speaking of Burke's visit to Paris in 1773 
says: "From the spot on which he stood there issued two 
mighty streams. It was from the ideas of the Parisian Free- 
thinkers whom Burke so detested, that Jefferson, Franklin, and 
Henry drew those theories of human society which were so soon 
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to find life ill American secession, ll was from the same ideas 

that, later on, that (French) revolutionary tide surged forth 

in which Burke saw only a horrid torrent of red and desolalin<' 
lit *> 

lava. 

It is impossible here to leave unnoticed Trevelyan's books on 
Fox and the American Revolution. When he published the 
" Early History of Fox," his friend Henry Sidgwick wrote to 
hirn: " As literature, it is a joy forever; as history, it is ' not 
serious'." Some eight or nine years ago one of the greatest 
living historians wrote to me about the book on the American 
Revolution that a few days before, a Liberal Stitesman, a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet, and a most accomplished man of letters, 
whose name I do not feel at liberty to give in public, said to 
him; " No one now takes Trevelyan as an historian seriously." 
It is a pity that so much of what Progressives write for history 
should be no better than what is called "campaign literature." 

When the Secession had succeeded, the Democrats proved 
themselves quite destitute of governing and constructive talent. 
The Thirteen Colonies had formed a League which professed 
to be indissoluble, but each State now was a Sovereign State, 
constitutionally independent ; and they were quite as ready to 
fight with one another as with the Mother Country, or as were 
tfie old Irish or Scottish Clans. 

The Union became absolutely necessary, and was formed in a 
revulsion from revolutionary principles, and upon principles 
quite opposite to those professed in the Declaration, which in 
fact had been only professed and never practised, as I heard 
Senator Lodge remind the Senate, and which, as he said, were 
afterwards "stamped out in blood" by the Northern Armies in 
the years 1861-5. Mr. Herbert Paul, a brilliant Radical but 
quite unreliable in his statements, says in his history of the reign 
of Queen Victoria that the American Constitution declared all 
men equal. But this is confounding the Constitution, which 
was an Act of Union, with the Declaration, which was a " Grand 
Remonstrance." What should we say of an American writer 
who should cite the Grand Remonstrance, and think he was 
citing the Act of Union of Scotland with England or the Bill 
of Rights? 

When the Union was framed, there were two schools of 
Statesmen. Washington, Hamilton, Charles Carroll and some 
others wanted a strong central government as like as possible 
to the British Constitution as it then was. These called them- 
selves Federalists but were in fact Unionists. The others 
wanted for each State as much Home Rule as possible and as 
democratic a constitution as possible, and they maintained for 
each State a constitutional right of secession from the Union, 
and they prevented any denial of the right of secession. These 
were in fact Federalists. But because they wished to mark 
the other party as monarchists (as in truth thev were in their 
hearts) this party, of whom Jefferson is the most famous, called 
themselves first the Republican Party, then the Democratic 
Republicans, and finally the Democratic Party. Besides these, 
in some of the States the people were as anti-Unionist as they 
are now in Newfoundland. Long years afterwards in the years 
before the Civil War, the other party being out of power, and 
allying itself with the Abolitionists, called itself the Republican 
Party. 

The Democrats succeeded after a few years in ousting the 
party of Washington and Hamilton, and kept power in their 
hands for nearly half a century. This long tenure of office 
naturally made them conservative. And there was another 
cause for conservatism. As they had been the champion of 
State Rights or Home Rule, they were the party supported by 
the South, which had a peculiar institution reserved by the 
Constituti'Sti for each State. And thus the party of Jefferson 
became the defender of slavery while calling itself Democratic. 
And the other party which had been that of property and educa- 
tion and of the gentry, sought the support of the fanatical 
Abolitionists, who denied that the slaveholder was entitled to 
compensation or to anything except punishment, and thus 
became Jacobinical. And now that I am about to speak of 
the conduct of the Democratic party during the war between 
the States, I must first say that my purpose is not either to 
blame or to praise but simply to relate; and it is neceseary 
that the facts should be related because we have had our minds 



so filled with misrepresentations not merely by the writers of 
the North but by ?:nglish " Liberals," that few of the present 
generation have one single correct notion on the subject. The 
Southrons (to use a Scottish term) maintained then that they 
are a distinct nation from the North ; and though now content 
to be federally united with the North, they still maintain 
that they are a distinct Nation, even more so now than then ; 
as distinct from the Northerners as the latter are from the 
English, or as the Scottish are from the English, or as the Irish 
from the English, though they are divided into several States 
like the North. When Gladstone said that Jeff. Davis had 
made a nation, he spoke imprudently for a man in his position, 
but truly, or rather, as the Southerners would say, short of the 
truth, for they were already a nation. Such examples of the 
union of nations the Southerners could easily point out. In 
Canada two nations were (and are) united, and in Switzerland 
three. Wales was united with England. In Scotland* we see 
two nations, Saxon and Celt ; and the whole united with 
England; and in Belgium the F'lemish and Walloon dwelling in 
distinct 'provinces " side by side as parts of one whole. In 
South Africa now we see Boer "provinces" and English 
" Provinces " forming one " Union " ; and one need not mention 
the Austro-Hungarian group of States forming one Empire, or 
the union of Bavaria and other German States with Prussia, 
which is as different from them as iht North of the United 
States of America is from the South, or as the Scottish from 
the English. 

On all this question my own sympathies and prejudices before 
I studied it were with the North, for as a child I read Uncle 
Tom's Cabin, and looked on the question from a child as 
simply one between slavery and freedom, and between separa- 
tion and union. But when I came to study the history with (he 
aid of honest and truth-loving American historians, I found the 
facts to be very differen'. from what I had believed. 

The Ordinances of Secession issued by the Constitutional 
Conventions of the Southern States were not declarntions of 
independence. The South never at any time issued a declaration 
of independence. The secession only placed the South in the 
position in which those States bad been between 1776 and 
1782, — still bound to the North by an "indissoluble league." 
When the Southern States formed a union of their own, or as it 
was called, a Confederacy, its constitution recognized the con- 
stitutional right of each state to secede from that Confederacy 
and become a single state by itself ; in which case of course it 
would have been free to rejoin the Northern union if it so wished. 
I have explained this because it is a point on which there has 
been much mis-represeniation by English " Liberals" since the 
triumph of the North. 

The right of secession had often been maintained by 
Northerners, e.g. by the New England States during the war of 
18 1 2, to which they were deeply opposed ; by the Abolitionists 
before i860 ; and by Lincoln in particular, who had asserted 
that right not only for a State but for any local division of a 
State. Not only, said he, has a people the right of revolution 
against its government, but any part of a nation has a right to 
separate itself from the rest, organize itself into a separate 
community, and make the soil upon which it lives its own. I 
read all the speeches in the famous debates between Calhourj 
and Webster about the right of Secession, with all my preju- 
dices in favor of the North, at first, but no fair-minded man 
could doubt that the Southerner, defending Slate Rights, had 
the best of the arguinent. For the Constitution of the Union 
befote the Civil War gave to the general government no powers 
except those expressly delegated by the people of the several 
States. Since the war, the case has been reversed by main 
force, and the general government has every power not explicitly 
ascribed to the States severally. 

The Democratic Party had long held the principle of State 
Rights and been supported by the South. They now main- 
tained that the Southern States were exercising a constitutional 
right, that they had long been oppressed and plundered by a 
tariff framed in the interest of the North, that the war was 



• The history of this name is one of the curiosities of political history. 
Originally it signified a Gaelic tribe ; now it stands for a Teutonic country 
containing a Gaelic minority. 
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wngcd hy the North to keep the South for a market, that it was 
not wa'jeci for the abolition of slavery (and here President 
Lincohi agreed with them) that a movement in the South for 
abolition had been growing; until the high spirit and fiery 
temper of the Southern gentlemen had been exasperated by the 
insults and dictatorial temper of the Northetn Abolitionists 
(and on this point many Republicans now agree with the 
Democrats, for the men who commanded the armies of the 
South, Lee and Johnson, had been advocates of abolition). 
Lincoln's inconsistency, his change from preaching the right of 
secession, was naturally brought against him and the war. And 
the great principle of the Declaration, that the right of govern- 
ment depends upon the consent of the governed, was invoked 
against the government of the United States. 

The Whigs and Liberals of Britain natnrallv sympathized 
with the South (as naturally as the Queen, the Court, and the 
leaders of the Conservative party sympathized with the Union) 
nor did the responsibilities of office keep the Liberals from 
public expressions of their btlief in the justice of fhe Secession- 
ist cause. They had taken the part of the American 
Revolutionists against their o.vn country, and it would be 
.strange if ihey might not agree with the Democrats of the 
Northern States, and a majority of the citizens of the 
United Slates (for the South and the Democrats together made 
a m.ijority). Lord Rus^e'l though F.ireign Minister, declared 
"the South was fighting for freedom and the North for Empire;" 
Gladstone declared that Jeft. Davis had made a nation, and 
was urgent in the Cabinet thn Napoleon Ill's invitation to 
offer mediation should be accepted. But neutrality was strictly 
preserved in spite of great provocations. " The perfect neu- 
trality of England in the cnil war now raging in America," said 
Grote, a Radical, a RepublicTU, and a svmpithizer with the 
North, 'appears to me a phenomenon in political history." 
The Radicals headed by Bright were with the North. Cobden 
had been for the South because it was for free trade, but was 
dissuaded by Bright ; and Lord Morley lets us see Bright's 
motives. The triumph of the Unionists would be good for the 
British Radicals because the Northerners were manufacturers 
and the Southerners a landed gentry ; the Southerners were 
Episcopalians and Methodists; the Northerners, Unitarians, 
Quakers, Baptists, and so forth. Thus Bright and Cobden 
became Unionists. Twenty or twenty-five years later there was 
another conflict between centre and circumference. Then 
Bright was determined to '' save the Union ; " Gladstone was 
desirous to repeal the Union. (His denial of Repeal was 
only one of those equivocations in which he often indulged.) 
Gladstone in 1862 was so giieved at seeing his American 
cousins slaughtering one another that he wrote to Goldwin 
Smith, then in the United States of America, a letter meant for 
publication, offering Canada to the North if they would let the 
South go. Goldwin Smith, though not a very wise man, for the 
writer's sake did not publisli it but destroyed it. Gladstone was 
not much more foolish than Disraeli, who began life as a Demo- 
crat and a Radicil, became in opinijns a Cobdenite, and then 
from ambition and revenge made himself leader of the ultra- 
Conservatives, and in 1852 when Chancellor of the Exchequor 
in a Conservative Ministry, objected to defending rights of 
Colonies against foreign aggression, writing to the Foreign 
Secretary that tnose wretched Colonies were a millstone around 
the neck of the Mother Country and would be declaring for 
independence as soon as they thought they could do without 
her protection. * Nor was Gladstone so bad as Bright, who 
publicly declared his wish to be rid of the Colonies, and 
without any condition for the South, exhorted Canada to join 
the United States of America. 

The Democrats of the United States of America set most of 
the Irish there, who habitually supportea them, on the side of 
the South, by arguing truly enough that secession was only Re- 
peal of the Union ; and against Abolition by arguing that if the 
Negroes were emancipated, they would all come North and by 
their competition lower wages and take away employment from 
the immigrants. John Mitchell, " a born revolutionist," as Justin

McCarthy calls him, afterivards boasted that he was the only man 
that had ever been tried for treason by both the British and the 
Anierican governments*; and he defended slavery with his bril- 
liant pen without any excuse from hereditary prejudice or per- 
sonal interest. The Fenian gang, who celebrate the memory of 
Mitchell and curse the memory of O'Connell, need not expect to 
be regarded by Americans as loyal to the United States of Am- 
erica. The Fenians (not then yet called F'enians) vilified every 
Irishman who enlisted in the Northern armies as either a mer- 
cenary who enlisted for bounty, or a drunkard who enlisted 
when tipsy; and the curious sight was seen of Fenian mobs 
breaking the windows of the "saloons" because these were paid 
by the recruiting officers to ladle out the liquor freely. When 
the conscription was enacted, the Fenians made themselves tqe 
tools of the democrats in getting up the Draft Riots. General 
Ben Butler put down the Rioters in New York by giving no 
quarter; three thousand rioters were slain there; and Butler, 
as Military Governor of the city, sent for the " Irish politicians" 
and warned them that he would hold them personally responsible 
for the peace of the city. One of the most representative Irish- 
American gentlemen once said to me that he did not believe that 
the American nation ever would forget the "treason of the 
Fenians," and that it would always be remembered, unjustly, 
against the Irish in the United States of America. 

Since the civil war, the Democrats have been generally out 
of office, and therefore Radical. Their conduct as a govern- 
ment during this war has been inexcusable. During the French 
revolutionary war, their prejudice against Great Britain blinded 
them to the designs of France, and in a few years they were 
obliged to go to war in self-defence against France. But there 
were excuses then for blind hatred of Great Britain and blind 
affection for F'rance, But again during fhe years 1807-14. when 
we were fighting their battle along with our own as much as we 
are to-day, and fighting against military despotism, they helped 
the enemy at first underhand then by open war. They 
learned then, however, that there was such a thing as a 
Canadian nation. In spite of past experience, during this war 
they again were blinded by anti-Briiish prejudice to their own 
interest (for I do not speak of righteousness where they 
are concerned). This was chiefiy due to the Ulsterman who is 
President, enraged at the talk of coercing Ulster,! who now 
employs an agent to tell the Irish that he is getting Home Rule 
for their country ; although, as the Gaelic American remarked, 
he would only advise England to give such a measure as he 
knew she intended to give, and knew that foreign intervention 
would only make a lot of Englishmen unwilling to concede it. 
For my part in addition to all my natural sympathy with Irish 
Home Rule, I enjoy the thought of the rage of the American 
" friends of Ireland," when their favorite subject of abuse of 
" England" has been removed. On what ground then will they 
revile " England ?" England never has done anything so apt to 
thwart and mortify her enemies. Those knaves will now boast 
that they got Home Rule for Ireland, but the boast will cover 
up the rage of baffled demons. I observed thein when Home Rule 
was given to the Boers, and I know them. But there are honest 
Irish-Americans who have no desire to keep open old sores, and 
who know that man was not made for vindictiveness, and that 
the true interests of Ireland are bound up wiih England, and 
that the man and the nation that make hatred their chief passion 
and the injury of others their chief object, can never prosper. No 
one lainents more than they do the contrariness of so many in their 
mother country ; and they have done their full share in tryino- 
to bring the Democratic party of fhe United States of America 
back to the path of righteousness and wisdom. We can there- 
fore forgive Mr. Lloyd George for flattering the vainest of 
nations with the notion that he is giving Home Rule to Ireland 
in order to do the Americans a favor. Motives are things that 
a wise man troubles himself little about. Ireland or no Ireland 
the Americans now have to fight or to see the rest of the 
world dependent upon the German Kaiser and united under 
his headship against the United States.

quarters on the previous evening, when you were 
told the Regiment would attack. Having care- 
fully re-read the orders, and destroyed the " chit," 
you stand on the " fire-step," and with the aid of several flares 
that some nervous Bosche posts are sending up, you survey 
your objective. 

It is barely two o'clock on a beautiful Spring morning. The 
smell of newly turned earth and dew-dipped grass is in the air. 
Some three miles away a village is burning, and the sky is 
frequently brightened by the reflection. There is little noise ; 
the artillery is comparatively quiet and the stillness is only 
broken occasionally by the crack of a sniper's rifle or the pat- 
pat-pat of a machine gun. 

Having gazed across that unknown waste of " no man's land," 
shell holes filled with water, broken wire, hastily constructed 
obstacles and its collection of helmets, equipments and rifles, 
you step back into the trench and send for your platoon non- 
commissioned officers. Slowly from around the traverses, they 
gather near your " dug-out." There is something solid and 
encouraging in the way they settle down for the conference ; 
there is no bustle, no excitement. Each selects his seat, — the 
fire-step, an empty water-tin, an ammunition box, — and leaning 
his rifle against the parados, listens attentively. I can see the 
little group distinctly in my mind's eye — Fallon from Harbour 
Grace; Neville, the bombing corporal from Hamilton Street ; 
Dawe, the Lewis Gunner, from Coley's Point; Gulliver, 
from Alexander Street ; Thomas, from Hayward Avenue ; 
Colbourne, from Bishop's Falls, and Belbin from St. Phillips. 
You tell them your orders, which you have learnt verbatim, 
and you ask if there are any questions. One of the group 
steps up to see the objective, and the others mechanically 
follow his example. There is no tension, no display of 
emotion ; they see the task — they know the job. 

A short while after you go with your runner to " H. Q." You 
synchronize watches and " zero " is announced. There is 
barely an hour to spare when you return to your post, and anxi. 
ously you scan each face and inspect the equipment of every 
member of the little band who in a short time will leap with 
you " over the top " into the unknown. But there is no cause 
"for worry ; the training, the associations of the past have left 
their impression ; every shovel, every rifle is in order; every 
bomb, every weapon is in place. This is not playing at 
soldiers, and the boys who came from the Island that bad no 
Army are seasoned veterans now. 

" Five minutes to go, boys." Watch in hand, you are scan- 
ning the scene before you. The green hill rising to the woods, 
the small clump of trees near the ridge, the ploughed field 
across the sunken road ; the first dim streaks of dawn are 
visible on the sky, and the scent of dew moistened grass is wafted 
towards you. The man on your right has loosened his equipment ; 
the man on your left is covered with his blanket. Comes the 
0. C. Company, who enquires if everything is correct. You 
say " right oh," and then there is a hand-shake; no dramatic 
effect, remember, but Rendell's clasp of the hand has a differ- 
ent meaning this morning. 

" One minute to go." The jumping out place is shaky, the

earth is crumbling, and there is not a solid place for your foot. 
The man on your right tightens his equipment, and with an 
empty " bully beef " tin makes a step for you.

A stray shell from a Bosche battery shrieks overhead and 
buries itself in the village behind.

Hospital Oiderlies, etc; Member of the Recruiting and For- 
estry Battalion Organization Committees ; Member of the Im- 
perial Red Cross Comrnittee ; Chairman of the Pensions and 
Disabilities Board, in which capacity he twice visited Ottawa 
and Washington at his own expense to study and organize move- 
ments ; Chairman of the High Cost of Living commission ;

President of Vigornia Branch of the Women's Patriotic Asso- 
ciation Red Cross Work ; Chairman of the Ladies Committee 
for the Reception of Returned Soldiers ; Foundress of the 
Jensen Camp for tuberculous soldiers and sailors, in which 
capacity she last year visited Canada and the United States, at 
her own expense, studying senitarium organization with a view 
to improving conditions in the local institution.

First Secretary of the Women's Patriotic Association, and for 
the first two and a half years of its existence a most energetic 
worker, besides being actively associated with several of its 
subordinate departments. Her husband. Dr. Cluny Macpherson, 



Director of Medical Services of the Newfoundland Regiment, 
and spent a year on active service in France, Gallipoli, Soloniki 
and Egypt. He was awarded a C.M.G. on the King's Birthday, 
1918. 

Mrs. Katherine Emerson, 

Honorary Treasurer of Women's Patriotic Associafion frotri its 
inception up to the present time, in which capacity she handled 
the equivalent of' about $200,000 worth of cash and material. 
Her son, Lieut. Geo. Emerson, with the Newfoundland Regi- 
ment on active service, was severely wounded in France in 
July, 1916.

Honorary Secretary Recruiting Com- 
mittee ; Chairman Forestry Battalion Organization Committee, 
and labouring in other capacities until the autumn of 1917 when 
his health broke down under the strain of the immense volume 
of patriotic work he transacted. Only son, Pte. Robert Grieve, 
severely wounded at Gallipoli September, 19 15. 
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Charles O'Neill Conroy, Esq., K.C., 

I'rincipnl of the Law Firm of Conroy and Iliggins. Colonel of 
Catholic Cadet Corps, organization similar to C. L. B., his work 
being somewhat similar to that of Colonel Rendell (mentioned 
above) the C. C. C, contributing a very large representation to 
the Regiment also. Was prominent member of the Standing 
(Regimental Organization) Committee and of Oflicers' Selection 
Committee, and did much of the legal work entailed in the 
creation of the Regiment and the various subsidiary activities 
of the; Colony during the four years of the war. 

Miss Mary Mackay, 

Storekeeeper of the Women's Patriotic Association, handling 
and being responsible for all materials of every kind accumu- 
lated by this organization, and likewise a chief promoter of a 
movement for contributing a motor ambulance from Newfound- 
land for Red Cross Work on the Western Front. 

Miss Annie Hay ward, 

Convener of Shipping Committee of the Women's Patriotic 
Association, in which capacity she carried out the extended and 
difficult work of sorting, packing, listing and sending forward 
all the materials ot every kind which this organization has for- 
warded to England during the past four years. Her brother, 
Lieut, Waring Hayward, with the Canadians in France, was 
wounded in action in the autumn of 191;, 

Francis Henry Steer, Esq , 

One of the Principals of Steer, Brothers, General Merchants St. 
John's. An active member of the Men's Patriotic Association, 
and Hon. Treasurer of Imperial Red Cross Committee which 
has, since the outbreak of hostilities, raised about $200,000 in 
Newfoundland for Red Cfoss purposes. 

Dr. William Walker Blackall, 

Superintendent of church of England Schools within the Colony. 
Leading Member of Men's Patriotic Association. A principal 
in various recruiting tours around the Island. Active member 
of Recruiting Committee Chairman of Statistical Committee and 
active in all capacities. Two sons on active service ; one Lieut. 
Herbert, formely of Newfoundland Regiment, killed in action 
with the Canadians; and another, Lieut. John, Royal Flying 
Corps, prisoner in Germany. 

Dr. Vincent Patrick Burke, 

Superintendent of Roman Catholic Schools within the Colony. 
Prominent Member of Men's Patriotic Association. Secretary 
of the Association and of its Standing Committee.

Surgeon-Major Cluny Macpherson, Director of Medical Ser- 
vices under the Militia Department of Newfoundland, who

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The Old Road to Placentia* ^ 




jg g? ma o MOST of ihe renders of the Quarterly this Old 
TT^f^/ Road is probably unknown, but to others of us it 
brings back many pleasant meinories of happy 
d-jys and old associations. From a Journal of 
the Assembly of nearly three quarters of a cen- 
tury ago I get the following extract from a report 
' James Douglas." 
The completion of the road from Holyrood to Salmonier 
" will be etTected for ^1,000. From all the information I can 
" obtain, and from the calculations I have made, it will require 
" £7,^000 to perfect the road from Salmonier lo Placentia : this 
" sum is exclusive of the cost that must be incurred from the 
" building of bridges at Colinet and Rocky River." 

Some time in the fifties the Colinet and Rocky River bridges 
were built and the road into Placentia completed. 

1 first travelled over this road with the late Edward Sinnott, 
one of Placentia's foremost citizens, who aftervvards designed 
and built the Raceboat " Placentia," his picked crew of fisher- 
men having hoisted her on their shoulders at Placentia, after a 
few spells-along the road, deposited her in the placid waters of 
Quidi Vidi on a beautiful August morning, 1877, where she beat 
all competitors for the " Fishermen's Prize " in the Regatta of 
that year. 

Our journey was pleasant and very interesting. Leaving the 
town of Placentia you drive up the " Blockhouse Hill Road," 
on the top of which, a perfect panorama is unfolded to your 
gaze, extending some five miles up the beautiful South East 
Arm to the " Head."

It has been my good fortune to have seen many choice spots 
and lovely scenery both here and in the Old Country, and a 
trip from Glasgow to Inverness will reveal to the tourist as he 
steams through the '■ Kyles of Bute;" Ben Nevis and Ben 
Lomond, famous in song and story : 

" On the steep, steep side of Hen Lomond, 
Where in purple hue 
The Highland hill we view, 
And the moon glints out in the gloamin'"; 

or as he drives or rides through the wooded glen, over mossy 
road, with a glimpse, here and there, of the ivy-covered 
" Mucross Abbey," up through the " Gap of Dunlow " and views 
the scene from the top of " Purple Mountain," with the many 
lovely Bays and Inlets that fringe the famous " Lakes of 
Killarney : " 

"Castle Lough and Glena Bay,

Though the monks are now at rest." 

But none of these fair scenes, in my opinion, can equal the beau- 
ties of the South East and North East Arms of Placentia — dear 
old familiar spots. 
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AT FULFORD'S HOTEL, PLACENTIA. 

The Salmon Pools on the South East River and the " Beaver 
Falls " are considered by sportsmen as amongst the best salmon 
runs in the Country. Just above the " Four .Mile Pool " is the 
"Connaughtman's Pond," called after that stalwart Irishman, 
said to be the original " Connaught Ranger," who established 
his kingdom here long b Tore " Ye Ancient Capital " was visited 
by our present brave ally — the French. A very large run of 
fish is often taken from this pond, but most especially is the 
fishing good, (as my friend Kelly informed me) upon a moon- 
lit night with a balmy zephyr, and if the disciple of the gentle 
" Isaac " is fortunate, he may be beguiled by the dulcet strains 
of the " Rakes of Mallow " or " The Cruiskeen Lawn " emitted 
by the melodious voice of this ancient Hibernian as he keeps 
watch and ward over his preserve. 

The next stop was at •' The Mountain " and here the late 
Mr. Croke, father of my friend, the famous sportsman. Pat, 
managed a large and productive farm. Whilst partaking of 
refreshments (for man and beast), our host enlivened us with 
many stories of the goings and comings of past times and named 
some noted personages who had visited his mountain home. ' 
Amongst others he mentioned how the late Bishop Fleming 
accompanied by Father Nolan, walked from Placentia to 
**" The Mountain," spending the night with him, and next day he 
accompanied the Bishop to Salmonier ; the road at this time 
being merely a track worn by the feet of pedestrians. 

Bidding our host Good-bye, we started for Colinet and on 
this stage of our journey we drove over the 'Cataract Bridge" 
which spans a very deep ravine with waterfalls rushing down 
its steep incline : 

" The Bridge and the Rock where the cataract fell." 

and so on until you arrive at the famous " Rocky River Bridge." 
This bridge was then a huge wooden structure, having three 
steel beams spanning a distance of one hundred and fifteen feet 
from concrete abutments on either side. The scenery around 
is most picturesque, and the fall of one hundred feet of foaming' 
rushing water under the bridge, reminds one of Niagara. Its 
sound is heard some two miles distant by the residents of the 
peaceful little village of Colinet where the river mingles with 
the waters of St. Mary's Bay. 

Unfortunately this bridge was carried away about twenty years 
ago; the cause assigned being the rafting of ice on the river. 
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Some years ngo, wlii'e fishing at Turfy Hole on the North 
Ilarbout Rivt-r, our well known guide, " Hilly " Davis, told us 
what he considered " the real right reason why the bridge fell 
down." When I he steel beaitis for the bridn;e were about to be 
ordered, the Chairman of the Board of Works, (who was not 
the present genial incumbent) drove over from St. John's to get 
the correct measurements of the span, which was accomplished 
by the aid of a bank fi-ihing line. On the way home, the Chair- 
mans carriage met with an accident, and the cabman used about 
four or- five feet of this line to tie up his broken shafts. This

manipulation did not become known until the beams were put in 
position, when it was found they had only a resting place of about 
half a foot on either side of the concrete abutments. Be this 
as it may, whether the accident to the Chairman's carriage or 
the rafting of the ice, caused the lo^s of this once fine structure, 
the absence of a bridge aero s Rocky River, is the chief reason 
why the old road to Placentia has been abandoned. 

The large suspension bridge across Colinet River has been 
well maintained and is in good condition. Colinet River, 
North Harbour River and Barachois River contain many choice 
and likeiy fishing pools and visitors to Colinet may feel quite 
certain they will be looked after at the well-kept and comfort- 
able homes of Mrs. Didham and Mrs. Quigley. 

A diive of nine miles through a well wooded and romantic 
country, with many good ponds and trout lakes, brought us to 
Carey's Hotel, Salmonier, now conducted by Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Hicks. On the Salmonier River you have many fine 
Salmon pools, the famous ones being " Pinsent's," " Murphys " 
and " Butler's." 
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Last summer I drove over the road from Salmonier to the 
Mountain with Mr. Edward Butler, Holyrood. Mr. Patk. Croke 
started from Placentia and joined us at the Mountain. Both 
these gentlemen made a thorough inspection of the road, the 
bridges and cross drains along their respective sections and 
have since drawn up a carefully prepared report of the probable 
cost of putting the road from Salmonier to Placentia in a fit 
condition for the use of both Motor and Carriage. 'I his 
report is now in the hands of the Hon. the Minister of Public 
Works who I may say, has assured me of his hearty coopera- 
tion in any joint effort that may be made by citizens and the 
Public Works Department to rescue from obliteration this once 
great thoroughfare, which in bygone days connected the Old 
Capital with the New. 

The distance from St. John's to Placentia is about eighty- 
four miles, only a few hours leisurely motoring for the family 
week-end, picnicing, or fishing party. The very best accomino- 
dation can be had along the whole line. At Holyrood we have 
O'Rourke's and Butler's hotels famous for cooking and catering ; 
seven miles on the road you will come to the " Peak House ' 
and the proprietor, Mr. Walsh, can give you a lot of valuable 
tips about the best nearby ponds. Further on is the " Halfway 
House," after haulting of course at " Father DuflFy's Well " — 
God rest him. From this to Hicks', Salmonier, is but nine 
miles, the drive running through almost a perfect avenue of 
spruce, pine and birch. You are now in a veritable Sports- 
men's Paradise. 

I know of no portion of our Dominion that afifords so many 
attractive opportunities for the sportsman, the sightseer or the 
motorist than along this old road, and the object of this contri- 
bution is to awaken the interest of the newly-formed " Motor 
Association" in its possibilities. 

In the near future when the terrible strife and struggle now 
convulsing the world, shall have ceased, and peace and tran- 
quility shall once again reign supreme, I sincerely hope an en- 
deavour will be made which may be successful in reclaiming and 
rebuilding the now forgotten and forsaken portions of this erst- 
while famous old highway.

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HE bestowal of the prefix " Royal" to the tille of 
the First Newfoundland Regiment was an event 
of unique significance. It showed the British 
Government's regard for our Regiment, and is the 
highest honor yet attained by the Regiment in its 
short but ineteoric career. 

The First Newfoundland Regiment was organized in August, 
1914, a few days after war was declared. Previous to that 
time, excepting in early colonial times, there was no military 
force in Newfoundland. The Regiment was raised purely as a 
volunteer force to help Great Britain win the present war. After 
a short period of training in Scotland and England it was des- 
patched to Egypt and Gallipoli, where it fought with the 
Australian and New Zealand troops, and shared the honors of 
the brilliant, but futile campaign in that Peninsular. In addi- 
tion to earning from the commanding generals in Gallipoli the 
•highest praise they could bestow, our Regiment, by a brilliant 
action fought upon its crest, gave to me of the Gallipoli hills for 
all time the name of Caribou Hill. When troops were with- 
drawn from Gallipoli, our Regiment was one of the last to 
remain to guard the embarkation. It then went to France and 
was immediately sent to the front, where it again brilliantly 
distinguished itself in many engagements^ earning from many 
generals, high in command, the highest complimenis they could 
pay, and everywhere being recognized as among the very finest 
of all the British forces. When the Regiment first sailed from 
St. John's, it was not properly equipped. But to-day it is com- 
plete in everything that pertains to a first class fighting unit. It 
has its standards, its mascots, its band and its extensive military 
record. 

No Regiment in the British Empire has risen to such great 
honors in so short a time. In lenght of service it is one of the 
youngest units in the Army, but in experience and honor it is 
a veteran Regiment. 

The title Royal is not easily gained. When we survey a list 
of the British Regiments, we find many very distinguished ones 
without the coveted tille. The We^t Yorkshire, The Bedford- • 
shire and Leicestershire Regments, the King's Own Scottish 
Borderers and the Scots Guards, all fought at the battle of 
Namur, in Flanders, in 1695. with the Grenadier and Coldstream 
Guards. And in the course of the 223 years which have 
elapsed since then, these celebrated regiinents have fought in 
many campaigns all over the world, and are fighting brilliantly 
to-day. But they have not attained the honor of having the 
prefix Royal granted to them, as the much jounger Newfound- 
land Regiment has. 

There were fourteen distinguished British Regiments fighting 
in the battle of Namur, in 1695, and of these seven have since 
been singled out to bear the title Royal. These are the Royal 
West Surry, Royal Lmcaster (King's Own), Royal Warwick- 
shire, Royal Fusiliers, Royal Scots (one of the oldest regiments 
in the British Service), tne R lyal Irish Regiment and the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers. 

The Newfoundland Regiment is the first Regiment to have 
the Royal title bestowed upon it during the present war. It 
will, therefore, be clearly seen how great its distinction is. The 
Title raises it above many regiments that have seen service on 
all the fi.-ids England has fought over during the past tAO and 
a quarter centuries. And it groups the Regiment with the 
flower of the British fighting forces. 

Honors are gained by Regiments in various ways. The 
Loyal North Lancashires obtained its title "Loyal" froin a 
Lincoln Militia Rt-giment, the 8ist Regiment of foot. It was 
org,inized in the rt-ign of George II., in 1759, and became 
reorganized in 1793, when George IK. was King. The 8ist 
was called the Loyal Lincoln Volunteers. In r88i, the Loyal 
Lincoln's were merged with the North Lincasbire Reginient as 
its 2nd B.ittaiion. The tille " Loyal " was then carried by the 
North Lancashires. This Regiment, which carries as battle 
honors: Louisburg, Quebec 1759, Maida, Curunna, Tarifa, 
Vitioria. St. Sebastian, Nive, Peninsula, Ava, Alma, Inkerman, 
Sevastopol, Ali Musjid, Afghanistan 1878-9, South Africa 



1899-1902, Defence of Kiinberly and others, is the only 
Regiment in the Britisn Service which at present carries the 
title of " Loyal." General Wolfe, of Quebec fame, was an 
officer in this Regiment. 

The Royal Newfoundland Regiment has earned the right to 
have several engagements carried on its standards. But this 
will not be done until peace is restored. 

Many British Regiments carry battle badges as mementoes 

of distinguished service on the battle field. Honors of this 

. character are the Castle and Key borne by the Suffolk, ist 

Dorset, 2nd Essex and 2nd Northumberland Regiments, which 

took part in the defence of Gibraltar in 1779-83. 

A laurel wreath is borne by the infantry regiments which 
fought at Minden ; by the Border Regiment, as a badge of 
honor for its conduct in covering the retreat at the battle of 
Fontenoy, and by the Middlesex Regiment for its gallant de- 
fense of the ridge at Albuhera. 

The exploding grenade is carried as an honor, as well as a 
distinguishing badge by the Royal Artillery, the Royal 
Engineers, the Grenadier Guards and the Fusilier Regiments. 

The Royal Newfoundland Regiment's caribou's head was 
originally its distinguishing mark. Now it is an honor mark 
carrying memory back to its gallant deeds in the Gallopoli and 
many a hard-fought fight in France. 

Some of the British regiments have places of honor in ser- 
vice or on parade assigned to them for honor. The Royal 
West Surry Regiment is the senior English infantry regiment 
and ranks second in the Army List. It was first recruited in 
1 66 1, and have seen much service. It carr'es several badges, 
and has twenty-one battle honors inscribed on its siandards. 

The East Kent Regiment, better known as the Buffs, the 
only regiment officially taking its name from the color of the 
facings of its original uniform, ranks next after the Surry 
Rtgiment. This regiment had a distinguished name in 
Shakespeare's time, and fought in Holland under the gallant 
Sidney. Its badge is the dragon, which Queen Elizabeth 
bestowed upon it ; copying it from her own crest. This old 
regiment has the peculiar privilege of marching through 
London at will, with colors flying, drums beating and bayonets 
fixed, in honor of services rendered the city in the olden days. 

The third of the honor regiments is the Royal Lancaster, or 
the King's Own. The fourth is the Northumberland Fusiliers, 
the famous Fighting Fifth, which gained great distinction in 
early wars in Prussia. The Royal Warwickshires, the Royal 
Fusiliers (City of London Regiment), the Liverpool, Somerset 
Light Infantry and West Yorkshire Regiment.': come next in 
order of precedence in the British Arn.y. 

No such precedence has been granted to the Royal New- 
foundland Regiment. But our Regiment has had other honors 
bestowed upon it. It was the first British regiment in modern 
times to be allowed to garrison a Scotch fortress, when early in 
19 I 5 it occupied Edinburgh Castle. And it has had the signal 
honor, when it has lost heavily in the fighting in France, until 
last month, when it was decided to give the men a well-earned 
rest and bring the regiment up to its full establishment. These 
are great honors that have been granted our men, and they are 
fully appreciated by the people of Newfoundland. 

The King's Royal Rifle Corps has the distinction of holding 
the largest number of battle honors among the sevenyt-four in- 
fantry regiments in the British Army. It has seen more service 
than other regiments, and has always striven to sustain its great 
fighting reputation. The battles carried on its standards were 
mentioned above when it was being referred to under its popular 
name as the Royal Lancaster Regiment. After the Lancasters 
come the Gloucesters, with thirty-tour honors, the Rifle Brigade 
(Princess Consort's Own), witli thirty-three, the Highland Light 
Infantry, fourth, with thirty-two honors, and then, in order, the 
Black Watch, Gordon Highlanders, the South Staffordshire and 
South Lancashire, the Royal Scots, the Welsh Fusiliers, the Ox- 
fordshire and Bucks, Light Infantry, the Dublin Fusiliers, the 
Sherwood Foresters, the Northamptonshire, the Seaforth High-

f|gi^Ji^,'353M'''KiCA's heart and soul are in the war. All Am- 
erica to-day knows only one business — that of war. 
It took nearly four years for Americans to realize 
the meaning and dangers of the war. Now they 
perfectly appreciate them, and have made up their 
minds that the Christian principles of civilization — 
personal freedom, democracy, humanity, charitableness — which 
they so gi eatly prize, are gravely menaced by the Germans, who, 
it is realized, have reverted to their primitive sta(e of barbarism 
precipitated by hypnolic suggestions systematically carried out 
by the German Government during the past century. 

There is a firm faith all over America that the welfare of 
humanity requires that there is only one thing to do — to relieve 
the world of the Teutonic peril by secuiing peace through war. 
There must be no misplaced mignanimity granted to a people 
that has so clearly lost its sanity — gone mad with hatred of all 
the world, which it feels called upon to regenerate. Magnanimity 
is incomprehensible to madmen. 

The cause of the German reversion to barbarism is more 
clearly understood in the United States than elsewhere. German 
degeneration has been long in progress. Early in history, Ger- 
many was peopled by a race of people distinguished by a long 
type of skull, tall stature and light eyes. It was a part of the 
Nordic race, which peopled Scandinavia, Holland and England. 
But this race has been displaced in Germany by a much 
inferior race characterized by a small round head, small stature, 
and dark eyes. This race is known as the Alpine. It is 
estimated th\t tod ly thire is not nure than about six per 
cent, of representatives of the Nordic race living in Germany. 
The German military leaders have chiefly belonged to the 
Nordics. General Von Ludendorfif is a present representative, 
just as General Von Hindenburg is a typical representative of 
the inferior A'pines. But the bulk of the remaining German 
Nordics were destroyed during the Thirty Years War. Since 
that time, Germany has been peopled by a round-headed, Slavo- 
Alpine people, descended from the ancient Wends. They have 
had few good le iders, and in commercial, musical and political 
activities, they have had to submit to the Jews. The Alpines 
have never shown originality or any conception of freedom I 
They are essentia'ly a slave race which demands slave driving. 
The German Ethnologist Wultmann recently admitted that: 
"All the dark people (Alpine) are mentally inferior; because 
they belong to the passive races.' 

Biology shows us that acquired characteristics are not directly 
transmissable by heredit)-. Therefore the eflfects of christiani- 
zation, education, poll ical freedom and social environment are 
not transmissable. That is why the Jews have never been able 
to improve their str.iin, which is to-day as decadent as when 
they worshipped, as the bible relates, the Golden Calf in Egypt. 
Every advantage has been given them to improve; but still 
"their thoughts are always downward bent." 

And so it is with the Japanese. These are also a people 
closely related to the origindl Wendic people. They are round- 
headed and dark-t-yt-d like all primitives. And they will never 
attain originality of 'bought and leadership of other peoples. 

These, and other facts, are widely appreciated in America 
a'ld were considered when it was decided that the Allies must 
^in this war by force of arms because : 

^(i) Germany by her crimes and criminal ambitions has be- 
come an international outlaw and outcast. 

(2) German politic il doctrines are antagonistic to human 
freedom and Christianity. 

(3) The German people have demonstrated their perfect 
incapacity to be trusted. 

(4) The corrupt practices of German agents in the Allied 
countries menaced the National Governments. 

(5) Germany is wedded to the enslavement of its conquered 
people, while Germany exists, there can be no political safety 
anywhere. 

(6) If Germany succeeded in the war she would impose her 
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will on the world with the result that within a decade, probably, 
civilization would be utterly destroyed and supplanted by 
barbarism. 

(7) Americans have tasted the fruits of Freedom so well that 
they could not submit to anything else. So they have firmly 
decided to war to the limit with Germany, and to complete the 
enfranchisement of all the peoples held in the subjection by 
Prussia. 

These are among the indictments made by the American peo- 
ple against the Germans and led them to decide, as President 
Wilson phrased the sentiments for them, to fight: 

" F'or the things which we have always carried nearest our 
hearts — for democracy, for the right of those who submit to 
authority to have a voice in their own governments, for the 
rights and liberties of small nations, for a Universal Dominion 
of Right, by such a concert of free peoples as shall bring peace 
and safety to all nations and make the world itself at last free." 

Those words were issued by President Wilson. But they are 
the fixed sentiments of the whole American people. The war 
preparations now in progress from coast to coast in America 
leave no doubt regarding the purpose of those guiding and 
carrying them out. They proclaim the fact that America has 
entered the war to win and will win. 

It is a difficult matter to change the national outlook of a 
great people over a hundred millions strong — to change them 
from pursuing the arts of peace to the assumption of the arts of 
war. Il is hard to get up momentum in such a great mass. 
But it has been done. America has been stirred to the core. 
And her heart is in the war. 

To carry out a successful war under modern conditions, a 
nation needs munitions, supplies and men. America is excel- 
lently equipped with all of these. 

It was beHeved in many countries when the war began, that 
it would be only of short duration because of its great expense. 
There was not enough money in the world to support it. And 
by money, gold was meant. Events, however, have shown that 
gold, 01 money plays an insignificant part in war. It could be 
done away with and the war could be supported indefinitely. 

The primary factor in national wealth is the quantity of goods 
actually possesed at any given time which is capable of satisfy- 
ing national needs. That is why it is now so necessary for 
non-fighters to save and to produce more goods. 

The same is true of foreign commerce. Gold, or any other 
medium of exchange, is of little importance as compared with 
ships in movement from port to port with full cargoes. They 
carry the media of exchange with them. England's wonderful 
financial strength to-day is due to the fact that soon after the 
war began her financial experts realized that all credits are 
really based on goods in being, or which are reasonably certain 
of shortly being produced, and not on gold, money or any other 
exchange medium. 

Credit is simply the control over goods. And the principal 
factor in finance, national as well as personal, is simply the 
establishment of credit. Credit never depends on money, 
which is merely a useful expedient in settling small balances. 
All commerce and wealth is ultimately based on the production, 
transportation, marketing and consumption of goods. The 
prevailing idea that business, commerce and wealth are 
dependent upon gold, or money, is due to the fact that credit is 
measured in terms of money. Many people are startled when 
they learn that there ne\er was nearly enough money in the 
world to settle a small fraction of one day's business. There 
are embargoes on all metals, including gold and silver, in all 
countries to-day. Yet commerce is being carried on as usual. 
It is done entirely by credit methods. 

America possess immense resources in metals, oils, coal, 
food-stuffs and manufacturing plants. She is rapidly fabricat- 
ing an immense shipping fleet. Here then are the sinews for 
unlimited credit. Even if Great Britain were to cease financ- 
ing her war needs, America could undertake to finance the

The munition makin;;; capacity of American plants is at 
present enormous. And it is being rapidly developed. Kxplo- 
sives, shells, rirtes, bombs, guns of all types are being turned 
out in immense quantities. There was a delay in making the 
plants to manufacture the new Browning quick-firers, and heavy 
ordinance. But this has been remedied. America is now 
yielding more munitions than her ships can carry. 

America's man-power is immense. It has been stated in 
Congress that America will find all the men needed for the war. 
There will be two million men in France in the present summer 
and five or ten times that number will be sent if necessary. 
Preparations to receive five million troops have been made in 
France. It will, therefore, not be long before that number are 
over there. The number actually there and in England cannot 
be mentioned. It is, however, most satisfactory, America has 
done well in drilling, equipping and transporting her troops. 

And they are good troops. Fine, sturdy, intelligent men 
constitute her army. They resemble the Australians in appear- 
ance and have a keen zest for the fighting. The message they 
are sending is : 

" Send the word, send the word, over there. 

That the Vanks are coming, the Yanks are coming, 
The drums rum-tumming everywhere. 
So prepare, say a prayer. 
Send the word, send the word to beware. 

We'll be over — we're coming over. 
And we won't come back 'til it's over Over There." 

These lines completely express the American Army's war 
spirit. They are taken from the Army's popular war song and 
reflect the soldier's true psychic sentiments. 

The United, States, then, with their vast resources of raw 
materials, their manufacturing capacity, their great farming 
products, their ships and limitless man-power and credit, are 
pledged to an Allied victory. 

The Allies have demonstrated their ability to conquer the 
Germans. But with the stupendous accession of power of all 
kinds which America is now placing at the disposal of the 
Allies, the day of victory will be hastened. 

America has set her heart on emulating the chivalry of 
England. How British greatness is appreciated in America can 
be guaged from the tribute lately paid in an editorial in a New 
York newspaper which said : 

" To you, O British, our hats are off. 

You have fought a good fight ; you have kept the faith. 

Night and day, in storm and fog, in wind and hail and angry 
seas, your fleet has kept fasthful watch for the tiger ships of the 
enemy. You have kept his ironclads in their hole. They have 
not dared to come forth. 

Undaunted you have met the menace of his sneaking sub- 
marines. You have borne uncomplainingly the wounds of his 
piracy. 

He has shelled your unfortified towns, bombed your peaceful 
cit'es. He has gloried in dishonor and inhumanity that he 
might cause you fear and break your spirit. But you have gone 
grimly on. 

V'our sons, highborn and commons, have leaped to the breach 
to keep their pledged word with Belgium. 



You have met with unbroken battle line the overwhelming 
masses of the foe. You have built the ramparts of civilization 
with your British dead. 

You have poured out your treasure like water. You have 
not spared your young lives. 

You have not suffered France and Italy to fall unaided. You 
have clasped hands with them in a grip of brotherhood that 
only death can dissolve. 

You have maintained the traditions of chivalry and honor 
against an enemy that practises the last villainy of barbarism. 

We fought you twice. We were enemies. But after a hun- 
dred years of peace the hate has gone from our hearts, and in 
the great crisis of the world we come together, brothers in arms 
side by side to do our utmost against the common enemy of 
mankind. 

You have your mannerisms, as we have ours ; our accents 
differ; but we see, and salute, your uncovered hearts, hearts of 
oak, of fine courage, of unsullied tenderness. 

America is with you to the last dollar, to the last man, to the 
last reserve of inventive resourcefulness. 

What are our litde differences, our drawing-room divergences, 
our commercial rivalries, when the common foundations of our 
civilization are threatened ? 

So where you and France and Italy stand we stand. Our 
battleships line up with yours. Our boys from Kansas and 
Connecticut take their place in the trenches with yours from 
Australia and Canada. 

We are not fighting for Great Britain, nor for France, nor for 
Italy, nor for America ; neither are you ; we are fighting, in a 
blood-cemented league that shall forever be unbroken, for 
Humanity, for all free peoples everywhere. 

Our cause is one. We go on with this war, not to further 
any national ambition, not to wreak an ignoble vengeance, but 
with a high purpose upon which we can pray for the blessing of 
the Saviour of the world, because we fight to save the world. 

Stand fast, O British! We are coming. And we will see 
this thing through, whatever happens. 

Here's our heart, and here's our hand I " 

The British Empire, the United States, France, Italy and the 
other Allies united in hearts, resources and will-power, and 
supported by the whole civilized world, dedicating all their 
efforts to victory — how could anyone doubt the result? 

Though the war promises to be long continued, the end is 
certain, and it will be brought all the nearer by America's vast 
resources being Ihrowu into the scale in the most generous 
manner. 

And as sentiment and the imponderable forces are so impor- 
tant in deciding such conflicts, it is of immense value for the 
Allies to know that America has a perfectly clear insight into 
what services the British Empire has rendered the world in the 
crisis, and intends to rival that great Empire in its chivalry. 
America has offered her heart and hand to the British who have 
accepted them in the same splendid spirit in which the offers 
were made. The good results that will arise from this great 
voluntary partnership will be incalculable and vastly important 
for the whole world. History will show that this magnificent 
free-offering will not be the least of American contributions to 
the war.

landers, the Grenadier Guards, the Hurts, the East Surrey's, the 
Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry, the Munster Fusiliers, the 
Royal Berks and the Shropshire Light Infantry, which has 
twenty-three honors. 

All these celebrated regiments have glorious histories and are 
extremely proud of their battle honors. They are all fighting 
today and living up to their past records; so that when peace 
is restored more honors will be recorded on their old standards. 
The names of these five troops were household words wherever 
English is spoken, long before the present war began. Children 
learnt of their prowess on many an historical battle-field when 
they studied history at school. To-day the name of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment is known wherever any British regi- 
ment is known. It has quickly spread to the utmost ends of the 
Earth and, young as it is like the Irish Guards, and some other 
colonial regiments, an outgrowth of this war, the Royal New- 
foundland Regiment is as well and widely known as any of 
Britain's most celebrated fighiing corps. In its first war, our 
regiment rushed to maturity with the assurance of veterans, and 
displayed the highest efficiency, and bravery, in every batttle. 

The daily cables indicate that whenever serious fighting has 
to be done in Flanders Fields, or on the Somme, our men are 
called upon to reiider aid. They share with the Anzac's the 
honor of being foremost among the old dependables. 

And let us not forget, now that conscription has been intro- 
duced in Newfoundland, that for nearly four years of continuous 
warfare, in which our Regiment almost constanly engaged and 
suffered heavily in casualties it was cheerfully kept up to strength 
by a regular stream of volunteers. It would be unfair to the 
young manhood of this country, should we forget the way it did 
its duty in the crisis.

THE elevation of Mr. William John Higgins — whose election 
for St. John's East in the fall of 1913, when he smashed 
the hitherto unbreakable ranks of the organization which 
had elected three members on the same ticket time after time 
for a generation, was one of the sensations of the campaign — to 
the Speakership of the Assembly on the resignation of Hon. 
J. R. Goodison, last spring, was a well merited tribute to his 
ability, and to the leading place which he had thus conspicuously 
won in the public life of the Colony by this surprising victory. 
Mr. Higgins, now in his 38th year, is a remarkable evidence of 



what it is possible for a young man to achieve in this country, 
now-a-days by his own efforts and unaided abilities. He was 
educated at the Christian Brothers' Schools, where he showed 
early evidences of great promise, and leaving there at sixteen 
secured a position as a stenographer with the Reid-Newfound- 
land Co., gradually winning the approval of its chiefs, until he 
was very soon chosen for the firm's confidential work in this 
direction. But it being evident that he had the qualities likely 
to make a successful lawyer, he resigned in due course and 
undertook the study of law with Messrs. Furlong & Conroy. His 
work as a student was of the most brilliant character, and he 
passed the examinations for Solicitor and Barrister with the 
highest honors, and entered the firm as an additional partner. 
From the outset of his career as a lawyer, his talents made 
themselves manifest, and he soon made a specialty of criminal 
work in which he now, it may be truthfully said, stands foremost. 
At the same time he has not neglected the other branches of 
legal work, and is equally competent in all of these. He made 
his first essay in the politicial field in the fall of I9i3,and as 
most of our readers know, won a striking victory in St. John's 
taking second place of the three elected members, and running 
very close to the leader of the Liberal ticket there then, the 
present Mr. Justice Kent, one of the most pupular representa- 
tives in the annals of the district. During the past four years 
Mr. Higgins has distinguished himself in the Assembly as a 
ready and effective debater, and his call to the Chair of the 
House last spring was recognized as a very proper selection. 
Apart from his politicial work, he is one of the leading advocates 
of healthy sport in the City, being actively connected with the 
Football, Baseball, Hockey, Rowing, Shooting and other organi- 
zations, and much of their success in recent years is due to his 
unselfish and continual efforts on their behalf.

March, igog, and having to carry the burden of a defunct ad- 
ministration — has recently scored a greater success than ever 
before by the triumphant floating of the Victory Loan. 

This is the first big Loan ever raised in the Colony, and there 
was much doubt as to whether it could be brought off.

ONK of the oldest and most respected citizens of St. John's 
passed peacefully away on April i6th in the jjerson of 
Dr. Henry Shea, at the ripe old age of eighty-three. He 
was known to the older generation as a leading general prac- 
titioner in St. John's, to the next generation as the capable and 
painstaking Superintendent of the General Hospital, and to the 
present generation as the dozen of the Medical Service, retired 
from active work and enjoying the repose, which more than 
half a century of strenuous labor had earned for him. He was 
a son of the late Dr. Joseph Shea, who practiced medicine in 
St. John's, in the early part of the last century, and afterwards

accepted the appointment to the General Hospital where he re- 
mained another twenty years retiring about nine years ago. He 
was predeceased by his wife and by his eldest son Mr. Joseph 
Shea, Barrister, but his second son, Lieut -Col. Henry Shea, of 
the Royal Army Medical Corps who served some years in India, 
and is now in charge of a large Military Hospital in France, sur- 
vives, as does his only daughter, Mrs. Mary Outerbridge, widow 
of the late Lieut. Norman Outerbridge, killed in action in France, 
in April, 1917, who crossed to England with her late husband 
the previous summer, and is still residing there.

Upon the recommendation of the Food Control Board, and 
under the Provisions of the Food Control Act, 1917, and the 
War Measures Act, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to approve the following Regulations regarding the 
Importation, Sale and Consumption of Breadstuffs. ,

(1) In these Regulations 

(a) "breadstuffs" shall mean wheat flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, corn- 
meal of the quality known as granulated or bolted table meal, and 
cornflour ; and " substitutes" shall mean any or all of the foregoing, 
except wheat flour. 

(b) " person" shall mean any individual, firm, partnership, or corpora- 
tion. 

(c) " importer" shall mean any person duly licensed by the Food 
Control Board under these Regulations. 

(2) From and after this date no person shall import any 
" breadstuffs " into the Dominion unless he shall have first ob- 
tained a license so to do from the Food Control Board. Such 
license shall be issued without charge. 

(3) No importer shall import any such breadstuffs without 
previously obtaining a permit from the Food Control Board for 
each and every quantity of breadstuffs he may desire to import. 

(4) Every permit so issued shall authorize him to import 
wheat flour and substitutes in the proportion of four-fifths of 
wheat flour, and one-fifth of substitutes. 

(5) Any importer, who, prior to the issue of these Regula- 
lations shall have purchassd abroad for import into this 
Dominion any wheat flour, may be granted by the Board a per- 
mit for the importation of the same on an undertaking by him 
that he will import within two months thereafter substitutes to 
the extent of twenty per cent, of such imports of wheat flour, 
and if such person has made contracts with any dealers within 
this Dominion for the supplying of such wheat flour, or any 
portion thereof to such dealers, he shall be regarded as satisfy- 
ing the terms of such contracts if he furnishes four-fifths of the 
flour on its arrival, and the remainder in the form of substitutes 
within two months thereafter. The kind and proportion of 
such substitutes shall be settled by agreement between the 
parties, and if they find themselves unable so to agree, by the 
Food Control Board.. 

(6) When any importer shall s.itisfy the Food Control Board 



that he has not any agency or connection through which he can 
purchase the required proportion of substitutes to justify the 
issue of a permit to allow him to import wheat flour, the Food 
Control Board may, on being satisfied that he has purchased 
the requisite stock of substitutes through any other person or 
firm in St. John's, grant him a permit to import such wheat flour. 

(7) The Food Control Board may, at any time, if satisfied 
that applications for excessive quantities of flour and substitutes 
are being filled, with the result that the purposes of these 
Regulations may be defeated, or complications caused with the 
Canadian or United States Food Control Departments, issue 
permits for only part of the quantities set out in such applica- 
tions, or decline to issue permits for any such quantities. 

(8) On and after Wednesday, July 10th, 1918 : — 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, pro- 
vision dealer, grocer, shopkeeper, or any other person in Newfound- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat flour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of 
substitutes to every nine pounds'of wheat flour 1 and 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption, bread, cake, rolls, pastry or other product in which 
wheat fiour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every nine pounds of wheat flour. 

(9) On and after Monday, August 5th, 1918 : 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, provi- 
sion dealer, grocer, shopkeeper, or any other person in Newfound- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat flour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of sub- 
stitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption bread, rolls, cakes, pastry, or other product in which 
wheat flour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(10) No person selling breadstuffs shall, after this date, offer 
for sale any wheat flour, unless he also has at all times a suffi 
cient stock of one or other of the substitutes above-named to 
meet the demands of his customers at reasonable prices. 

(11) Any person authorized by the Newfoundland Food 
Control Board, or any constable or peace officer, may seized any 
bread, cake, rolls, pastry, or other product in which wheat flour 
is used, the composition of which is contrar)' to these regulations, 
and the same shall be confiscated and disposed of in such 
manner as the said Board may from time to time direct. 

(12) Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
Regulations is guilty of an offense and shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction before a magistrate or justice of the peace to a 
penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars, or to imprisonment 
for period not exceeding three months, or to both fine and 
imprisonment, (one-half the fine shall be paid to the informer, 
and the balance to the Food Control Board for the benefit of the 
Dominion.)

14, — After any class or sub-class has been called out, and 
after the expiration of the time limited by the calling out pro- 
clamation for reporting for service or making applications for 
exemption, any man, who may reasonably be supposed to be a 
member of the class or sub-class called out, may, at any reason- 
able time, be accosted by any Magistiate or Justice of the Peace, 
or by any commissioned or non-commissioned military officer, or 
by any police officer or constable, and questioned as to all or 
>ny of the following matters, to wit:^His name, occupation, 
place of employment, abode, date and place cf birth, and any 
other matters relevant to show whether or not he is within such 



class or sub-class, or whether or not he has reported for, or is 
excepted or exempted from military service ; and the man shall, 
if required, produce his certificate or such evidence as may be 
in bis possession, if he have any, showing that he has reported, 
or is not at the time liable to report ; and it shall be the duty of 
any such man so questioned to answer truthfully, and to the 
best of his information, knowledge and belief, all questions so 
put to him. 

15. — If any man so^ accosted and questioned do not answer, 
or does not truthfully answer, all questions put to him touching 
the matters aforesaid, or, if the officer questioning him have 
reasonable grounds to believe that the answers are untruthful or 
evasive, he may detain the man and take him before a Justice 
of the Peace to be dealt with according to law ; provided that 
nothing in this regulation shall afTect the application of Section 
12 of the Military Service Act, 1918. 

16. — It shall be the duty of every person to answer any ques- 
tions which may be asked of or submitted to him orally or in 
writing by the registrar or by any military or police officer relat- 
ing to the age, occupation, abode, address or domestic position 
of any man who may reasonably be supposed to be a member 
of any class or sub-class called out, or to any facts which may 
be of use in determining whether such a man is entitled to ex- 
emption or enabling him to be found or identified, and any per- 
son who fails to answer any such questions shall be liable, on 
summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars.

iHF. comfortable little home of Monsieur and 
Madame Robert Villefrec, in a village near the 
front, in France, is one of (he most enjoyable bil- 
lets I have lived in during the war. 

The Villefrecs are well-to-do vignerons and 
storekeepers, and their home, a large rambling 
cottage, built of stone, with a green tiled roof, stands in a 
nice garden and orchard in their vineyard, a little beyond the 
village. It fronts the main road, along which much of the traffic 
for the front goes forth day and night. 

This prominent situation of their home, results in the Villefrecs 
seeing much of the war. 

Day and night, ever since the war started three years ago, 
they have been visited by soldiers, going to, or coming from the 
trenches, who needed a little help or advice. And everyone is 
met with open-hearted hospitality. 

The house is too good and comfortable, of course, to be over- 
looked by the billeting officers, who have been careful to see 
that it always has its full compliment of billeted soldiers. 

All manner of soldiers have been billeted here. Yet, during 
our short stay, I never heard any adverse criticisms of the unin- 
vited guests, and, instead of being heartily tired of soldiers, and 
the war, we found our hosts most entertaining with stories of the 
battles and episodes of the fighting, and they ever seemed to de- 
light in hearing the men recite, by the log fire in the large, well- 
furnished living room, new stories of their adventures in the wars. 

I was often pressed to teU the story of the Newfoundland 
Regiment's experiences i;i Gallipoli, an^l particularly the story 
of Caribou Hill, where our men had their first great opportunity 
to show their caliber. 

But in sucn a unique company, I found more interest in listen- 
ing to the historical events that were narrated than in playing 
the part of narrator myself ; much as I was anxious to make 
known, as broadly as possible, the remarkable work done by 
our own men on the various battlefields. 

Among the soldiers billeted with us was one whom we first 
called the man of mystery. But he was known to the family as 
Monsieur Billjim. He appeared to have been in the billet a 
long time, and was most popular with everyone. We found 
him a jolly, entertaining fellow. But, until the last day of our 
stay, we were unable to fathom the cause of the Villefrecs' great 
admiration for the bravery of this soldier. 

All day we heard the praises of Monsieur Billjim. 

Madame would always defer to him, saying : "Don't you think 
so. Monsieur Billjmi ?" 

And Monsieur Villefrec would turn to him and say: " What's 
your idea, Monsieur Billjim ?" 

Benhe, the tall, stout maid-of-all work, would appeal to him 
and ask: " Will there be peace soon. Monsieur Billjim?" 

And Sergeant Desmille. of the 107th regiment of infantry, 
in the French army, looked up to Billjim as an authority on all 
subjects. 

Notwithstanding the, way he was admired in this household, 
Billjim kept his composure. He was, really, a silent man who 
spoke in a quiet manner, only when he was addressed. 

But he was a manly fellow, and not without spirit ; which 
could be seen when he was dressing in the morning; or polish- 
ing his uniform. On such occasions he would whistle and sing. 
And his songs were unorthodox. 

One day when he was shining his shoes, Billjim sang : 

"The bugles of Britain were blowing 

O'er the blue Pacific sea, 1 
As they called the brave .six hundred years. 

And were calling then to me. 

They woke me from my dreaming. 

At dawn of an Austral day ; 
The triumphant bugles of Britain —

He was incensed with the Boches, and if the whole French 
army were imbued with such a hatred of the enemy as the Ser- 
v;eant experienced at this moment, it would lead them to carry 
out such prodigies of valour that no army could withstand, and 
the Germans would be swept right back into the Rhine. 

" Imagine, Monsieur Billjim, giving the Emperor William 
peace 1" remarked Monsieur Villefrec. 

" If all our troops had Quondongs, the war would stop at once," 
rejoined a bearded French soldier, who rarely spoke. 

I had often heard the word Quondong mentioned in this bil- 
let; but could never understand its meaning. It had a real 
French sound ; but does not appear in my French dictionary. 
I often asked its meaning ; and never received a satisfactory 
answer. 

Once I asked Madame ; and she sereamed, and told me to 
ask Monsieur Billjim. 

Her manner appeared to indicate the word had an improper 
meaning, and I had done wrong to ask her about it. So I thought 
it was 'one of the numerous slang expressions French soldiers 
use so frequently. 

The Sergeant did not resume his seat; but carried on a heated 
debate with Berthe, the maid. 

Monsieur was arguing with the bearded Frenchman. 

Madame was calling out, " Not so much noise, gentlemen." 

Billjim had not spoken ; but as I looked at him, he turned a 
log over in the fire and sang to himself, "The Church Parade," 
with the following wording : 

" Only one more kit inspection, 

Only one more church parade, 
Then we'll go marching homeward. 

Away from glory and the grave. 

When we put our civil clothes on. 

Oh ! how happy we .shall be. 
Then be catdful ; then be discreet — 

Ask no more soldiering of me." 

Although Billjim sang in an undeitone, he attracted Madame's 
attention, and she laughingly exclaimed : 

" Oh 1 —see. Monsieur Billjim ; he thinks of his sweetheart — 
aha I — he sings a song of love ; aha I" 

The whole company laughed at what it considered a remote 
contingency. There were few present who understood sufficient 
English, to hear and know what Billjim's song meant. They 
knew, however, that Billjim was not the kind of man to be think-

The Newfoundland Regiment got marching oiders the next 
morning ; so we were able to spend only one more evening with 
the Villefrecs. 

And it seemed that we would leave without learning any more 
than we knew about Monsieur Billjim and his Quondong. 

He was not present at supper this evening, and for that reason, 
perhaps, his name was mentioned in conversation more frequent- 
ly than usual. 

Monsieur Villefrec brought in the news from the village of an 
miportant victory of the French Army in the Chemin des Dames, 
and how the fierce German counter attacks were repulsed with 
severe enemy losses. 

Our conversation was again turned to the war by this news, 
and Blondel, the soldier with the black beard, who seldom spoke', 
said : 

" Has Monsieur Billjim gone into action again ? Men in my 
regiment to-day said a British attack is being prepared, and the 
Australians and Canadians will be engaged in it." 

" No, no," replied Madame Villefrec, " He is not fighting. 
To-day, I saw the Quondong on the bureau." 

" Ah 1 so— Monsieur is not fighting. That is impossible ; 
because he has not the Quondong," said the little sergeant, dog- 
matically.

"he is very brave, and when he meets the Germans, pfui I — 
ah I — ," she dramatically indicated there could not be much 
hope for the enemy. 

"Lately, in Flanders," said the little sergeant, "Monsieur

" Why do you admire him so much Sergeant ?" I asked. 

" Oh I Monsieur, the Newfoundland gentleman, le Monsieur 
Billjim, fights very remarkably.

Coming close to where I sat, and evidently striving hard to 
repress his emotions, the little soldier said : " Monsieur, you ask 
me how Monsieur Billjim fights, — then 1 say this : he fights like 
the demons in hell."

" In Flanders, Monsieur. The Australians were on our left 
flank, and Monsieur Billjim fought alone in front of my regi- 
ment. Did I see him fight — Ah I Monsieur, would that I could 
often see him fight. He is wonderful." 

"How did he come to fight in front of your regiment, when 
his regiment was on your left flank. Sergeant.'" 

" It was like this Monsieur : the British and French armies 
were engaged in the operation.

" ' Good r exclaimed our Captain, ' Come on. ' " 

" When the strangers reached the trenches, we saw an Aus- 
tralian and his six German prisoners — and it was Monsieur 
Billjim!" 

Then our intelligence officer questioned him. 

"What were you doing out there ?" 

" Getting machine gun snipers." 

" Well, why did you not do that in front of your own lines ?" 

" I went out in front of the Australian lines and shot all the 
snipers. But others shot at me from the south ; so I crawled 
put after them. It was hard travelling. But I worked from 
crater to crater, amidst perfect hurricanes of bullets and shells. 

When a crater became too hot, I hurried myself under the 
dead and dying, and popped up to snipe the machine gun snipers 
whenever I could get a chance in any lull in the firing."

" Every year millions of tons of human flesh, bones, hair, arid 
blood are discarded as of no further use to humanity, and buried 
in the ground. This year there will be greater destruction. But 
where does the, human spirit go ? That certainly leaves the body 
at death," Blondel remarked. 

" There is no human spirit," the Sergeant replied. 

But this was a minority view. Everyone present said Desmille 
was wrong. 

" I had this remarkable experience with my spirit." said 
Billjim. " It was when we were charging the Germans in Flan- 
ders with bayonets. I was wounded in the side and became un- 
conscious. When, in the darkness, 1 woke up, I heard a rustling 
noise, and looking whence it came, I heard a fragile voice say : 
" We are of the grey army of the dead, come and join us." 

" And then my heart leapt out of the body, and I saw, stand- 
ing in front of me, an old man and many other pallid people. 
They all looked intently at me, and I felt an impulse to go away 
with them. But, then, something caused me to look back at my 
body. It was lighted up by a kind of glow-light, and the longer 
I looked at it, the brighter it shone, and stood out in the 
darkness. 

'■ Turning again to my frail companions, they looktfd upon me 
frowningly, for hesitating about going with them. So I said : 
' No, I will not go now.' 

" They vanished instantly, and I, almost as quickly, returned 
to my body, which trembled, and felt very cold. But wannth 
soon returned, the heart modified its beating, and I felt normal 
again." 

" Then you died and came to life again ?" said Madame. 

" Yes, Madame, when I left my body I was certainly dead. I, 
my conscious element, my eternal self, was completely separated 
from my body. I viewed my body from a distance. Then I 
went back to it and am now living again. I do not know why. 
I believe it was because I was called back by the Quondong, 
which I kept here in my tunic pocket." 

" I, in my eternal form, could have gone peacefully away and 
become a member of the immense grey company of the dead, 
and have left, the suffering part, the worn and injured body, to 
fertilize some little plot of earth, to nourish, perhaps, a clump of 
violets, or forget-me-nots ; or, it might have been a bed of roses." 

" I had freedom to choose going with the dead and complying 
with the conventions of the spiritual and everlasting world ; or 
of returning to my body and continuing in this, fretting, discon- 
tented, fighting world. And with this complete freedom cf 
choice, I unhesitatingly decided to go back to the body. I can 
■give no special reason for that choice. I may have acted in- 
stinctively, and from an effect of the old association of my spirit 
and body. Or it may have resulted through some spiritual 
power, like mental, or psychic, telepathic activities of the Aus- 
tralian girl operating through this Quondong."

Registration of Births in the City of St. John's. 

Whereas the Government of this Dominion and the Municipal 
Council of the City of St. John's have arranged for the engage- 
ment of a Community Nurse for service in the said city during 
the next three months, especially with reference to the saving of 
infant life ; 

And whereas it is necessary that such Nurse should get at 
once into touch with all newly born infants and their mothers ; 
on recommendation of the Acting Medical Health Officer, it is 
ordered that in respect of the City of St. John's the provisions, 
of Section 8, Cap. 28, Consolidated Statutes, as amended by 
Section 4, Cap. 9, 1899, ^'" ^^ enforced. This Act provides 
that when any birth takes place information of the same shall 
be furnished or posted within forty-eight hours thereafter to the 
proper officer appointed to receive the same under a fine not 
exceeding $10 for every neglect to do so. 

The obligation to furnish such information rests in the first 
instance upon the father of the child ; or, in the case of his death 
or absence, upon the mother ; or, in the case of the inability of 
both parents, then successively upon any person standing in 
their place, the Nurse in attendance, or the occupier of the house 
within which the birth occurs. 

As the Office of the Registrar General is situated in St. John's 
it is ordered that the notification of all births in the City of St. 
John's from ist July next shall be furnished or posted within 
forty-eight hours there-after to the Registrar General of Births, 
Marriages and Deaths, 268 Duckworth Street, upon cards which 
may be procured from any Post Office or Postal Telegraph 
Office in the City. Such cards when filled in and signed may 
be mailed free of charge. 

It is not intended that the notification of births as set forth 
above shall interfere with the reporting of births for registration 
at present carried out by the Clergymen, who will still continue 
such registration, transmitting a correct copy of the same to the 
Registrar General as usual.

Act.

9. — Every person shall be guilty of an offence, and liable oti 
summary conviction to a penalty of not less than J50 and not 
more than $500, who issues supplies to any man required to 
report for military service in accordance with the Proclamation 
of the Governor in Council respecting Military Service of date 
^lay nth, 1918; or issues supplies to the master of any fishing 
schooner of the crew of which such a man is a member, unless 
such person prove that, having made due enquiry, he believed 
upon reasonable grounds that the man did not belong to the 
class called out by Proclamation as aforesaid, or that he had 
reported, or had at the time a certificate, or that an application 
for exemption by or in respect of the man was at the time 
pending. 

10. — Every person shall be guilty of an offence, and liable 
on summary conviction to a penalty of not less than fifty dollars, 
and of not more than five hundred dollars, who, after the 
expiry of the time within which a man is by Proclamation or 
regulation required to report in accordance with Section 4 of 
the Act or apply for exemption, employs or engages in his 
service for a period of seven days, any man who belongs to any 
class or sub-class which has been called out, and who has not 
reported as required by Section 4 of the Act, or in respect of 
whom an application for exemption has not been made, unless 
such person pi-ove that, having made due enquiry, he believed 
upon reasonable grounds that the man so employed, engaged or 
continued in his service did not belong to any class or sub-class 
called out, or that he had reported, or had at the time a certifi- 



cate, or that an application for exemption by or in respect of 
the man was at the time pending. 

II. — (a) It shall be the duty of every person who is an 
employer, to make enquiries forthwith after the issue of any 
Proclamation calling out men for military service under the Act 
whether any, and, if any, which of his employees are within the 
class or sub-class called out by the Proclamation ; and forthwith 
after the expiry of the time limited by the Proclamation for 
reporting for service or claiming exemption, to inquire and 
ascertain whether there are any, and, if any, which of the men 
in his employ so called out have failed to report or apply for 
exemption from service, or in respect of whom an application 
for exemption from service has not been made. 

(b) It shall be the duty of every employee to answer anv ques- 

tions that shall be put to him by his employer, and to 
give any information which his employer may require of 
him for the purpose of enabling the employer to comply 
with the duty imposed upon him by this section. 

(c) Every employer shall, forthwith after the expiry of the 

time so limited by any such Proclamation, report 
to the Registrar according to the best of his knowledge 
and information and belief, the names and addresses 
and the whereabouts at the time of all employees in his 
service called out by any such Proclamation who have 
failed to report or apply for exemption from service. 

And any person who is an employer who refuses, neglects or 
fails to comply with any of the requirements imposed upon him 
by this section, shall be guilty of an offence and liable, upon 
summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding, as to each 
employee in respect of whom he has so refused, neglected or 
failed to comply, one hundred dollars, and not less than fifty 
dollars, or to. imprisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months, or to both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the convicting magistrate. 

12 — Every person who employs or retains in his service any 
man who has deserted, or who is absent without leave, from the 
Royal Newfoundland Regiment, shall be guilty of an offence, 
punishable on summary conviction by imprisonment not exceed- 
ing six months, or by a penalty of not less than one hundred 
dollars, and not more than five hundred dollars, unless such 
person prove that he was not aware, and had no reasonable 
ground to suspect, that the man so employed or retained in his 
service was a deserter or absent from the Regiment without 
leave.

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity ; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con- 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac- 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John's the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant pemiission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached_ f rom other build- 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

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Export of Pulp \A/ood. 



Notwithstanding any provisions in the Acts relating to Crown Lands or the cutting or 
exportation of timber contained, it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council to grant a license 
to any person to cut pulp wood. on any Crown Lands in Labrador and to export the same, and 
to grant a license to any person, being the holder of a license to cut timber under the Act relat- 
ing to Crown Lands, to export pulp wood cut on any area in Labrador held under such license : 
such licenses shall be granted subject to the following conditions: 

\. The license shall continue in force for a period of ten years from the 5th day of June, 1915 ; 

2. The licensee shall pay an export duty on any pulp wood exported of $1.00 per cord; 

3. The Governor in Council may prescribe the rate of wages to be paid men employed by 

the licensee for the purpose of cutting and exporting such pulp wood.

Timber Exportation Acts, I9I4-I9I7

Under authority of the Timber Exportation Acts, 1914-1Q17, timber or lumber cut for pit 
props before the first day of January, 19 17, may be exported to the Dominion of Canada or the 
United States of America on compliance with the provisions of the said Acts. 

The actual cutter of pit props, being a creditor for any portion of the price of such pit props 
or any portion of the wages earned by him in cutting same, shall have a lien on such pit props 
for the amount due him for such price or wages, and no Customs Officer, having notice of any 
claim of lien, shall accept any export entry for such pit props without proof that such lien has 
been discharged. 

The provisions of Sec. 5 of the Saw Mills Act, 19 15, under which all property in timber cut 
on Crown Land lapsed unless such timber was, within eighteen months from the date of cutting, 
removed to a place of safety under the owner's control, is declared under authority of the Saw 
Mills Amendment Act, 1917, not to apply to pit props cut after November, 191 5.

for exemption must be made on the following 



(a) That it is expedient in the national interest that the 

applicant should, instead of being employed in military 
service, be engaged otherwise. 

(b) That he has one or more brothers and one of them is 

serving, or has served, in His Majesty's Naval or 
Military Forces during the present war. 

(c) That he has three or more brothers and two of them are 

serving or have served in His Majesty's Naval or 
Military Forces during the war. 

(d) That he has persons mainly dependent upon him for 
support, such as parents, brothers or sisters, and 

(e) 111 health or infirmity. 

Exemption Applications 

may be made to the Tribunal in St. John's through the 
Registrar, and outside St. John's direct to the Commissioners 
(magistrates) appointed by the Tribunal. Commissioners have 
power to grant exemptions subject to , confirmation by the 
Tribunal, on grounds (b) (c) (d), and in cases where a man is 
so obviously infirm as to be unfit for military service. Applica- 
tions for exemption may be made by the

or on his behalf by his employer, or business partner or near 
relative. 

Application forms will be found at all Post Offices as soon as 
they can be printed and hurried there by mail. 

Reports 

will also be found at all Post Offices. When Report is filled out 
hand to the Posmaster or Clerk and get a receipt. 

Any man in the class called up failing to report is subject to 
a penalty of five years' imprisonment. 

All who have received 

Rejection Badges 

must fill out Report for Service form and send same through 
Post Office or deliver at Militia Building to Registrar or make 
applcation to Tribnnal in St. Joan's or to Commissioners 
(magistrates) in outports for exemption.

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1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
airea or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the lin\its or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound- 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon th« oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not evceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships \ 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an ofhcer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

(b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship ; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

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1. The Masters of all sailing vessels clearing from 
Newfoundland ports for Portugal, Spain, and Euro- 
pean ports, with cargoes of fish for the European fish 
markets, shall forward to the Colonial Secretary a 
statement giving the full names of each person upon 
the articles of said ship with his age, place of birth, 
place of residence, and complete information as to 
his dependents and their residence. The statement 
shall be certified to be correct by the Customs au- 
thorities of the port of clearance before the ship is 
cleared for the voyage. 

2. Upon the receipt of said statement by the Co- 
lonial Secretary and upon his being satisfied as to 
the correctness thereof, he shall issue a certificate 
to the effect that the Newfoundland Government 
W'ill be responsible to the seamen whose names are 
so listed ; that, in the event of any such seaman being 
taken as a prisoner of war, cast away or injured as 
a result of any war operations, and in the event of 
any such seaman losing life as a result of any war 
operation, the said seaman and his dependents shall 
have the advantages of all allotments, pensions, em- 
oluments and privileges as if the said seaman were 
at the date of the casualty a member of the New- 
foundland Branch of the Royal Navy Reserve and 
the casualty had occurred in the discharge of duty.

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary miy, if he considers it expedient 
so to do, appoint a person to lie Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from tiitie to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
from the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 
which is nor approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
vfith or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a" term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre- 
mises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 
may name.

Published by Authority. 

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 19 14, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 

■ committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of any photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

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I am directed by His Excellency the Governor in 
Council to issue the following notice under Authority of 
Minute in Council passed 28th February, 1918. 

AUGMENTATION OF THE PAY OF ROYAL NAVAL 
RESERVISTS (NEWFOUNDLAND). 



The Government of Newfoundland have decided to aug- 
ment the pay of Newfoundland Royal Naval Reservists so 
as to place them on the same footing as men of the New- 
foundland Regiment. 

Under the provision of the War Measure Act, authority 
is given to the Minister of Militia to deal with the matter 
of augmentation of pay of the Royal Naval Reservists, 
Newfoundland, in consultation with the Senior Naval 
Officer, St. John's. 

It is ordered that a sum of 33c. per day be placed to 
the credit of each Naval Reservist, from the time of the 
commencement of the war, in cases where men were then 
serving, or otherwise, from the time when their services 
began up to the time of discharge, or death, or to the 30th 
of September, 1917, inclusive. 

As the rate of pay of Naval Reservists was increased 
from October 1st, 1917, and as the difference between the 
amount they receive and that allowed the members of the 
Royal Newfoundland Regiment is 17c. per day, this differ- 
ence will also be' credited them from that date. 

The foregoing amounts will not in any case be made a 
payment from Admiralty sources. The Minister of Miltia, 
St. John's, Newfoundland, is solely responsible for the 
issue of any sums due. 

Newfoundland Royal Naval Reserve men serving in 
any of the H. M. Ships, including all members of the 
Trawler Reserve and those in Defensively Armed Mer- 
chant Ships, etc., are eligible for the pay as set forth, and 
should be informed of the following alternatives as regards 
the method of payment: — 

(a) Payment will be made on personal application to 
the Minister of Militia, St. John's. 

(b) Payment will be made to the nominee of any 
Reserve man, on written application duly witnessed, to 
the Minister of Militia, St. John's. 

(c) Sums due will be placed to the credit of Reserve 



men who do not desire to avail themselves of the fore- 
going and can be drawn by them at the expiration of 
their service. 

The following form is to be compiled and forwarded 
direct to the Minister of Militia, St. John's, Newfoundland, 
at the earliest possible date : —

All communications of any description with regard to 
these payments are to be made to the Minister of Militia, 
St. John's, direct. 

Payment will commence on ist May, 19 18. 

In cases where members of the Royal Naval Reserve 
(Newfoundland) have been killed in action or died of 
wounds or sickness, or through any other cause, the 
amount due as Augmentation Pay will go to the estate of 
the deceased. The authority to obtain the Estate of the 
deceased is, in case of a Will, Letters of Probate; and in 
case there is not a Will, Letters of Administration. Such 
letters are issued by the Supreme Court of Newfoundland 
on the Petition and Proofs of Executor of the Will, or 
the next of kin. If the Estate does not exceed S500.00, 
the petition can be applied for after proofs of the facts 
have been obtained by the Mintster of Justice. 

With reference to the foregoing, it is suggested that the 
next of kin of Reservists who are now serving should com- 
municate with them and request them to send their instruc- 
tions to the Militia Department. No action can be taken 
until such instructions are received. 

Nexf of kin of deceased Reservists will be communi- 
cated with in due course when their claims have been 
proved.

2. The charge for a P.is^^po't is ?2.5o. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of ID and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Oflke is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POST.'VGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PA,YMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — * 

(1) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woiran is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) in the case of natural born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfovindland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Relij^ion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
■ a separate Passport, upon producliou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5- If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained.. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously bv 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
, it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted subject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment.

PROHIBITION ACT 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 



A. — The strength of Intoxicating Liquors supplied by the 
Controller to Licensed Druggists and Practitioners and dis- 
pensed by Controller, Licensed Druggist or Licensed Practitioner 
shall be 20 per cent, under proof for Brandy, Gin, Rum and 
Whiskey. The strength of Port Wine, Claret, Sherry, Porter, 
Stout, Benedictine, Vermouth, Champagne, Liquers, Ale and 
Beer shall be as imported by Controller, 

B. — All prescriptions for private patients for intoxicating 
liquors to be limited to one prescription at any one time of not 
more than 8 02s. per patient for all Districts supplied by 
Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners ; and outside 
the Electoral District of St.' John's where not so supplied the 
amount to be limited to a 12 oz. prescription per patient, except 
as provided hereinafter. No person is to receive more than one 
prescription per week, and the Controller, Licensed Druggist 
and Licensed Practitioner shall refused to fill more than one 
prescription for any one person from any other medical practi- 
tioner within the said period of one week. 

C. — All prescriptions for Port Wine, Claret, Sherry and 
Champagne shall be limited to a 24 oz. prescription per patient. 

D. — All prescriptions for Stout, Porter, Ale, and Beer shall 
be limited to i doz. pint bottles per two weeks. 

E. — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section B. 
up to the aggregate amount of three gallons only per month 
each, where Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners are 
established, and 4)^ gallons in Electoral Districts where not so 
supplied. 

F. — Medical Practitioners may prescribe under Section C. up 
to the aggregate amount of five gallons only per month. 

G. — The total amount may be exceeded by any Medical 
Practitioner at the discretion of the Controller up to five pre- 
scriptions per month, and any further amount by a special 
ruling of the Board. 

H. — The unused amount which may be to the Doctor's 
credit any month will not be carried forward. 

L — The Controller shall notify each Medical Practitioner 
weekly as to the amount of any intoxicating liquor remaining 
subject to his prescriptions. 



J- — When any Medical Practitioner reaches the limited amount 
at his disposal, the Controller shall notify by post all Licensed 
Druggists and Licensed Practitioners to refuse further prescrip>- 
tions signed by that doctor for that month. 

K. — Prescriptions shall be .written only on printed forms 
numbered consecutively, supplied by the Controller. The forms 
to contain spaces for name and address of patient, character of 
liquor, prescribed dose, doctor's name and the date. 

L. — The Controller, Licensed Druggist and Licensed Prac- 
titioner sh.nll cause to be written on prescription the name of the 
messenger who procures the liquor. 

M. — Gummed labels showing the name of the patient, char- 
acter and strength of liquor, prescribed dose, doctor's name, 
date, and by wjiom supplied, shall be placed on each package 
when prescription is filled. 

N. — All manufacturers who obtain intoxicating liquors for 
manufacturing purposes shall keep a record of the amount sup- 
plied by the Controller, and report weekly the uses to which 
same were put, stating the amount of goods manufactured and 
the percentage of alcohol used. The Controller shall refuse to 
re-sell to any manufacturer until such returns are received. 

O. — The Controller shall have the right to regulate the 
amount of intoxicating liquor to be supplied to Licensed Drug- 
gists and Licensed Practitioners, according to the probable 
number of prescriptions to be filled by each per month. 

P. — The Controller shall keep a separate record for each 
Medical Practitioner, Licensed Druggist and Licensed Practi- 
tioner, and shall prepare and submit a statement to the Board 
on Monday of each week, showing the number of prescriptions 
given by each Medical Practitioner, the quantity of liquor sup- 
plied from each doctor's allotment, and the balance (if any) 
remaining to his credit ; and also showing the amount of intoxi- 
cating liquor ordered by Licensed Druggists and Licensed 
Practitioners located in the Electoral District of St. John's, and 
the amount supplied by them on prescriptions, also the amount 
supplied by the Controller on prescriptions. 

The report for Licensed Druggists and Licensed Practitioners 
located outside the Electoral District of St. John's shall be made 
not more than one week later. The report shall also include 
an inventory of all stock on hand, stating character and strength. 
The strength of draught liquor to be certified by H. M. Govern- 
ment Analyst by distillation.

PROCLAMATION 



W. E. Davidson, 
Governor, 

[L. S.] 



Bjy His Excellency Sir Walter E. Davidson. 
Knight Commander of the Most Distiiigu 
ished Order of St. Alichael and St. Geotge, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, in and 
over the Island of Neufoiindland and its 
Dependencies. 

WHEREAS it is of great importance that full information 
should be obtained with regard to property in enemy- 
territory belonging to British subjects, and also with regard to 
the claims of British subjects, against enemy persons and enemy 
governments. 

And whereas for the purpose of obtaining that information, it 
is necessary that returns of such property and claims should be 
made to the officer appointed to receive the same. 

Now, therefore, I direct and enjoin Biitish subjects within the 
Colony of Newfoundland who are entitled to property of any 
description whatsoever in enemy territory, or to any interest in 
such property, or have claims against enemy persons or enemy 
governments, forthwith lo make returns of their said property or 
claims to the officer appointed to receive the same: provided 
that it shall not be necessary to make such reiurns respecting 
property or claims whereof returns have before the date of this 
Proclamation been voluntarily made lo such officer as aforesaid, 
in the form prescribed by him. The officer appointed to receive 
such reiurns shall be the Colonial 'Secretary, Saint John's, 
Newfoundland. 

The returns shall be made in such form and with such par- 
ticulars as the Colonial Secretary may require for the purposes 
of this Proclamation. 

The expression " property " includes documents of title to 
property; the expression -'enemy territory " means the territory 
of any State at war with Great Britain (including the Colonies 
and Dependencies thereof) ; the expression " enemy persons '" 
includes all persons, firms, companies, and corporations residing 
or carrying on business in enemy territory ; the expression 
'■ enen>y government " means the government of any State at 
war with Great Britain.

This late is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN, 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof. Valuable letters may be registered for delivery in 
Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

On and after May the 17th, 1918, every prepaid letter and 
letter packet posted in. Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, in 
addition to the postage payable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five 
cents, etc. 

On and after June ist, 1918, all letters originating in New- 
foundland not bearing the extra postage will be charged two 
cents additional on delivery. 



Telegraphic Messages* 

\A/AR TAX. 

On and after May 17th, 1918, telegraphic messages, other 
than service messages, transmitted from one place in the Colony 
to another place in the Colony must have affixed thereon by the 
sender, stamps to the amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

The British continue to be employed 
as the Allies '■ shock troops." The world looks to the British 
to continue this magnificent leadership, and it will not look in 
vain. Great Britain's strength is growing rapidly, and promises 
to be much greater when the war ends than when it began in 
August, 1914. British grit and national strength always develops 
best when subjected to the se\erest tests. That is the secret of 
much of the Biitish Empire's greatness. Throughout history. 
Great Britain has always emerged triumphantly from her trials. 
And her coming triumph will be monumental. 



until they reached the Marne, for the second time during the 
war. In their advance to the river, the Germans were subjected 
to a terrific slaughter. Never before had any army met with 
such losses. Failing to benefit by their poor strategy at the first 
battle of the Marne when they were so brilliantly defeated by 
Marshal Joffre, they rushed ahead exhausted and fell an easy 
prey to Marshal Foch, at the second battle of the Marne. The 
Germans have been retreating homewards since then, the swift- 
ness, and force of the allied pressure against them has been 
prevailing continuously, and they are not permitted to get their 
second wind. Every day the Allied forces advance against 
them in some part of the front, and they are compelled to yield 
their positions everywhere. Developments favoring the Allies 
are occuring daily. 

Although, by means of political corruption and treachery of 
the lowest t} pe, Germany succeeded in leading to the disruption

The course of the war proceeds with violent fluctuations. On 
March 21st, Germany concentrated all her might for a final 
gambler's chance of breaking the link between the British and 
French armies on the French front. Twelve months were spent 
in preparing for the assault. Troops, and all the engines of 
war were concentrated on a narrow belt of the front and moved 
into the greatest battle of history. Both the British and French 
armies slowly gave way in the center to the pressure brought to 
bear against them. But their flanks held like rocks. The Ger- 
mans were permitted to drive ahead into a narrow pocket 



of Russia, which resulted in enabling the German commanders 
to reduce the forces on the Russian front and use them on the 
French front. These released forces did not suffice to make good 
the German losses. Germany's man-power has suffered terrible 
losses. These can only be remedied by forcing Russians and 
other Slavic peoples to fight for her. She is now endeavouring 
to do this. Should she succeed, it will result in prolonging the 
war, not in changing its result, which has never been in doubt. 
But should this design fail, the end will come suddenly, before 
many more years pass. 
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The fourth year of the war witnessed the fruition of General 
Haig's assaults during 19 17. The battles along the Somme 
last year sapped Germany's military strength by slaughtering 
the flower of the German armies, Germany appreciates Great 
Britain's power and always keeps her finest fighters on the 
British front. And it is on that front her greatest losses occur. 
But for the magnificent fighting done by the British armies in 
19 1 7, the present outlook would not have been so favorable, 
that fighting prepared for this year's successes. 

The collapse of Russia last year, caused the Allies to change 
their plans. It greatly increased their tasks and led to a pro- 
longation of the war. The arrival of the American forces 
in France, however, tended to reduce the difficulties arising out 
of the failure of the Russians. The Americans have rendered 
the Allies immense service. 

The treachery of the Germans in Russia succeeded beyond 
their expectations. But all their other hopes failed them. They 
were unable to induce any other allied power to join them ; 
while their gas, big guns, submarines, zeppelins, and other 



enemies, particularly the Jews with financial interests, at large, 
who a e working for a premature peace. But th.s is a peoples 
notapoliticians%var. And all the Allied peoples are firmly 
united for a complete military decision, and are conapletely 
opposed to a negotiated peace. It was for this reason that the 
recent Austrian plea for a peace conference was opposed and 
President Wilson's reply to it was so strongly applauded^ 1 here 
can be no conpromised peace. The settlement must be decisive. 
The forces of freedom and tyranny could never be brought to 

agreement. 

It would be futile to attempt to make a peace by bargaining. 

President' Wilson's illuminating reply to the Austrian peace 
proposal met with approval throughout the world. It was a 
state document of decisive significance. Brief, to the point and 
despatched in unusually quick time, it accurately reflected the 
view.s and temper of the American and Allied peoples. It also 
caused much dismay throughout the enemy countries. The 
President took the position that, as the the Allies have repeat- 
edly and with entire candor stated the terms upon which peace

Turkey, Bulgaria, 
and Austria are war sick, and are tryiVig to secure peace at 
almost any price. Anc} at home in (Germany, the eflfects of 
economic isolation are eferywhere visjl^le. The German people 
are in want and quite w^r weary. B«(?litical and social discontent 
are widespread, and conHitions,-«fe ripe for the breaking out of 
a political upheaval at any time. These indications are 
pictured most gloomily by the German mind, which has an e.x- 
ceedingly pessimistic and nervous cast. The result is that 
Germany's morale is as weak now as the Allie's is stxong." The 
German people are being preyed upon by the mesf extraordinary 
fears, while the Allied peoples are being cheered by the highest 
hopes. The result is that the Teutonic! Governments have 
determined to try and bring about a trickily arranged peace. 
And here is the only danger to be feared by the Allied peoples. 

The war has not brought any Statesman to the front in the 
Allied countries. Power is in the hands of very weak men 
who have not shown stability. And there are many alien 



dis.cuss other terms. 

Premier Clemenceau of France phrased the same sentiments 
in another way when he said in the French Senate : " We will 
fight until the hdur when the enemy comes to understand that 
bargaining between crime and right is no longer possible." 

This war affects the ^yhole world not only during the present 
but throughout the future. Its influences are more momentous 
and far-reaching than th^se of any previous war. It must, 
theiefore, be terminated jn a manner corresponding with the 
issues involved. There mbst be no premature peace, because 
that would prove an incentive to subsequent conflicts. A pre- 
mature peace would merely|be a form of truce or armistice. 

The Teutonic governmerits clearly realize that their prospects 
of successfully concluding the war by force of arms vanished at 
the- second battle of the/ Marne. Their sole hope of saving 
themselves from complet^ defeat lies in contriving to bring about 
a peace by bargaining^' If they could send representatives to a 
peace conference wj>rte their armies occupy foreign soil, they 
believe they could' gain points by trading and the releasing of 
the occupied French, Belgian and Russian territories for the 
return of their colonies and for other advantages which they are 
desirous of securing. They think that more is to be gained than 
lost by them through a trickily negotiated peace, and they are 
determined to persist in endeavoring to secure peace by bargain- 
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ing. Their recent clumsy attempt proved abortive, but we must 
expect them to shortly make another peace move, and if that 
fails also they will strive in other ways to secure a conference. 

All the Allied governments have repeatedly announced their 
peace principles. There is nowhere any doubt regarding them. 
There being no authority in the enemy countries in which confi- 
denc2 can be reposed, peace must be dictated by the Allies 
when the German military power is destroyed. 

In an address before Congress on February nth. President 
Wils n stated the Alli:;d peace terms broadly. The principles 
to be followed are: — 

Firsf—Tha.^ each part of the final settlement must be based 
upon the esse iti d justice of that particular case and upon such 
adjis mints as are most likely to bring a peace that will be 
permanent. 

Second — That peoples and provinces are not to be bartered 
abo t fr m s n'ereignty to sovereignty as if they were mere chat- 
tels and pawns. 

Third — Every territo ial settlement involved in this war must 



of their looting. The ravages they have been guily of must be 
made good by them ; the cities they destroyed must be com- 
pletely restored ; personal damages they have inflicted on 
inhabitants of the Allied countries must be paid for; and 
stolen machinery and works of art must be returned. The 
enemy will not possess enough money when the war ends to 
meet this large indebtedness and the Allies will be compelled to 
arrange terms of payments. This will involve some form of 
receivership or guardianship. 

There are many similar matters that will claim attention, such 
as the internationalizing of the Kiel Canal, the Rhine and 
Danube Rivers, and other specific problems. These will all 
take time to arrange. The principles of the general settlement, 
however, are contained in President Wilson's public statement 
and in the speeches of the Allied politicians and they are again 
confirmed in the American President's recent reply to the 
Austrian peace note. Just as Germany pursued the war in 
accordance with her principles of might in place of right, so 
the Allied peoples will finish the war in accordance with their 
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be made in the interest and for the b;;nefit dl the populations 
concerned. 

Fourth — That all well-defined national asperationS shall be 
accorded the utmost satisfaction that can be accorded. 

Those are the terms the Allied peoples arfe determined to 
end the war on, and no others. Nothing in them is debatable. 
We are fighting to establish them. It is possible that politicians 
may endeavour to make peace easier for the_enemy ; but the 
defenders of civilization have decided thgtfcoijrse of action and 
will continue the war until conditions favor the application of 
the principles of peace which they have embraced. The 
American President in his reply to the recent Austrian plea 
for a peace conference clearly reflected the Allied peoples' fixed 
determination to end the war on the principles announced in his 
Congressional addresses. They must be completely accepted 
by the Imperial German Government and its allies before peace 
can be restored. 

The Germans, while seeking peace, continues to loot and 
destroy property in the territories occupied by them and to 
enslave and ill-treat the people. It is to be anticipated that 
they will do a still larger amount of damage and this will 
necessitate additional peace terms. It is inconceivable that 
when peace is made the Germans will be left to enjoy the fruits 



principles of international right and justice as opposed by the 
principles of autocratic force as announced by their statesmen 
and philosophers. Only in this way can the world again be 
made safe for the realization of democratic ideals and normal 
national aspirations. Only in this manner can a stable and 
durable peace be based.

^HEN voluntary enlistment failed to fill up the gaps 
in our depleted Regiment a strong feeling for 
conscription grew up in the Country. It was 
realized that only by compulsory military service 
could the honour of the Regiment and Country 
As one of the Dominions comprising the great 
British Empire, Newfoundland had a proud place to maintain. 
The heroic exploits of the Royal Newfoundland Regiment had 
became known far and wide throughout the World. It would 
be to our eternal disgrace if we allowed it to be taken from 
the firing line and disbanded. Realizing this, the Government 
adopted a bold courageous course. Regardless of how it might 
affect their political future, they decided on conscription, and 
at the last Session of the Legislature the Military Service Act 
was introduced in the House of Assembly on opening day and 
in a few days passed all it stages without ore dissenting voice 
in both HouseF. 

The Act was framed on the selective principle, so that those 
families who had already given one or two sons to the service 
of the Empire might not be called on for more. Certain other 
exemptions such as ill health or infirmity were also provided 
for. 

An Exemption Tribunal was set up by the Act, consisting of 



the Judges of the Supreme Court— the Honourables Sir W. H. 
Horwood, G. M. Johnson, and J. M. Kent. This Tribunal has 
been conducted to the satisfaction of everyone. The high 
standing and the judicial character of its members have placed 
it beyond the shadow of a suspicion ; its decisions have been 
generally admitted, even by those most affected, as just and 
fair. 

The Act also provided for a Military Service Board to which 
the administration of the Act was entrusted. This Board con- 
sists of five members, and is so consiituded as to make it 
absolutely free from politics. Lt.-Col. R. G. Rendell of the 
C.L.B. was nominated by the Governor-in-Council as Chairman, 
the other members being the Deputy Minister of Justice, the 
Inspector General, Major Montgomerie, D.O C, and Major 
Carty, Commanding at the Depot. It had a difficult, and, what 
some considered, an unpopular task to perform, but accomplish- 
ed its work successfully. It meets daily since iis appointment 
on May 13th, and has now practically organized a department 
to deal with the calling up and drafting into the Regiment of 
men liable to Military Service. It has performed its work in an 
exemplary manner, and has earned the confi lence and respect 
of all classes throughout the Dominion for its fairness, justness 
and impirtiality tempered with coinp ission.

HEARTY congratulations from his many friends will go out 
to the Prime Minister, Hon. Dr. W. F. Lloyd, on his 
recent elevation to the dignity of a Privy Councillor of 
the Empire.

He also had the advantage of making a trip 
to Scotland and of visiting the Newfoundland Forestry 
Battalion making a complete inspection of the men, their 
quarters and the excellent work which they are performing in 
the Highlands.

JOSEPH O REILLY, ESQ. 

MR. Joseph O'Reilly, who has already done splendid work 
in various departments of the public service, was 
appointed at the beginning of this year to the important 
position of Government Assessor under the Business Profits 
Tax and Income Tax laws passed by the Legislature the past 
two years, and has proven a conspicuous success therein, as 
he had already done in bis former capacities. Mr. O'Reilly, who 
began life in the Constabulary, rose steadily to the position of 
Superintendent, but some years ago was transferred from the 
Constabulary to the Fisheries Department, being placed in 
charge of the administration of the Bait Act and Fisheries 
Regulations generally, and subsequently was transferred to the 
Customs Department as Inspector of Outport Customs, for 
which his previous experience fully qualified him.

iHEN writing, a few years ago, of Redmond. I said 
■ that he deserved the blessing of the peacemakers 
which is, to be called children of God. He did 
not succeed so well in his peacemaking as we 
then hoped ; but he is now in a better world than 
this, a world in which men are judged not by their 
success or failure but by the purity of their intentions. 

And he being dead yet speaketh, and men will yet do 
him justice, for no man will ever make a better bargain for 
Ireland than he did. and no one will ever frame a constitution 
more conducive to the welfare of the whole United Kingdom, 
and of the whole British Empire or Commonwealth. 

Virtue stands in the middle between two contrary extremes, 
and it often is its lot to be assailed by each extreme, and

accused of identifying itself with the other. Redmond and his 
party were thwarted by two opposite forces, by the Machia- 
vellian " Castle '■ gang, whom Mr. Birrell and Lord Win.borne 
were no match for, and were quite unable to control, and by 
Germany's mercenaries in the United States of America and 
their blind tools in Ireland, who hounded him to his death 
because he uttered the word " reconciliation with England." 
But though dead he yet speaketh, and that policy has now its 
martyr. 

When General Maxwell executed by martial law the leaders 
of the attempted Secession, he did exactly what Germany 
wanted done, and what the American Clan-na-Gael welcomed. 
He did this in spite of all the precedents of the past, for the 
leaders of Secession were not put to death in 1867 or in 1848 
or even in 1798. And he did it in spite of his general instruc- 
tions to be humane and in spite of the protest of the Lord 
Lieutenant and of the entreaties and tears of Lady Wimborne. 
And it is plain that he put those men to death (as he would 
have put more to death but for Mr. Asquith's rush to the scene) 
precisely because he knew that if they were not siain at once, if 
they were reserved for the Civil Courts, the Government would 
spare their lives. 

It is nothing to the point for anyone to say that he thought 
they deserved death, or that they did really deserve it. Justice 
must always be tempered with mercy and directed by wisdom ; 
and his action was a crime against the British Government as 
well as the Irish nation, and a crime of the kind that is also a 
blunder. He acted like a fool as well as like a knave. 



Partisans may lean to one side or the other but impartial 
history S pronounce that the affair in Dublin was equal y 
siame'ful to rte Ascendancy, of which Carson and Maxwell are 
leaders, and to the Sinn Fein. 

If Irish Home Rule had been established before the war, as 
it might have been but for Carson and his gang, an Irish 
government could easily have raised all the men that migh be 
needed. For the enthusiasm at first to enlist was so great that 
the " Castle " gang actually discouraged it. 

I now proceed to cite the history of this movement given to 
the American public by Pat Egan, the founder of the Irish 
Landleague(i879)in the pages of an American Magazine 
The Forum, (August, 1916). Younger readers, who do not 
remember those times, may need to be told that Mr Egan was 
the ally and colleague of Davitt and Parnell, and that he was 
obliged to leave Ireland and live abroad. His language about 
England in some parts of this article is exceedingly strong, and 
in my own opinion, not historically accurate. But that only 
renders his censure upon the authors of that pitiable and shame- 
ful secessionist movement the more telling. 

"Ireland," says Egan, " sui?ers far more from those who call 
themselves her friends than from those who are frankly her 
enemies. Lately we have seen a useless and bloody not in 
which many brave, emotional youths lost their lives at the be- 
hest of those pinchbeck patriots who are now subsisting in 
foreign lands on German gold. 

" Ireland was not in rebellion when the Dublin riots happened; 
at that time less than five per cent, of the Irish people were in 
sympathy with the Sinn Fein movement, and to-day the mass of 
the Irish people are disgusted with the German plotting and the 
various American movements which are aimed not to help 
Ireland but to hurt England for the benefit of Germany. 

" For over forty years before the bursting forth of the 
present terrible conflagration in the worid, national Ireland 
presented a spectacle of harmony and sound sense not equalled 
in any other country in the worid. During the past three de- 
cades, but specially during the last one, she had made such giant 
strides in national advancement as have rarely been surpassed 
anywhere. 

" The acts for the benefit of Ireland have been numerous 
and well planned. . . . Finally, the vigorous and persistent 
propaganda carried on among the Democracy of England and 
her Colonies caused the -Irish Home Rule measure to be intro- 
duce3~in parliament in 1912. 

" In April of the same year, a representative convention in 
Dublin composed of 8,000 delegates from all kinds of Irish 
societies and councils, after the fullest discussion, passed with- 
out a single dissentient voice, the following resolution, — ' That 
we welcome the Goverment of Ireland Bill as an honest and 
generous attemp to settle the long and disastrous quarrel between 
Britain and Ireland, and we accept the Bill in the spirit in which 
it is offered, and we declare our conviction that its passage into 
law will bind the people of Ireland to the people of Great Britain 
and add immeasurably to the strength of the Empire.' 

" This Bill became law and was signed by the King and is 
now on the Statute Book. Like all legislation in belligerent 
countries seriously changing debatable conditions, it was tem- 
porarily suspended because of the war. But all right-thinking 
sons of Ireland consider the contract thus created between the 
two nations as mutually binding upon their honor 

" National Ireland is not only willing but anxious to forget 
the past conduct of [the Ascendancy] and to extend to them the 
hand of honest, loyal friendship, but only on the basis of equality. 
" A much more serious problem [than that of Ulster] is the 
unwarrantable pretension of a group of people in America, 
centering in New York to dictate a policy to the people of Ire- 
land and to speak in their name. Many of the people who have 
been present at recent meetings are unaware of the secret and 
malign influences by which they are being moved ; others, 
especially the politicians are just seeking to reach the lime-light 
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so that they may pose as leaders of something that, for the 
moment appears to be popular. And finally there is the old 
inner circle of professional Irish [American] agitators whose 
sole aim is to control everything in sight especially all the 
money. 

" The Clan-na-Gael was once a patriotic and useful body. . . . 
Gradually, however, it succumbed to the power of one man- 
John Devoy, who became its paid Secretary and boss ; and since 
then it has been oscillating between American political machin- 
ism and Irish revolution and secession, but ahvays unrelentingly 
obstructive against everything tending towards the material better- 
ment of Ireland. The result was that the roster of the organiza- 
tion went down unlil it could scarcely muster five thousand pay- 
ing members in the entire United States of America ; and it was 
only the prospect of a real golden harvest — made in Germany^ 
that vitalized it again, and enabled the same old performers to 
inject their same old poisonous ' policy' into Irish affairs. 

•' I know that they sent $80,000 to Ireland to foment the 
rioting. ... 

" This handful of men are endeavoring to thwart^ misrepre- 
sent, belittle, and belie the men who are really fighting Ireland's 
battle at home under the leadership of Redmond — the most 
commanding figure that has ever arisen in Ireland.* . . . 

" They claim to represent Ireland. But they do not claim, as 
they justly might do, that they were mainly instrumental in send- 
ing to their deaths, without a shadow of hope, the brave but 
misguided handful of youths, at a time when every sane man 
knew that England had actually ^n English soil over two mil- 
lions of trained and equipped men." 

But in spite of all the folly of Sinn Fein and of the Ulster 
Unionists, the moderate middle party, of which Redmond was 
the type, must ultimately prevail. All parties must come back 
to that in spite of all the rec'procal contrariness that flourishes 
so vigorously in the British Isles. The Home Rule Act is on 
the Statute Book, and will not — cannot — be repealed. Indeed 
the English Conservatives never yet have tried to take back 
from Ireland any concession once made, though made in spite of 
their resistance. 

In time of peace, or ordinarily, the Irish vote in the 
United Kingdom turns the scale between the two English 
parties, and decides which party shall govern, or which 
policy prevail ; and therefore the Irish (in time of peace) 
govern the United Kingdom. But the Irish in America, 
unlike those at home, do not govern but serve. For (apart 
from the corruption of the Clan-na-Gael) the Irish politicians in 
the United States, unlike those of Ireland, are seeking for places, 
and the average Irish-American voter, who is not venal, is so 
blindly wedded to the Democratic party that he has no influence 
over it, and no influence with the other party. In fact the Irish 
in Canada have more freedom and more influence than the Irish 
in the United States. 

Americans living in England have long been telling the English 
that they had no enemies in the United States of America but 
the Irish (and now the Germans). But if the Americans do not 
want to quarrel with England, the Irish in America cannot make 
them, and should not be blamed for the quarrels of the past, 
although like the fly on the wheel they have claimed that it was 
they who were kicking up the dust. The influence of the Irish 
over the Wilson Administration has amounted to just this, that 
it always has gone in the opposite direction to them. When they 
were regarded as the ally of England, Wilson became the worst 
enemy that we had among the neutrals. As soon as Lloyd 
George quarreled with the Nationalist Party about Ulster, and 
they issued their appeal to the Irish in America and the Domi 
nions, at once the American Government came out openly on 
the side of the Allies. 

People sometimes foolishly ask whether Ireland or England 
has the more friendship in the United States of America. If 
that question were all, the question could be easily answered. 
But there is another question. Which has the more enemies ? 
Assuredly, the friends of England are much more influential 
than the friends — that is the genuine friends — of Ireland taken

alone. But the envied always has more enemies than the pitied. 
And in every country there is a disposition to sympathize with 
revolution against any foreign government, because there is a 
disposition to think ill of every foreign state. And of course 
there is the traditional anti-English spirit that has been taught 
in all the schools, as systematically as the English schools have 
been teaching pro-Americanism under the influence of the mean 
and ignorant Whig or Radical or " Progressive" party. 

Of the two American parties, the Democratic has generally 
been the more Anti-British in its language and policy : — 

Who proud of rivalling the pig that started for Dundalk 
Because it thought its master wished towards Carlingford to walk. 
In slavish contradiction all their private judgment smother. 
And blindly take one course because John Bull prefers another. 

For a century and a quarter, Britain had been, in effect (for 
I do not speak of intentions) the breakwater between America 
and European aggression. American statesmen knew this, yet 
they kept snarling and snapping at the heels of Ih/power which 
in fact was their defence. Fortunately, we had at last states- 
men who had no further patience with this conduct, and who 
had the gumption to warn the American Government that, if it 
did not twirl right around, they would accept Germany's pro- 
posals for peace and a European Union, with the abolition of 
all armies and navies and tariffs except for protection against 
the United States of America. 

While the Democratic party has been anti-English, at the 
same time because it has been generally under the control of 
the Ulster or Scotch-Irish element, it has been at heart anti- 
Irish, though these men have managed to humbug the Irish 
partly by posing as Irish and partly because the Democratic 
party was in power and had the patronage when the Irish immi- 
gration began to arriv.e, and thus it captured them, and the sons 
have kept the party-connection of their fathers. 

Wilson, indeed, is so anti-Irish that he became anti-English 
because England quarrelled with Germany and sought the 
alliance of the Irish and designed to put Ulster under Irish 
government. 

But let American opinion be what it may, the British Under- 
Secretary for foreign affairs has informed the American press 
that England will not make any change jn Ireland to please any 
foreign nation or all foreign nations. The Americans resented 
the meddling of Gladstone and the Liberals between South 
and North so much that as soon as these were elected in 1868 
the American Senate rejected the Convention which had been 
negotiated about the Alabama claims* and raised their demands 
higher. 

On the other hand, we are not going to abandon a just 
and wise policy because any foreigners urge it, especially when 
we know that by carrying it out, we shall really thwart and 
mortify the foreigners who rejoice in our dissensions. The 
policy of decentralizing the United Kingdom so as to give the 
Irish (and other parts) a local parliament together with a federal 
legislature for the Whole, has been only too long delayed, for it 
is only an Irish government that can repress the Sinn Fein 
spirit.

iMONG the honours conferred by His Majesty King 
George in the list received by His Excellency the 
Governor, on the 4th October, vi'as that of Knight 
Commander of the Most Excellent Order of the 
British Empire for service in connection with the 
war, on the Hon. Michael P. Cashin, Minister of 
Finance and Customs and acting Premier of this Dominion. 

The new Knight was born at Cape Broyle on September 29th, 
1S64, receiving his early education at St. Bonaventure's College. 
He trained for a mercantile career in this city, and subsequently 
engaged in the business of fish merchant at Cape Broyle. He 
entered the political arena in 1893 and joined the Liberal 
party in 1895, and breaking from the Liberal party in 1905 led 
an Independent Party in the Assembly in 1908, when he joined 
with a new party under the leadership of Sir Edward, now Lord 
Morris.

standard of health. 

We are advised to drink more milk, which is a 
rich food investment. Cows do well in Newfoundland, and 
there is no reason why we should not raise an abundance of milk. 

You cannot afford to do without milk. Every child ought to 
have a quart a day, every grown-up at least a pint. 

Why is milk so important ? Everybody needs Lime and milk 
is the best and cheapest way to get it. Children need lime to 
build bones, adults to keep their bones in good condition. 
Besides this, everybody needs some lime to keep the blood right. 
People seldom have enough if they do not use milk. Whatever 
other foods we may have, we cannot afford to leave milk out of 
,the diet because of its lime. No matter how rich the diet may 
be, the adult should have ai least one-half pint of milk a day, 
and no child should expect to thrive with less than a pint. 

Milk helps to build muscle. For this purpose it is as good 
as meat; meat is dear ; whole milk is cheap. For the body- 
building of children, milk is better than any kind of meat. 
Skim and sour or buttermilk are as good substitutes for meat as 
whole milk. Never throw them away. The part of the milk 
most like meat is the curd, which may be made into cottage or 
other kinds of cheese. 

A cup and a quarter of milk or a quarter of a cup of cottage 
cheese will yield as much body-building material as two ounces 
of lean meat, and will go much farther toward making a com- 
plete diet. 

Milk gives working force. Everyone must have energy to 
live, and the more one works the more " fuel " he needs for his 
body " engine." Many kinds of foods are good fuel — bread, 
meat, butter, sugar — but none is better than milk. A quart of 
milk yields as much energy as a quarter of a pound of butter or 
three-quarters of a pound of meat, at a much lower cost. 

Milk contains special growth-promoting substance. We know 
two such substances and both are found in milk, one mostly in 
the cream and the other in the skim milk. Unless a child has 
both of these, he will not develop properly. They are not 
found in all kinds of food. The best way to be sure they are 
provided in the diet is to use a liberal supply of milk. Eggs 
have the same two substances but they are much more expen- 
sive than milk. 

How to use milk. Many people think of milk only as a bever- 
age. Remember that it is a real food, no matter how it is taken. 
Cooking does not make it less nutritious, but slightly easier to 
digest. Bread and milk make an excellent meal. The milk 
may be heated and salted, the bread toasted, and the two com- 
bined to make " milk toast." The flavor will be different but 
the nutritive value will be practically the same. 

White sauce is one of the most useful ways of putting milk 
into the daily ration. Thin white sauce is made as follows : 

Milk I cup 

Flour I tablespoon 

Fat '. I tablespoon 

Salt ' \ teaspoon 

All measurements are level. Melt the fat in a souce-pan, 
stir in the flour, add the cold milk quickly, and stir constantly 
till the sauce boils. Then cook gently for three minutes. 

This sauce may be poured over hot toast, making "creamed 
toast." It may be combined with sifted vegetable pulp, to 
make cream soup, potato soup, tomato soup, pea soup, etc. 

By doubling the amount of flour and fat used to a cup of 
milk, a thicker sauce is made, which is excellent to pour over 
vegetables, making creamed carrots, creamed potatoes, creamed 
peas, etc. These are substantial dishes which will serve as the 
main dish in a meal. 

For using up bits of meat or making meat go further white 
sauce is most practical. Creamed fish, creamed minced meat 
on toast, hard-cooked eggs served in cream sauce are all whole- 



some and good. 

Cheese may be added to the sauce before combining it with 
cooked rice, hominy, or cornmeal mush, making a still more sub- 
stantial kitid of dish, 7uhich will take the place of meat. 

Desserts may be made a most valuable part of the meal by 
choosing chose made with milk. 

Creamy rice pudding is as substantial as meat and potatoes. 
It is made by putting ^^ of a cup of raw washed rice into a 
quart of milk with \ of a cup of corn syrup and a speck of salt, 
and baking slowly until thick and creamy. It should be stirred 
occasionally until it begins to thicken. The flavor may be 
varied by adding raisins or using molasses instead of corn syrup. 

The milk that goes into bread, cookies, cakes and muffins is 
" doing its bit " to help to keep the body strong.

Never throw away any milk, sweet or^ sour. Even 
does not make milk less a food. Use it in muffins, gingerbread 
or cottage cheese. Save the whey for bread-making or for 
pudding. 

Cheese, Milk, Eggs, Beans, Peas, Cereals, Nuts, these make 
appetizing dishes to take the place of meat. Why not use them 
oftener.' There are plenty of good ways of cooking them. 

They give you a body-building material, the protein, and 
they give a lot of it. 

The child to grow must have food that furnishes this kind of 
material. You need it too. Even if you are grown up, you 
must have it to renew parts of your body used up by work and 
exercise. 

Don't think you have to ^at meat to get this protein. These 
other foods have it, too. Take cottage cheese, for example. 
It is richer in this material than meat. You can eat a third of 
a cup of it with pleasure, and this third of a cup will give you 
as much of the protein as a quarter of a pound of sirloin steak — ■ 
a good, generous serving. Or if you like baked beans, eat a 
cupful to give you the same amount of protein. 

Cottage Cheese is a delicious and easy dish. You can make 
it yourself. Add salt and pepper before eating, and if you pre- 
fer it more moist, stir in a little milk. It is good, too, served 
with applebutter, or a bit of jelly. While this is more of a 
dessert, it can still lessen the amount of meat you eat. 

To make cottage cheese warm sour milk, whole or skimmed, 
on the back of the stove or put a bowl of it in a pan of hot, 
not boiling, water for about twenty minutes. Stir occassionally. 
When the curd and whey have separated, pour off the whey 
through a sieve. Work the curd with a spoon and let it drain. 
When fairly dry work again until smooth. The whey is good 
to use in making bread. 

Nuts are concentrated foods, too. Twenty single peanuts are 
about the same as the inch cube of cheese. Remember that 
nuts are good food. Chew them thoroughly or grind them up for 
a cooked dish and eat them as an important part of your meal. 

Do you know that oatmeal makes delicious puddings and other 
good things? 

Of course you know it is a good breakfast food, but it is even 
better fixed up for dinner or supper. It makes excellent pud- 
dings wholesome bread and cookies, an appetizing soup for a 
cold day, a baked dish for dinner in place of meat. 

To cook oatmeal, stir slowly 2\ cups of rolled oats into five 
cups of boiling water which has in it 2.]^ teaspoons of salt. 
Cook for one hour or over night in a double boiler or fireless 
cooker. This will serve five people. If you want it for two 
meals, cook twice the amount to save time and fuel. 

Oatmeal Pudding. 

Try one when you have a light dinner or supper. 

Oatmeal Betty — 2 cups cooked oatmeal, 4 apples cut up 
small, \ cup raisins, \ cup sugar, \ teaspoon cinnamon. 

Brown Pudding^2 cups cooked oatmeal, \ cup molasses, 
^ cup raisins. 

Mix and bake for one-half hour. Serve hot or cold. Any 
dried or fresh fruits, dates, or ground peanuts may be used 
instead of apples. Either will serve five people.

Jokey "Bad Luck" and a Submarine. 




) N the first place we were supposed to have an all 
British crew. The Captain, a lean, big, weather- 
beaten old sailor was Irish, as well as the first 
and third Mates, and he tolerated the Welsh 
second, though not without reluctance, for 
Welshmen are either good or bad, never indiffer- 
ent. The chief was Scotch, of course, but his staff hailed from 
sundry and various places, ranging from Argentina to the 
Punjab; and the men, before the mast, with the exception of an 
Italian and Spaniard or two, were all British, and proud of it — 
though they came of varied colours and races. Before we 
sailed the Skipper picked up — Heaven knows where — for the 
Admiralty wouldn't supply, an ancient 5.1 gun full of clumsy 
brass fittings and brightwork. It looked harmless and orna- 
mental, but from the time we left Middlesbro with that gun on 
board, our troubles began. It was in the way from the first, 
and used to hamper our movements around the deck aft and 
make the chief officer swear with a fervour and sincerity that 
was really remarkable, not to say enviable, in any man. It 
began with the bursting of a steam pipe on the main deck 
which delayed us for a day, then the cable burst as the anchor 
was heaved in, and a few minutes later a big wire, being hauled 
in aft, became twisted about the gun, and when it freed itself, 
the spring caught a man, breaking his leg. 

The Mate swore that the gun was the cause of the trouble, 
he swore that it aught to be stowed in the forepeak, and raised 
hell with the bo'sun until he had that excitable innocent man 
rushing aimlessly around the deck, like a hen with its head 
chopped off, using language that Bill Sunday would envy, were 
he a disciple of Hades.

We were always having trouble with the galley stove, 
funnel was too near the main funnel, and when the w-ind \yas 
ahead it would never draw. Such was the state of affairs on 
Xmas day. The galley was filled with smoke and cooking was 
impossible, but the cooks, in a heroic endeavour to rescue us 
from a dinner of bully beef and biscuits, let the fire go out and 
made use of the steam boiler. They boiled meat, turnips and 
potatoes in the water, adding pepper, salt and barley, to make 
soup, at the same time lowering plum duff to boil in the soup, 
attaching strings to everything so that they could haul the stuff 
out as it was wanted. Next day the fires still smoked, and on 
Wednesday the chief cook mutinied and sought the fresh air to 
cool his smoke tortured eyes, the other cook gave the game up 
in despair. 

The Skipper as usual, was as full of ideas as the ship was of 
rats, and he sent for "Chips," the carpenter, and climbed on 
top of the galley to put them into effect. 

He turned the funnel in this, and that, and all directions, and 
at last put a big ventelator over the top, but no go. Tnen he 
warmed to the work and tied a brin bag over the funnel, to what 
end we wondered. At last, he paused, to survey his handwork 
and rest a bit. 

Suddenly he jumped down the hatch and rushed for the 
bridge, his long legs covering the distance in a twinkling.

The two gunners rushed to the gun, always ready and almost 
breathlessly we waited for something to happen, momentarily 
expecting to be attacked. Gradually the ship came nearer, 
then abreast of the periscope, which never moved and we began 
to doubt its identity ; which broadened to a certainty when the 
Second Engineer brought a paii of opera glasses, through which 
we could just distinguish the jagged projecting fragments of 
the broken mast of a derelict. 

When the stump bore well astern, — we made a half circle 
around it,— the Captain decided to fire half a dozen shots at it, 
partly for gunnery practise, partly to try the gun and partly rid 
the seas of a common menace to navigation. 

The gun was mounted well aft, on the main deck ; and the 
magazine was in the 'tween decks, under the poop, further 
for'ad. Everybody on deck, except the Captain and the man 
at the wheel, gathered in rear of the gun, waiting expectantly for 
the first shot. It came ! a defeaning roar which actually hurt 
one's ears, and sent most of us in a wild scramble for the fo'cksle 
head. I looked back at the gun half expecting to see it in bits, 
most of us thought at first, that it must have burst to account 
for all the noise, and everybody was so taken by surprise that 
only one or two remembered to watch where the shot fell. It 
fell about a mile short so the sight-setter put all the elevation on 
the sights that he could posssbly get. Most of the original 
gun's crew had thought " descretion the better part of valour " 
and sought pastures anew, with the exception of the fourth 
engineer, who had served in the artillery, and the two men who 
looked after the gun ; but the first shock over, they went back

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to their respective stations. The second shot went over and 
right. The third shot short and left. The fourth and fifth 
went over, but the sixth, by a lucky fluke struck the spar or at 
least the resulting splash hid it from view for a few moments. 
When the splash cleared we saw that the shell had certainly 
struck the stump, for its appearance was much changed. 
Through the glass, instead of the ragged broken spar, we could 
see a rusty bent iron pipe ; with something resembling a 
brass cap. 

The ship was stopped and the bo'sun came aft to lower away 
the little life boat. Tne Captain was going alongside to investi- 
gate. In ten minutes he was aboard again, and half an hour 
later we were alongside the supposed derelict, pumping refined 
oil into our tanks, from the hose connection in the dummy spar. 

The Captain was chuckling with glee, and for once his chief 
officer reflected his good-humour. Both agreed that they had 
suspected from that it was no derelict. 

The Captain hadn't thought there was enough floating, 
attached, wreckage around and near it for a North Atlantic 
derelict. 

The Mate swore that he had seen the glint of metal in the 
spar long before we hit it. But both these superior discerning 
wonders deserved credit for admitting that the possibility of its 
being an oil store ship, for German submarines, had never 
entered their heads. 

In a few hours we had emptied the store-ship of her oil, and 
she floated sluggishly on the surface beside us, a large three- 
masted schooner, which had the appearance of being built in a 
Nova Scotia shipyard. Her masts were all chopped off level 
with her deck and most of the wreckage had been cleared away 
in an entirely natural manner which gave every evidence of a 
heavy gale. The hold contained a big oblong tank running its 
full length. On either side where the perpendicular sides of the 
tank did not fit with the sloping sides of the vessel, the space 
was full of water. 

The foc'ksle and cabin bulkheads, fore and aft, had been 
strengthened, and the foc'ksle and cabin transformed into water- 
tight compartments, into which water was capable of being 
pumped, from pipes leading up beside the oil-pipe, as the oil 
was removed the store ship could be kept submerged by 
exhausting the air from these tanks and substituting water; 
evidently these improvised tanks were used for submerging the 
ship to the required depth. A cable from the anchor windlass 
was attached to a light anchor. They took no risks of her 
breaking away, but used the light anchor which would drag, and 
were content with her approximate position. 

The Skipper must have had a thousand ideas for outwitting 
the oil-seeking enemy submarine, floating through his brain 
while the oil was being transferred, but at length he decided to 
fill the tank with water then lay off five or six miles and play 
disabled ship. He anticipated that the German would be very 
short of oil, and would greedily pump her tanks full, without 
stopping to ascertain whether or not the oil had been tampered 
with. Once she got the water in her system she was helpless 
until it was entirely pumped out and a supply of real oil taken 
in again. 

Meanwhile all was jubilation on board. Most of us had 
already decided just how we would spend our prize-money. The 
mate was so certain of a decent bag of subs, that he swore at 
his own inability to have a medal struck in commemoration of 
our victory : like Napoleon of old " We'll make 'em come aboard 
three at a time," he barked. " Shove them down in the empty 
tanks fo'rad. Bo'sun, you'll raise the tank lids about two inches 
so they can get a good mixture of gas and air; it will do them 
good. Give 'em bully beef an' biscuits — this ship will just suit 
them," he ended, glaring at the steward. The ship was a hungry 
one, and the steward had to shoulder most of the blame. 

" That pipe connection was rusted considerably," drawled the 
Captain, hastening to change the subject. " It had probably not 
been removed for some time, so we may expect a submarine 
around pretty soon. I think we will steam away for three or 
four miles and lay there. I hope she doesn't come in the dark, 
though I don't think she will. They like daylight just as much 
as we do. If we get her we will all have a big pay-day when we 
get back to Middlesbro. But it will be a long time before we do. 



This ship is not remarkable for speed or anything else, she goes 
at the rate of knots — three every fortnight." There he paused 
for breath, and I departed down the companionway. 

About six o'clock that evening the Captain advised the Chief 
to go on with some repairs that were badly needed by the engine, 
but to be ready to go on at a moment's notice. This was rather 
contradictory, seeing that we had to take out the eccentric straps 
to get at the needed repairs. So we had to leave things as 
they were. 

That day passed somehow, and the next dawned calm and 
clear, with our expectations still strong) though considerably 
lessened. About half-past eleven I felt in my bones that some- 
thing was about to happen, or in other words — that the fun was 
about to commence. 

It so happened that my bones had undergone the same feeling, 
about fifty times in the previous twenty-four hours, but this time 
they proved to be right. In a few minutes everybody was on 
deck on the starboard side, gazing at a black spot on the hori- 
zon about four miles away, and a willing gun's crew stood by the 
gun. Through the binoculars we could plainly discern the black 
speck to be the conning tower of a submarine. 

Suddenly one of the gun's crew, who had a clear field of 
vision, yelled " Ship astern." And in a moment the Submarine 
was forgotten, in the fear that the ship should turn out to be the 
" Raider" escorting the submarine. 

Through the powerful gun telescopes — not the original ones — 
she appeared to be a harmless old collier. Still some of the 
crew were certain that she was the " Raider" in disguise, and 
their fears were not allayed until her smoke disappeared over 
the port quarter. In the meantime the Submarine had made no 
move or sign, and appeared to be utterly unaware of the exist- 
ance of her warlike neighbour. The engines were started full 
speed ahead, and as soon as we had steerage way, the ship was 
turned round so that the gun could be brought to bear on the 
water beetle ; and the Captain signalled " Open fire" by two 
short blasts on the whistle, the pre-arranged signal. 

A deafening roar ! and our eyes eagerly scanned the vicinity 
of the black spot for the splash that the following shell would 
make. It dropped about half way. " Put another mile on your 
range dial," yelled the Skipper through his megaphone, "That 
shot fell away short," he added redundantly. " Shove up these 
sights as high as they'll go," order the fourth. " We are out of 
range that's what's wrong." 

Again the gun roared, and again the shell dropped short. 
The Captain strolled slowly aft — "can't you put the shell further 
than that?" he asked in his drawling inquiring tone. " No, 
we can't," barked the fourth. " If we give the gun any more 
elevation the shell will drop on top of us. The muzzle is point- 
ing half way up the sky now. We'll have to go nearer. What's 
up with that thing any way ? she seems to be taking it pretty 
calmly. Yes! I expected the watch on deck is below. If we 
hit them we'll send them up. I gues we'll go a bit nearer." 

" Perhaps they're waiting till we get in range, then they'll pot 
us, " suggusted the second Mate who was ever a bit nervous. 

" They will try to ; if they do its every man for himself and 
the Lord for us all," drawled the Skipper, and he strolled back 
to the bridge and rang up full speed. " The old man thinks 
he's manoeuvring a battle cruiser squadron," sneered the 
Second Mate, spitefully. " We'll get doused as sure as h — 1." 

When we came within two miles of her, the ship was turned 
round again. This time we were within range, and as our shots 
commenced to fall around her, she began to reply. Her third 
shot went through the starboard life-boat midships, the next 
entered the stokehold just below the poop, and a flying bit of 
iron killed a sailor, on his way for'ad. That made the firemen a 
trifle nervous and mutinous, and fearing to be caught in a trap 
below, they all appeared on deck, but by gentle persuasion and 
the aid of a few bottles of rum, the Chief soon had them 
down again. For two hours the duel went on, our fire, to say 
the least, was erratic, and that of the German was scarcely less 
so, while their gun was much lighter than ours. At last the men 
in the magazine, — an old strong room under the poop — reported 
only five shells remaining, we had but sixty when we left Eng- 
land. The Skipper signalled to stop firing, and rang full speed 
ahead. He intended to get the Submarine by ramming her, for 
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his Irish fighting blood was fully aroused and he had deter- 
mined that either we would go under or the Submarine would. 

Five minutes later, as if devining our purpose, a man began 
to wave a white flag from the conning tower and the Skipper, 
immediately assumed a conspicuous strut on the bridge. " The 
old man," sneered the Mate, "altogether dwarfs Nelson in his 
own estimation." " Sparks," he barked turning to our wireless 
man, " Send a message to the British Government and demand 
that he be given Jellicoe's place right away." Keep the gun 
trained on her," interrupted the mercantile Jellicoe, through his 
megaphone from the' bridge, "and lower away the gig." In 
the mfeantime the ship was once more stopped, and when the 
gig was lowered, the Skipper strolled aft. He had fished 
three revolvers from somewhere, and keeping one for himself 
he gave one to the first and third mates. 

The Welshman was on the bridge. The gig was cast off 
manned by the bo'sun and sailors. Most of the Germans were 
on deck of the U-boat which was not more than fifty yards away. 
" Can any of you talk English ?" shouted the old man. " Most of 
us can," returned a disreputable looking officer. "Well, you 
will order your men to strip and get in that boat, and come a 
board, we will give you your clothes after we have searched 
them." The Germans showed no surprise at our following their 
own procedure, and sullenly divested themselves of their dingy 
tattered old rags and came aboard, four at a time. As they did 
so the gleefully chuckling old Mate, himself, escorted them to 
number three tank, making sarcastic comments on Germans in 
general, and German sailors in particular, all the time, swearing, 
with such a relishing sardonic grin on his bony old features, 
that the prisoners did not know whether to laugh or cry, and 
compromised by doing neither. 

At last they were all taken aboard, officers included. The 
latter numbered two and we stowed them in the fore peak ; the 
Mate leaving them there with the parting reflection that they 
could lie on the coils of rope and imagine themselves on a 
feather bed at home. 

Officers and men were nearly indistinguishable in appearence, 
all were grimy, dirty, unkemp and unshaven, but the former 
were not long in proclaiming their rank and claim for better 
treatment. The Mate, however, who had stopped swearing, and 
even made some, attempts at singing, was quite emphatic in his 
assertion that the fore-peak was an ideal habitation for the 
Kaiser himself. 

The prisoners stowed away, we turned our attentions to the 
Submarine again. " Mr. Mclver," drawled the Skipper, "we 
will tow this thing into Bermuda and hand her over to the 
Naval authorities there. I think that if you put a couple of 
half-bitches around her conning tower and slip a half-hitch over 
her nose, I don't know how deep it is, but think she'll tow all 
right. If you can manage that." 

The Submarine was one of the latest type, as we afterwards 
discovered. She had not that cigar shaped hull which is the 
popular conception of all Submarines. She mounted a " four- 
inch" concealing gun for'ard of her conning tower. Usually 
worked by electricity, which had failed, they had resorted to 
" percussion gear," which also failed, perhaps accounting for her 
easy surrender. It suddenly occured to the " old man " that 
the Germans might have left a bomb and time-fuse on board. 
So he immediately sent two of them back, on the supposition 
that they would not allow themselves to be blown up. 

The Mate succeeded, in the meantime in getting a tow-line 
rove through a steel ring on the cutwater and fastened with a 
couple of half hitches around the conning tower. So after 
hoistmg the gig in, we shaped our course for Bermuda with a 
jubilant crew ahd crestfallen, unwilling passengers. The men 
were served out with two tots of rum and given a half holiday. 
Some bold spirits even expressed a wish to meet another 
Submarine and dreamed that night of prize money. 

The next morning our threatened engine trouble developed with 
a vengeance, and at dinner time we stopped altogether. The 
white metal in the bearings had been melting, in spite of our 
frequent stops to cool down and for some time had completely 
disappeared, and in trying to continue our course, the bearings 
became so hot that th* shaft became twisted and bent More- 



over one boiler had hopelessly given out, and we were at the 
mercy of the waves with our German cargo. 

The Mate cursed everything, including himself, in utter 
despair; but the Skipper wandered around as happy as ever, 
and began making a hook for catching sharks, until someone 
inspired by a brilliant flash of intelligence suggested making 
the Submarine tow us into Bermuda. The Mate thought it so 
screamingly funny that he almost took a fit, and went below to 
get a bracer to cheer himself up. I had often thought that the 
Skipper must have had some pathetic "King Henry" tragedy in 
his early life, and emulated that grief -stricken Monarch in his 
determination never to smile again. Anyway if he did, he 
broke his oath then for he actually laughed when the feasibility 
of the idea came home to him, and he sent for the Chief 
Engineer. 

The Chief Engineer, a quiet old Scotchman had worked in an 
Admiralty dockyard fitting engines in destroyers and submarines 
and he said that he anticipated no difficulty in getting the 
German boat in working order, and he thought that after the 
water was pumped out and replaced with oil, the submarine 
would be a fairly efficient tow-boat. Half a dozen of the engine 
room stafi^ immediately boarded the Submarine, and before 
dusk that night, the Chief reported that the towed was ready to 
tow; the Mate had already secured the towline. The Second 
Mate was to navigate the prize, and some time was taken up 
before the Chief, on whom we altogether relied for the success 
of the experiment, might instruct hirn in the steering and 
controlling complications. 

By nine o'clock everything was ready, and we forged slowly 
ahead, on our six days run to Bermuda. A week later we crept 
up St. George's harbour, and the cheers which greeted us from 
the ships and docks, brought lumps to our throats, and made 
us feel equal to sinking the whole German fleet on the way 
home.

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^ What Led to Germany's Madness? d^ 
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3 ERY soon after the war began the civilized world 
clearly recognized that the German nation had 
become insane. The fiendish actions of the 
German armies, and the delight the German popu- 
lation exhibited whenever it learnt of the most 
horrible deeds of its officers, clearly indicated 
that we were witnessing a whole nation running amok, like an 
Oriental suffering from a sudden attack of dementia. The 
race-mind of Germany, reverting to barbarism, became affected 
with a barbaric psycopathic disease. 

It is the whole German people that are affected with the 
taint. The intellectual forces of the best element usually exer- 
cised restraint upon the mentally weak and hysterical elements. 
But in this war, the intellectual classes are more tainted than the 
cruder people. The Allies are not fighting a sovereign, a mili- 
tary clique, or a Government; they are combatting the whole of 
the Teutonic people which is delirious with a blood-lust. 

The Germans have never been noted for mental balance. Their 
statistics showing mental diseases, serious criminal offences, and 
mental defectives are far higher than those of any country. From 
the earliest times, historians have noticed that the Germans have 
always exhibited signs of mental feebleness. They are a very 
jealous people, much given to hatred ; they are criminally 
inclined; and prone to drunkenness and crime. They easily 
become insane. These are very prominent German character- 
istics. Experts in mental disorders easily see many more finer 
indications of mental feebleness in all Germans. 

It is because of the weakness of the German mind, and the 
consequent instability of character of the Teutonic people, that 
the German. rulers have been able to mould German opinion 
so easily. 

For those who have never left the peaceful shores of New- 
foundland, and remain surrounded by our highly moral atmos- 
phere, and sound, independent people, it is difficult to realize 
the frightful stage of wickedness the Germans have reached. 
But it is necessary to strive and picture it; because we must 
all assist in preventing them from breaking wild again when the 
war is over. We must ever bear in mind the lessons we are 
now learning so cruelly. And when it is time to end tfie war, 
we must all realize how thoroughly powerless for future wrong 
doing, Germany must be made. We must, above all, fight all 
attempts to make a premature peace. 

The German Government has utilized applied psychology 
in playing upon the minds of its people. One of the essential 
principles of political psychology is to produce and advertise 
specific sentiments or slogans and then get them absorbed col- 
lectively by the whole people. By this means, skilful manipu- 
lation can almost re-make the national mind with all its pre- 
judices, and hopes. 

Dreams of wealth, ease and universal dominion, were the 
idols, the Germans have been forced to worship. 

Pateruulus, describing the Germans at the beginning of the 
Christan Era, said : 

" The German character is an appalling mixture of cruelty 
and knavery. The Germans are a people born for lying." 

A much later authority, Frederick, the so-styled Great, said : 
" Each German you see, if taken separately, cannot do other 
than hate me; but once he rejoins the ranks and realizes that 
the sergeant stands behind him, stick in hand, he trembles 
before me, and would defend me from assassins. And 
what is still more extraordinary, if I only give the word 
of command, they will eagerly expose themselves to fire, and 
unhesitatingly give their lives for me; because they believe me 
and my corporals when we tell them they must die for me, 
although they might not know what this war is about. How 
have I obtained this result? In the first place by the aid of 
the stick." 

Those were the ruling principles of Frederic. William II., 
the present Emperor, Prince of Woe and Death, extended these 
principles, and taught his people that he was the representative 
of their old tribal God, Odin, saying : 



" Remember that you are the chosen people. The spirit of 
the Lord has descended on me ; because I am the Emperor of 
the Germans, I am the instrument of the Almighty I I am His 
sword. His agent. Woe and death to all those who shall oppose 
my will 1 Woe and death to those who do not believe in my 
mission ! Woe and death to the cowards ! Let them perish, all 
the enemies of the German people I God demands their destruc- 
tion. God, who by my mouth bids you do his will ! " 

That is the way the Emperor of Germany — the guiding spirit 
in the most monstrous crimes of the ages — whose bloody hands 
have been for four years trying to strangle democracy, talks to 
his sheepish people. And how well they obey him, the history 
of the war indelibly shows. 

There are many resemblances between Genseric, first ruler of 
the Huns, and their present ruler. 

Genseric, as Crown Prince, was early initiated into the plan 
for world conquest and cultivated assiduously the arts by which 
he could encourage the pacifism of his neighbors whilst con- 
cealing his own program of military efficiency. 

Genseric and his Vandals were all Christians — at least in 
name. 

Military Germany honors in this great Vandal of Potsdam a 
soldier who would have applauded the murder of Edith Cavell 
or the sinking of the Lusitania — in other words, who conducted 
war as a worthy ancestor of the Hohenzollern spirit. 

The pacifists and pro-Germans of England in the eighties 
gave a colonial empire to Prussia and in so doing have earned 
the ingratitude not to say contempt of the HohenzoUerns 1 And 
it was somewhat thus fifteen centuries ago when Genseric em- 
barked for Morocco. In each case the Vandals occupied Africa 
without firing a shot — though their landing was the prelude to 
years of bloodshed. 

Like the Kaiser of to-day, Genseric prepared for THE DAY 
when he might safely drop the mask of friendship, tear up his 
treaties as so many scraps of paper and march an army to the 
conquest of Carthage and then Rome. 

Genseric shared the good fortune of William II. — all his 
schemes worked out as though on the field of Autumn 
manoeuvres. 

Through his spies Genseric was able in the cities of Northern 
Africa to plunder with thoroughness surpassed only by his 
descendants under William II. 

Genseric signed peace treaties in order that the Roman 
pacifists might have another excuse for delaying active war 
measures. 

Genseric was a pious man, after the Potsdam pattern, and 
between his plundering raids he cheerfully subscribed to treaties 
of amity and promises of future fidelity. 

Frederic II. was singularly like William II. and Genseric in 
that all three were famed for the craft with which they culti- 
vated pacifism in every country but their own. Each in turn 
raided first and declared war afterwards. Each was a Vandal 
in blood, yet each masked himself in the insignia of civilized 
monarchy. 

We shall have raids from the Baltic so long as the spirit of 
Genseric rules in those prolific regions. 

The rule of William II. was no more humane in the colonial 
world than it was fifteen centuries ago under his Vandal avater, 
Genseric. 

The Emperor, has trained many assistants, who help him 
spread his law of the jungle in Germany. Hindenburg 
taught that the milk of human kindness must be abhorred. 
His motto was : " I have a right to do what I have the power 
to do." 

Other lieutenants suggested the following lessons: 

" Let him who has the power, and feels himself prepared, 
cut the Knot with the sword. For great historical questions, 
this is the only rational and permanent solution." (Lasson). 

"What does right matter to me? I have no need of it." 
(Stirner). 

" Might is the supreme right, and the dispute as to what is 
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right is decided by the arbitrament of war." (Bernhardi). 

"War must leave nothing to the vanquished but their eyes to 
weep; modesty on our part would be only madness.' 
(Tannenberg). 

"It makes for health that this nobler race should absorb the 
inferior stock." (Trietschke). 

" Let us bravely organize great forced migrations of the 
inferior peoples. We must coerce them. This is one of the 
tasks of the war. (Wagner). 

Terrorism is seen to be a relatively gentle procedure, useful 
to keep in a state of obedience the masses of the people. 
(Von Hartmann). 

"War is not a work of charity and in the soldier's heart there 
is no compassion. The soldier must be hard. Grow hard 
warriors I" (Von der Goltz). 

" Perpetual peace is a dream ; and it is not even a beautiful 
dream. War is a part of the eternal order instituted by God." 
(Von Moltke). 

" Let us laugh with all our lungs at the old women in trousers 
who are afraid of war, and therefore complain that it is cruel 
and 'hideous. No! War is beautiful. Its august grandeur 
elevates the heart of man high above all that is commonplace 
and earthly." (Von Gottberg). 

" It is only by relying on our good German sword that we can 
hope to conquer that place in the sun which rightly belongs 
to us." (Crown Prince). 

" Of what use are weak excuses ? We willed this war ; willed 
it because we were sure we could win." (Harden). 

These and many similar teachings have worked upon the 
suggestibility of the German mind and unbalanced it. It was 
this suggestive capacity that led to so many suicides in Ger- 
many in times of peace, and caused the Emperor to be constant- 
ly haunted by visions of medieval knights; a race of supermen, 
world power and divine copartnership. 

All familiar with Germany at first hand within the five years 
before the war, and who know something of its history, are 
aware that the primary cause of what seems to have been a 
dehumanization of the-Geraian people was the acceptance by one 
and all of the primitive belief in a chief who is under the pro- 
tection of the taboo of a semidivine caste that suggests the 
savagery of Central African tribes, and that the State thus ruled 
by him is above all and can do no wrong politically. Not only 
that, but the State can do no wrong even in the matters of morals 
and religion, and that its right to override all the human functions 
thai make relations between human beings other than mere 
animal existence is paramount. Once this doctrine was accepted 
as a sort of primary religion of the people and the Government, 
everything that the world has denounced followed in its train. 

What is in sight was all clear before the war. Nominally 
Christian, Germany has been really given over for decades to 
the worship of strange primeval deities, headed by a chief deity 
definitely referred to as a " German God." By many identified 
with the Christian conception of God, at the same time there 
has been little in common between the German god and the God 
of the Christian communions, since everything in Germany has 
been cooperating in developing picturesquely as the real deities 
of the chosen nation the idea of the old deities of the woods and 
of the sky, who belonged to the pagan civilization that preceded 
the conversion of the savage tribes to Roman Christianity. 

Along with this curious cult went a devotion in art and 
literature to the animal and the powerful that was almost beyond 
belief. Numerous straws show which way the wind blew. Just 
as the cynical erection of two ugly churches in Berlin, one 
French and the other German, by Frederick the Great, in which 
he rather sniffed in a way'that Voltaire might have taught him as 
if crying " a plague on both your houses" while seemingly a 
concession to religion was far from it, both being in the original 
form almost unusable as houses of worship, so the cult of the 
pagan " God of Germany" has been carried on by the states- 
men, military cliques, poets and writers and artists, especially 
sculptors, until there is no region or town or village in Germany 
that has not some suggestion of the cult as a feature. 

The very culmination of it is indicated in Germany by the 



huge Leipsic battle monument in which 'he human figures are 
of I superhuman type, monstrous and revolting and pa ticu 
larly, by the Bismarck statues and Bismarck towers that are 
eat'ures of the hilltop landscapes all over Germany^ The kt 
ter, built in a primitive style suggesting altars to Wotan and 
Thor being used on Bismarck's birthday as huge fire towers, 
as If 'the devotees were invoking Baal. And they dnve hojne 
on the merest child, the idea that -h^t Bismarck stood for in h's 
need of faith and his lack of any public morals is quite the cor 
rect thing, and to be admired and to be followed by every one 

Not on% that, but the very cult of the Wagner operas and the 
Nibelungen legends have also been adroitly used to convey to 
the German people the idea that they are to-day themselves the 
incarnation of these old heroes and demigods. And "O Jing s 
more common in mural decorations than the effort to identify 
Germans with the Brunnhildes and Siegfrieds of the past. 
Many a child in Germany might easily be letter-perfect as to 
Wotan and Alberich while possibly somewhat hazy as to what 
happened in the manger at Nazareth. 

What Germany built up in this State religion is known as 
henotheism. But to find it in its original naked form one must 
ao back to the days of the Babylonians and the Assyrians who 
exalted the tribal deities as national gods, and believed they 
were all powerful They were convinced that anything they 
might do in war time had the approval of these tribal gods down 
to acts of the most fiendish and heinous inhumanity, which they 
didn't hesitate to leave on record in cuneiform characters 
carved on imperishable stone. 

Germany, following their example, has exalted its own tribal 
deity and in this war has shown the same callousness toward the 
suffering of others as history has recorded of a Sargon or a 
Sennacherib. There is a lack of all sense of mercy, and the 
remarkable thing on reading the various German proclamations 
that have defiled the town halls of Belgium and Northern France 
is to notice how frightfulness continually repeats the phrase, 
" No appeals will be allowed," or " This order will be carried 
into effect without exception and those offending will be pun- 
ished without mercy," or " will be pitilessly punished." A few 
examples run as follows : 

From a Henamebil proclamation : 

I expressly add that all goods demanded must be of the best 
quality, and that, in all cases where they are not so, the commune 
will be held responsible. All appeals against this order will be 
null and void. In case of nonpayment, house-to-house visits 
will be made and all the inhabitants will be searched. Any 
person who has deliberately concealed money or tried to with- 
hold goods from seizure by the military authorities or who 
attemps to leave the town will be shot. • 
From Rheims : 

In order sufficiently to insure the safety of our troops and the 
tranquillity of the population of Rheims, the persons mentioned 
have been seized as hostages by the commander of the German 
Army. These hostages will be shot if there is the least dis- 
order. 

From a Von der Goltz Brussels proclamation : 
In future the inhabitants of places situated near railways and 
telegraph lines which have been destroyed will be punished with- 
out mercy (whether they are guilty of this destruction or not.) 
For this purpose, hostages have been taken in all places in the 
vicinity of railways in danger of similar attacks, and at the first 
attempt to destroy any railway, telegraph, or telephone line they 
will be shot immediately. 

From the Lille deportation order : 

All the inhabitants of the house, with the exception of child- 
ren under fourteen and their mothers, and also of old people, 
must prepare themselves for transportation in an hour-anda- 
half's time. 

An officer will definitely decide which persons will be taken 
to the concentration camps. For this purpose all the inhabitants 
of the house must assemble in front of it. In case of bad 
weather, they may remain in the passage. The door of the 
house must remain open. All appeals will be useless. It is 
absolutely necessary that people should provide themselves in 
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their own interest with eating and drinking utensils, as well as 
with a woUen blanket, strong shoes and linen. Every one must 
carry his Identity card on his person. Any one attempting to 
evade transportation will be punished without mercy. 

But these are only the public printable proclamations, and they 
do not include the acts beyond belief that are also beyond the 
possibility of any one reporting, all of which hideous acts have 
been enthusiastically accepted by the German people as quite 
" correct" and proper and as worthy of church celebrations and 
school holidays, while as for peculiar violations of all decencies 
that subsist between nations there is, of course, aside from our 
grievances, the fact that Germany sent bombs to Norway under 
the protection of the German Embassy in order to injure Nor- 
wegian commerce, while when it was still on friendly terms with 
Rumanian Government in addition to bombs huge quantities of 
disease germs were sent to Bucharest to be distributed among 
horses and human beings when the genial German Ambassador's 
agents thought it was time to act. 

All these things are matters of official record. It would be easy 
to pile up an indictment which would be unprintable without ex- 
hausting the admitted acts of the German military authorities and 
the soldiery and the State; which hideous acts, whenever they 
come before the public for indorsement, are held up as examples 
of high efficiency and also are supposed to have the approval 
of this peculiar god who has been invented by the dynasty, car- 
rying out Frederick the Great's cynicisms and the HohenzoUern 
ideas of their own divinity. 

One of the other developments of the cult, asidg from the 
Bismarck monuments and the colossal statues representing ani- 
mal-like men, has been the colossal Hindenburg statue made 
out of wood into which the faithful pound nails bought for the 
purpose, the proceeds going to charity. To find a parallel for 
this act of idolatry one must go again to Central Africa, where 
Voodooism practices exactly the same kind of thing in order to 
gain favor with the deities of the underworld whom they worship. 
These wooden statues with the nails in them are exhibited in 
European museums and they also recall the superstition of the 
Middle Ages, when witchcraft used small images of victims as 
part of its hocus-pocus, pins being stuck in the statuettes to kill 
off the object of hate, which was the occasion for the recourse 
to the black arts. 

There is no word so popular in Germany as " colossal" spel- 
led with a k, except "kultur." These two words, " kolossal" 
and " kultur," dominate the minds and the imaginations of Ger- 
mans in a way unknown in any civilized country. Consequently 
this has a very bizarre determining effect on the peculiar kind of 
nationality which knows nothing of mercy or pity, and whose 
self-invented god is continually invoked to give the country and 
the people their place in the sun without any concern foi the 
rights of others. The German deity, in a way, is a sort of 
grandiose Kaiser, or, if the superman be the type, he is a 
colossal variation of the German superman idea. 

It is this weird doctrine, a matter of everyday life, taught in 
all the schools, reflected in the opera, in the arts, and in the 
modified religion that, under the guise of the normal Christian 
communions, and using the normal phrases of Christian liturgy, 
which has really turned the German people over to the old pagan- 
ism of the B.C. period, and has reconciled them to all the old sava- 
geries, including an indifference to human sacrifice that marked 
the race in its pre-historic period, and is now recurrent to an 
abnormal degree. This paganism has the call by order of the 
State, which has seen in this cult a way of developing a peculiar 
people who would not hesitate at anything in order to secure 
world dominion. And it is this ignis fatuus, this false idea of a 
German god that has led the nation and its leaders into their 
present slough of fire and brimstone, and erected frightfulness 
into a Teutonic creed. 

It was because of this the German race went mad, and gave 
the astonished world the greatest example of national mob 
frenzy ever seen. . 

When the Germans are thoroughly beaten and brought to 
their senses, they will suffer a great reaction and become de- 
pressed and humble. They will be full of excuses. But we 
must remember the peculiar national characteristics of this 
degenerate race and never trust them again. 



Germany, after 40 years of preparation, started, like a crafty 
highwayman, to steal the world and exercise universal dominion 
over all its people. Absolute steps must be taken to weaken 
this criminal people, so that it cannot ever attempt to carry out 
another international crime. Only complete dismemberment 
will prove an effective prevention. The German confederation 
must be undone. The German people must be kept under 
restraint by the civilized world.

Constabulary Notice ! 



INFLAMMABLE OILS. 



It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity ; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con- 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac- 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John's the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build- 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

ment of dependants, and ( f ) the address of each of 
such dependants, of himself and each of the members 
of his crew. 

_ 2. — The benefit to accrue to such dependants are 
similar to those payable to the dependants of mem- 
bers of the Royal Naval Reserve and of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment under " The War Pensions 
Act, 191 7." 

Claimants desiring further information or appli- 
cation forms may obtain same from the Secretary of 
the Board of Pensions Commissioners for Newfound- 
land; at Room 10, MiUtia Building, Water Street, 
St. John's, East. All claims will be heard and 
adjusted by the Board of Pension Commissioners 
for Newfoundland.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships ! 

o 

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74. — (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

Under the recommendation of the Food Control Board, and 
under the provisions of the Food Control Act, 19 17, and the 
War Measures Act, 1914-1916, His Excellency the Governor in 
Council has been pleased to approve the following Regulations 
regarding the sale of Sugar, Flour and Molasses.

SUGAR. 

I. — From and after this date the retail price for white granu- 
lated sugar, within the Municipal Limits of the town of St John's, 
shall not exceed 13 cents per pound, and in the outports 14 
cents per pound : and for all other sugars the retail price shall 
not exceed 10^^ cents per pound, within the Municipal Limits of 
the town of St. John's, and 11^ cents in the Outports. 

NA^HITE FLOUR-FIRST GRADE. 

2. — The retail price of Manitoba First Patient White Flour 
shall not exceed $15.50 per barrel within the Municipal Limits 
of the town of St. John's, and in the Outports $15.50, with the 
addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in transit 
and freight actually paid thereon, from St. John's to the point 
of sale. 

WHITE FLOUR-SECOND GRADE. 

3. — The retail price of Second Grade White Flour shall not 
exceed $15.00 per barrel within the Municipal Limits of the 
town of St John's, and in the Outports $15.00 per barrel, with 
the addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in 
transit, and freight actually paid thereon from St. John's to the 
point of sale. 

WAR STANDARD FLOUR. 

4.— The retail price of all grades of War Standard Flour 
shall not exceed $14.90 per barrel within the Municipal limits 
of the town of St. John's, and in the Outports $14.90, with the 
addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in transit 
and freight actually paid thereon from St John's to the point of 
sale, and shall not exceed $1.15 per stone within the Municipal 
Limits of St. John's, and in the Outports $1.15, plus an amount 
equivalent to insurance while in transit and freight actually paid 
thereon from St. John's to the point of sale. 

MOLASSES. 

5.— The retail price of molasses shall not exceed $1.20 per 
gallon within the Municipal limits of the town of St. John's, and 
in the outports $1.20, plus freight and insurance. 

6.— Any person who shall offer for sale or shall sell by retail 
any sugar, flour, or molasses, at a greater price than that fixed 
in above regulations shall be guilty of a breach thereof. 

7.— All the foregoing prices to be for cash sales. 

8.— No dealer is to refuse a tender for cash when a purchase 
is made. 

9.— Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
regulations shall be guilty of an offence and liable upon sum- 
mary conviction before a Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
to a penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars, or to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding three months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment (one half of the fine shall be paid to the 
informer and the balance to the Food Control Board, for the 
benefit of the Dominion).

WHEREAS by an Act passed in the sixth year of the reign 
of His present Majesty, entitled " The Prohibition Plebiscite 
Act, 1915," and Acts in amendment thereto, it is provided that 
" The term ' Intoxicating Liquors ' shall be construed to signify 
all ales, wines, malt, brewed or spirituous liquors containing two 
per cent, or upwards of alcohol in volume, and such medicinal, 
toilet and other preparations containing two per cent, or upwards 
of alcohol in volume, as may from time to time be directed by 
the Governor in Council by Proclamation but not wines for 
sacramental purposes." 

And whereas I deem it exped'ent that certain medicinal, 
toilet and other preparations shall be declared to be Intoxicating 
Liquors ; 

I do, therefore, by this my Proclamation, order and direct 
that on and after the First day of November next, the following 
medicinal, toilet and other preparations shall be declared to be 
Intoxicating Liquors, namely : — 

Florida Water; 

Beef Iron and Wine ; 

Wincarnis ; and 

Ferrovim. 

Of which all persons concerned are hereby required to take 
due notice and govern themselves accordingly. 

Given under my Hand and Seal, at the Government House 
St. John's, this 8th day of October, A.D. 19 18.

RIGHT TO CUT TIMBER 

FOR SHIP -BUILDING PURPOSES. 



" No person, firm or company shall, without the consent of the Licensee in 
" writing first had and obtained, cut on any lands licensed, any timber for the 
" building of any vessel of over 100 tons gross tonnage, or knowingly use for

CONTROL OF SHIPPING. 



ORDER NO. I. 



On the recommendation of the Minister of Shipping and 
under the authority of the War Measures Act, 1914, and Acts in 
amendment thereof and under Sec. 3, Cap, 20, 8 and 9 Geo. V., 
Entitled " The Departmental (Shipping Act) 19 18." His Excel- 
lency the Governor in Council has been pleased to approve the 
following regulations regarding the control and regulations of 
shipping : 

On and after this date 

(i) The Managing Owner or Agent of any vessel or steamer 
owned or registered in the dominion of Newfoundland or of 
any vessel or steamer chartered in whole or part by or to any 
person residing or trading in the Dominion of Newfoundland 
before allowing it to proceed to any port or between any ports 
outside the Dominion shall send a written notice of the pro- 
posed voyage to the Minister of Shipping at his office in the 
Court House, St. John's between the hours of lo a.m. and 4 
p.m. on any week day and shall at the same time submit a 
copy of proposed charter party (if any) and the rates of freight 
for the voyage. 

( 2) The Minister reserves the right to approve or disap- 
prove of said voyage charter party, and rates of freight, or 
any of them and to alter or vary same in whole or part. 

(3) No vessel or steamer as defined in Claus i hereof shall 
proceed upon a voyage to any foreign port or between foreign 
ports unless and until the owner or agent has received Official 
notification of the approval of the Minister of Shipping. 

(4) The Minister of Shipping may instruct the Department 
of Customs to refuse a clearance or entry to any vessel or 
steamer to or from any port in Newfoundland to or from any 
port or ports outside the Dominion ; and may also instruct 
any collector to withdraw or cancel any such clearance or 
entry already given which in the opinion of the Minister of 
Shipping for any reason should or ought to be withdrawn or 
cancelled. 

(5) Any Master of any vessel or steamer sailing without a 
clearance or whose clearance has been withdrawn shall be 
guilty of a breach of these regulations. 

(6) Any person guilty of a breach of any of these regulations 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $5,000 or in default 
to imprisonment not exceeding six months, to be recovered 
and enforced in a summary manner before any Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace : and such penalty shall be in addition 
to and not in substitution for any penalty to which any person 
may be subject under Section 8 of the War Measures Act 
1914.

Sheep Preservation ! 

o 

1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound- 
aries set forth in the. said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or distiict, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 

Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 

district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 

within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 

relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 

term not exceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 

person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 

having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 

and not at large.

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles. Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

Upon the recommendation of the Food Control Board, and 
under the Provisions of the Food Control Act, 1917, and the 
War Measures Act, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to approve the following Regulations regarding the 
Importation, Sale and Consumption of Breadstuffs.

(i) In these Regulations 

(a) " breadstuffs" shall mean wheat flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, corn- 
meal of the quality known as granulated or bolted table meal, and 
cornflour ; and " substitutes" shall mean any or all of the foregoing, 
except wheat flour. 

(b) " person" shall mean any individual, firm, partnership, or corpora- 
tion. 

(c) " importer" shall mean any person duly licensed by the Food 
Control Board under these Regulations. 

(2) From and after this date no person shall import any 
" breadstuffs " into the Dominion unless he shall have first ob- 
tained a license so to do from the Food Control Board. Such 
license shall be issued without charge. 

(3) No importer shall import any such breadstuffs without 
previously obtaining a permit from the Food Control Board for 
each and every quantity of breadstuffs he may desire to import. 

(4) Every permit so issued shall authorize him to import 
wheat flour and substitutes in the proportion of four-fifths of 
wheat flour, and one-fifth of substitutes. 

(5) Any importer, who, prior to the issue of these Regula- 
lations shall have purchassd abroad for import into this 
Dominion any wheat flour, may be granted by the Board a per- 
mit for the importation of the same on an undertaking by him 
that he will import within two months thereafter substitutes to 
the extent of twenty per cent, of such imports of wheat flour, 
and if such person has made contracts with any dealers within 
this Dominion for the supplying of such wheat flour, or any 
portion thereof tb such dealers, he shall be regarded as satisfy- 
ing the terms of such contracts if he furnishes four-fifths of the 
flour on its arrival; and the remainder in the form of substitutes 
within two months thereafter. The kind and proportion of 
such substitutes shall be settled by agreement between the 
parlies, and if they find themselves unable so to agree, by the 
Food Control Board. 

(6) When any importer shall satisfy the Food Control Board 



that he has not any agency or connection through which he can 
purchase the required proportion of substitutes to justify the 
issue of a permit to allow him to import wheat flour, the Bood 
Control Board may, on being satisfied that he has purchased 
the requisite stock of substitutes through any other person or 
firm in St. John's, grant him a permit to import such wheat flour. 

(7) The Food Control Board may, at any time, if satisfied 
that applications for excessive quantities of flour and substitutes 
are being filled, with the result that the purposes of these 
Regulations may be defeated, or complications caused with the 
Canadian or United States Food Control Departments, issue 
permits for only part of the quantities set out in such applica- 
tions, or decline to issue permits for any such quantities. 

(8) On and after Wednesday, July loth, 1918 : — 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, pro- 
vision dealer, grocer, shop-keeper, or any other person in New-found- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat flour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of 
substitutes to every nine pounds of wheat flout ; and 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption, bread, cake, rolls, pastry or other product in which 
wheat flour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every nine pounds of wheat flour. 

(9) On and after Monday, August sth, 19 18 : 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, provi- 
sion dealer, grocer, shopkeeper, or any other person in Newfound- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat flour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of sub- 
stitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption bread, rolls, cakes, pastry, or other product in which 
wheat flour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(ro) No person selling breadstuffs shall, after this date, offer 
for sale any wheat flour, unless he also has at all times a suffi 
cient stock of one or other of the substitutes above-named to 
meet the demands of his customers at reasonable prices. 

(11) Any person authorized by the Newfoundland Food 
Control Board, or any constable or peace officer, may seized any 
bread, cake, rolls, pastry, or other product in which wheat flour 
is used, the composition of which is contrary to these regulations, 
and the same shall be confiscated and disposed of in such 
manner as the said Board may from time to time direct. 

(12) Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
Regulations is guilty of an offense and shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction before a magistrate or justice of the peace to a 
penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars, or to imprisonment 
for period not exceeding three months, or to both fine and 
imprisonment, (one-half the fine shall be paid to the informer, 
and the balance to the Food Control Board for the benefit of the 
Dominion.) 
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Published by Authority 

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient 
so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
from the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 
which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policy, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
mises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu' 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 

may name.

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 19 14, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military autliority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of anv photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Reeula- 

tions. * 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

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Passport Regulations. 



1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Finn establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. 

Naturalized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6. Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7. A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously by 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted subject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment.

14. — After any class or sub-class has been called out, and 
after the expiration of the time limited by the calling out pro- 
clamation for reporting for service or making applications for 
exemption, any man, who may reasonably be supposed to be a 
member of the class or sub-class called out, may, at any reason- 
able time, be accosted by any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, 
or by any commissioned or non-commissioned military officer, or 
by any police officer or constable, and questioned as to all or 
jiny of the following matters, to wit: — His name, occupation, 
place of employment, abode, date and place of birth, and any 
other matters relevant to show whether or not he is within such 
class or sub-class, or whether or not he has reported for, or is 
excepted or exempted from military service ; and the man shall, 
if required, produce his certificate or such evidence as may be 
in his possession, if he have any, showing that he has reported, 
or is not at the time liable to report ; and it shall be the duty of 
any such man so questioned to answer truthfully, and to the 
best of his information, knowledge and belief, all questions so 
put to him. 

15. — If any man so accosted and questioned do not answer, 
or does not truthfully answer, all questions put to him touching 
the matters aforesaid, or, if the officer questioning him have 
reasonable grounds to believe that the answers are untruthful or 
evasive, he may detain the man and take him before a Justice 
of the Peace to be dealt with according to law ; provided that 
nothing in this regulation shall affect the application of Section 
12 of the Military Service Act, 1918. 

. 16.— It shall be the duty of every person to answer any ques- 
tions which may be asked of or submitted to him orally or in 
writing by the registrar or by any military or police officer relat- 
ing to the age, occupation, abode, address or domestic position 
of any man who may reasonably be supposed to be a member 
of any class or sub-class called out, or to any facts which may 
be of use in determining whether such a man is entitled to ex- 
emption or enabling him to be found or identified, and any per- 
son who fails to answer any such questions shall be liable, on 
summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars.

The Committee in charge of the defence of the 
City of St. John's has drawn up the following for the 
guidance of the public in the event of an attack on 
the city by an enemy raider, and the same has re- 
ceived the approval of the Government. 

L In the event of an attack on St. John's by an 
enemy raider, an alarm will at once be sounded. 

2. The signal in case of alarm will consist of 1 5 
strokes to be repeated at least three times on the 
fire alarm bell at the Central Station and at the 
West End, and on St. Thomas's Church bell and 
St. Joseph's bell for the East End. 

3. In the event of the alarm sounding it is recom- 
mended that everyone out of doors should seek 
shelter, all others remaining indoors ; but they 
should not go down into cellars. 

■ This of course does not apply to anyone detailed 
for some definite work in connection with the Red 
Cross or Civic control, or other defence measures.

Section of Harbor Regulations: 

If in the opinion of the Harbor Master, any vessel anchored in

"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4th, 1916.) 

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. — Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4. — One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

LETTFR POST— INLAND. 

A LETTER enclosed in an envelope, whether sealed or open, 
addressed to any place in Newfoundland and the Labrador Coast, w hich 
does not exceed an ounce in weight will be conveyed to its destination for 
two cents. This rate is applicable for letters posted in one settlement for 
delivery in another settlement a mile or more distant. 

LETTER POST— FOREIGN. 

Letters for Great Britain, the Dominion of Canada, and the United 
States of America are forwarded to destination for two cents per ounce 
or fraction thereof. Valuable letteis may be registered for delivery in 
Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places the registration fee is 
five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the charge is Two Pence — 
four cents. 

Circulars, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
less than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
one cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
places in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
cents per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
within the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, ttc, 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or II cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and 11 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addresses on the covers ; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be suppUed by the Post OflSce and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

EXTRA POSTAGE. 

On and after May the 17th, 19 18, every prepaid letter and 
letter packet posted in Newfoundland and Labrador, shall, in 
addition to the postage payable thereon under the Provisions 
of the Post Office Act of 1891 and Acts in amendment thereof, 
be chargeable with an Extra Postage of One Cent, thus a 
one-ounce letter will be three cents, and a two-ounce letter five 
cents, etc. 

On and after June ist, 1918, all letters originating in New- 
foundland not bearing the extra postage will be charged two 
cents additional on delivery. 



Telegraphic Messages* 

\A/AR TAX. 

On and after May 17th, 1918, telegraphic messages, other 
than service messages, transmitted from one place in the Colony 
to another place in the Colony must have affixed thereon by the 
sender, stamps to the amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

N the days that sweetly hover, around the brief and 



fugitive 25th of December, civilization's thought 
j^J) insiinctively pilgrims to Bethlehem, and Christian 
mtditation lovingly lingers before the mental de- 
lineation of the storied stable's stall, wherein the 
foreword prophecy of humanity's reconciliation 
was so touchingly fulfi'led. 

For almost two thousand years, the mobile Star of the city of 
Ephrata, has unfailingly sustained its celestial allurement, and

the Empyrean Glory Song has yet a melodious re-echo, and 
jovial refrain, to charm the children of men. 

The mighty world of the now — in high as well as in humble 
caste— joyfully journeys to the Grotto, and religiously continues 
the Magi and the shepherd movement, to the Natal Adoration. 

That mysterious advance surprises even the cultured sceptic, 
and merrily makes him identify himself with irresistible manners 



of the times. The spirit of the season overshadows the deduc- 
tions of his vague systems ; and attracted by its arcane force, 
he pauses, he wonders, he longs to understand. 

The very elements are at this time surely attuned with a more 
than human music, and all creation is accorded with a harmony, 
unmatched even by the strains of the famed Aeolian. 

In city and in country the merry bells, like the choral angel 
voices, arouse the gladsome nations, and ring through vibrating 
space the welcome tidings of the Saviour-Birth. Nor does the 
far-travelled sailor lad, fail to notice the passing of the " Happy 
Night." The heavenly bodies appeal to him brighter than usual, 
and viewing them under the pleasant auspices of fond home- 
memories, he sees in them only tongues of fire, that repeat to 
him the blissful voices his dear ones hear on shore. 

When the Christian mind considers the wretched hovel, where 
a Wee-Babe just come to light, lies cold and naked, it must be 
siupified to think that the modern world is the logical derivation 
of such a commiserating event. It must marvel, when it sees 
the New Law issuing like a beam of light, from a poor Infant 
trembling with the cold of a December night. And yet — won- 
derful to say ! — the followers of the Nazarene, throughout all 
ages, have enthusiastically contributed to the glorification of 
that poverty-infested Khan, with religion, with worship, with 
head and with heart. 

Always and everywhere the beautiful thought of Christmas 
has been exceedingly pregnant, inspiring genius to the sublime, 
the good, the divine and the true. 

The masters have never been so perfect and so acclaimed as 
when they painted, chiseled and wrote, on canvas, in marble and 
on parchment, the objective outline of a delightfully fascinating 
subject ; — the fairest of Jewish maidens, just a mother, placing 
her Son to receive the homage of angels and men. 

Magnificently evolved from a contemplation of the Joyful 
Mystery, are many rare and precious monuments of art. Col- 
lected, they may be traced from the dim-distant days of the 
Catacombal painter, whose thrillingly pathetic fresco of the 
Nativity, has been recently discovered in subterranean Rome, 
to the spacious times of the superb Florentine masters and also 
down to the Overbeck Gallery of the last century. 

Many world-gems likewise are scattered over the vast field of 
Incarnation literature, that graces the period between the publi- 
cation of the immortal " Adesti Fidelis," attributed to Ambrose 
of Milan, and the universally attractive messages of Manzoni 
and Walter Scott. 

In the same field, less brilliant perhaps from the standpoint 
of intellectual styleism, but as sympathies of large hearts with 
equal effulgency, shine the time-honored carols, and the dear 
old rustic hymns. Both are racy of every soil, and peculiar to 
all peoples. Popular customs and domestic pastimes have not 
escaped their Christmas setting. 

The Happy Christmas wishes, the wholesale and the whole- 
some ente?ite cordiale the family reunion, the cordial visit, the 
gift to Bethlehem's lineal descendants, — the poor ; the stocking 
and the baby ; the sound of reindeer feet fleeting over frozen 
snow to the happy childhood world ; the Xmas tree; the Yule- 
log rhapsodies, mirth and merriment, fun and frolic, wit and

humour, peace and plenty, are all interpretations of the lovable 
light-heartedness of the "most gladsome day of all the year." 

The centre however, of all this hallowed season's peculiarities, 
is undoubtedly the Crib. A hurried word about the rough 
receptacle that once cradled the Son of God, made man, is heTe 
offered with the feeUn^; thit it m ly not be ill-received. 

The simple Gospsl story suavely narrates, that Mary, " the 
woman above all women glorified," having maternally clad the 
Fruit of her Immiculate Womb in swaddling clothes, laid It in 
a manger. 

(Jninterrup ed tridition unexceptionally confirms the pretty 
Bible-narrative, and the profane world, personified in the illus- 
trious poet, who sang to CfEiar, hinted to Augustus, that from a 
humble virgin there would come a child, destined to be greater 
and mightier than his ancestr.il emperors. 

The first extra evangel word of the Minger is in the Acts of 
Justin Mirtyr, of the second century. 

Incorpjrated in his ch irming description of the model-home 
of Nazareth, is a graphic pen-picture of the stall, where the 
dearest of all Mothers tenderly fondled the sweetest Child that 
has been. The illustrious martyr tells in glowing language that 
he was privileged to see the very wood wherein He, for whom 
he valiantly lived and for whom at last he bravely died, had 
been cradled. 

The great Origen, a full century afterwards, asserts that still 
in his times, the Crib adorned the land of Palestine, where it 
was the pride of the native and the attraction of the passing 
stranger- 

In the Epitaph that Jerome wrote on the tombstone of the 
gentle Pauline, he salutes the frail yet valiant women as one 
who had reverently kissed the manger-relics once hallowed by 
her mystic spouse's presence. The remains of the Crib no 
longer rest in the land of the Saviour, whilst a few boards are 
carefully preserved in the Eternal City. 

When thciy passed from the Orient to the Occident, is a 
matter of some dispute and not a little conjecture. The old 
antiq'uariin school loved to claim them, removed by Helena 
when she triuinphantly deported the sacred memorials of the 
Mount of Sorrows. Eusebius, the biographer of Constantine, 
although giving a detailed description of the Basilica which the 
noble matron built on the site of the Grotto, says nothing of the 
relics and allows the presumption that they had been transported. 

Modern critics and Archeologists with rare dissent, foster the 
conclusion that Pope Theodore, himself a native of Jerusalem, 
had brought them to the Holy City to guard them from the 
des-cratiug hands of the then invading Saracen. 

In the annals of his pontificate, inention is made that the 
Oratory of the Crib ^2iS designed and executed. Embellished 
by many pontiffs, this oratory was for centuries the place where 
the popes celebrated their Christmas Mass, — -and here during a 
kindred function Gregory VII. was set upon by Cenci's 
emissaries. 

Fontana under the patronage of Sixtus changed the chapel 
from the medieval to the renaissance form of architecture and 
his glorious conception is to day the admiration of all tourists. 

Really, head and heart have never combined in a greater 
labour, for they have produced a fitting abode as far as human 
mind may measure fitness —for the bed where the Saviour 
reclined on that cheerless Christmas Eve, when a hardened 
world told alas ; the anxious carpenter "there was no room in 
the inns." 

Within a crystal urn bordered with rubied gold and silver, 
in the beautiful oratory of the Crib, contained in the magnificent 
Basilica of St. Mary Majors, which rises like a crown on one of 
the Seven Hills, are the relics. Five boards, bearing the wear 
of centuries and remarkably sound, remain. Every Christmas 
Octave they are exposed to the view and the veneration of 
thousands. On Christmas Evening they are borne processionally 
on the shoulders of Roman Princes about the Church and 
when that memorable solemnity ends, the Cardinal Arch-priest 
raises the urn in cruciform to bless the mighty congregation. 

Words weakly labour to describe this inspiring spectacle, and 
to explain the pageant impression. People of all lands, of all 
creed, and no creeds are visibly affected by the pathos of the 
scene. The familiar figures of Bethlehem appear reincarnated. 



and all feel almost on the verge of the realistic. 

The immense human mass files out and hastens to the capitol. 
There in the environment of a Roman sunset, the Santo 
Bambino, (Holy Child) of Aracoeli blesses the city and the 
world. 

Even humanly speaking this scene is extremely suggestive, 
and very thought-provokfng. To the crest of this hiil once 
ascended the conquerers of the world, to obtain the ovation of 
triumph; up there also wearily went the vanquished to be 
villified, degraded and uncrowned. There were they compelled 
to bovv their humbled heads to Jupiter. 

Now a Baby unarmed, save by the two-edged sword of love 
and sacrifice, reigns up there as the world's acknowledged 
Victor. Is it not sweet to think that innocence, poverty and 
love — the intrinsic notes of ingenous infancy, obtain, where 
pride, violence and hatred were once symbolized in Jupiter ? 
From the contrast, the humble and the oppressed, draw a pledge, 
the augury of " a more serene day," for the Prince of Peace 
possesses the historic Capitol Hill. 

We, in far-off Newfoundland may not view the hallowed relics ; 
yet our thoughts will not rise with less enthusiasm for all that 
the Crib symbolizes. We shall not fail to assimilate the duplex 
message of Xmas-tide, for writ in unmistakeable characters are 
the eternal manger-mottoes, — " Glory to God," .... 
" Peace to Men." the which being paraphrased signify that we 
must love our God and not forget our kind.

HE Allies have gained a phenomenal victory over 
their barbarous foes. The end came sooner than 
was expected. The enemy had military resources 
which would have enabled him to have held out 
about two years longer; but his heart failed him 
and utter ignominous collapse resulted. The 
desperate criminal adventure for which the German people had 




made stupendous preparations during a period of over forty 
years ended on November loth, a date that will be forever 
memorable in history, in the complete downfall, humiliation and 
defeat of the German Empire. The Germany which began 
the assault on civilization does not exist to-day. It is now 
only a memory. Its Emperor and his family took flight, and 
the component provinces, which had been held together by 
military force, broke away and became republics. 

Immediately the Germans realized they were beaten, they 
were seized with intense fear, showed a broad yellow streak, 
and whined pitifully, just as the world, knowing how cowardly 
the Geaman character is expected them to whine. 

The terms of the armistice are being properly carried out, 
and there is no possibility of Germany being able to give further 
trouble. Her military power is broken and her navy has been 
delivered into the custody of England. 

The world is again free. The disciplined forces of militarism 
have been completely shattered by. the assembled hosts of the 
World's great democracies. The Germans have learnt that 
driven soldiers cannot succesfully face tiie military forces of 
freemen. 

The war meant more than a military and naval contest. It 
involved a clash of ideals. The power of a military autocracy 
was opposed to individual liberty and freedom of expression. 
And the ideals of the freedom-loving nations have gloriously 
triumphed. 

Germany's desperate adventure was doomed at the start. 
Mr. Asquith, in addressing the British Parliament just before 
the declaration of war on August 3rd, 1914, announced to the 
world that Great Britain did not want the war, and had striven 
in every way to prevent it. But she was driven into it and 
when she entered it she would not sheathe the sword until 
complete victory is attained. Her task was colossal ; but her 
efforts were proportionate to the occasion. She endured a rain 
of tremendous blows without a whimper, and in the darkest 
hours, when her Allies lost heart and faltered, her determination 
was strengthened, and she made preparations to assume still 
greater burdens. As the years ran on, her efforts increased. 
Her wonderful navy held undisputed command of the seas. 
Her armies, which proved themselves more capable than any 
armies in historical times, fought magnificently on many battle- 
fields in many parts of the wor'd. They astounded everyone 
by their brilliant fighting capacities. 

The war was chiefly carried on by the British Empire. Other 
nations assisted freely ; but a candid historian must not over- 
look the fact that but for the phenomenal tenacity, resourceful- 
ness and sheer fighting capacity of the British, the Germans 
would have won. The Prime Minister of France, and Marshal 
Foch, have recently publicly testified to that. But as so many 
questions were involved in the contest there is danger that the 
British Empire's wonderful work may not be adequately 
appraised. 

The German people look upon their defeats as the work of 
England alone. Before the war they were jealous of England's 
high pnsition and influence. To-day every German, the world 
over, hates the English with unexampled intensity. 

From college professors to beggars, the thought of England's 
triumph rankles in each German breast, and mothers are 
implanting it deeply in the hearts of their little children. The 
Germans will never forget or forgive the British for giving them 
such a thrashing. No people ever had deadlier enemies than 
the British now have in the German people. And no people 
ever had such indirect confessions of superiority than the 
Germans are paying the English. German hatred is the 
ackowledgement of Britain's conquests. 

The surrender of the German fleet was the most dramatic 
feature of the armistice. It was unprecedented. Twenty miles 
of German warships steamed between two lines of British and 
Allied warships to surrender without a murmur and without a 
thought of fighting. And every submarine was given up with- 
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out the slightest hesitation. The Germans recognized that they 
have been so completely beaten that they must now meekly 
comply with every wish the Allies announce. 

The spectacle of Germany's surrender, as illustrated by the 
internment of its fleet in a British port, is quite unparalleled in 
history. No navy ever did such a thing before. And no navy, 
except a German navy, could be capable of such a humiliating 
act. Even the Spaniards, with feeble old ships, during the 
Spanish-American war, when opposed in Cuban waters by the 
powerful American navy, sailed right up to the Americans, and 
fought their ships until they sank with Iheir battle flags flying. 
They showed the courage of men and their Admiral was treated 
by the Americans with the honors of war. During the five 
years the German fleet was at war, not a single noble or praise- 
worthy act was recorded for it. Its history is completely 
infimous, and it justly met an infamous end. 

The dispersing of the German army, and the internment of 
its navy, indicate the end of the German dream of a Teutonic 
world Empire, and the dawning of a new political era. They 
show that Germany is completely prostrate. The people are 



land wholeheartedly in furthering the contest, and every part 
shares in the great victory. The Empire is now in fact a vast 
world-embracing democratic commonwealth. Good states- 
manship during the corning period of political reconstruction 
could so organize the Empire that it would easily become strong 
enough to police the world and prevent future wars. It could 
do that even in the face of any general league of nations which 
might be opposed to it. It could be self-reliant. The Empire's 
enemies have been completely demolished. Its task now is to 
defeat its internal enemies. 

One of the most pressing needs is to build up the Empire's 
manhood, which has been sadly weakened by the war. Public 
health is at a very low ebb. Nearly 3,000,000 men were killed, 
invalided or permanently disabled by the war. 

The National Service Medical Board's eximinations in 
England during the war shojv that only one out of every three 
persons in the British Isles is enjoying a normal standard of 
health, and fewer are strong enough to endure ordinary physical 
hardships. A vast proportion of the people are weakly and 
sick. Among 2,080,700 men examined only 35 per cent were 
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nervous, miserable, starved and wobegone. They are so 
frightened and tired of war that they cannot find words to 
describe their dismay. They are perfectly incapable of showing 
any more swagger. The war has not reformed them ; but it 
has humbled them. They will fear war for many years to come. 
The war they waged to destroy the world has strengthened their 
enemies and destroyed themselves. The German people today 
only want to be allowed to return to their homes, to eat and 
recover from their sufferings. 

The war has resulted in the dethronement of several hundred 
kings and princelings, including the Emperors and Kings of 
Russia, Bulgaria, Germany, Austria, Bavaria and Greece. In a 
democratic age, such obsolescent offices as are held by kings 
and nobles are ridiculous. This is a day of sane people, and 
titles of all kinds now serve to offend taste. They cannot be 
abolished too rapidly. Their abolition promises to be one of 
the early results of the world's reconstruction. The war was 
fought and won by the sons and daughters of the people. It 
would be outrageous to permit the social rewards which are 
theirs by right to be assumed by the favorites of princes and 
politicians. 

The bonds of the British Empire were woven more firmly 
than ever by the war. Every remote Colony joined the Mother- 



found free of defects, and in the enjoyment of reasonably fair 
health. The examinations showed that preventive diseases 
were the causes of the feebleness of the public health. The 
people have been worked too hard, fed too poorly paid too 
small wages and slept too little. They need more recreation 
more home comforts, better clothing, better houses, fre-^h air. 
lighter hours, bigger wages, more food, and more efficient 
medical care. They want to be p.otected from the ravages 
caused by alcohol and its accompanying prostitution. 

The British Government recognizes these pressing needs; 
but the brewers, the nobility, and others wiih vested interests 
are opposing reforms. Should this opposition continue, the 
reforms that will be carried out in the near future will be more 
farreaching than if they were gradually iutroduced in face of 
opposition. 

Great Britain during the next few years will be subjected to 
intense political disturbances while the reforms are being born. 
And the Nvhole Empire will feel the shocks. The results, how- 
ever, will be exceedingly beneficial and the Empiie will emerge 
as the most complete democratic commonwealth of the age 

rhe Alhes which fought together so harmoniously, will con- 
tinue to live on terms amity. They will, in fact, continue to be 
a league of natioTis to keep the world's peace. They have also 
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been deeply stirred by the war and each one will have to under- 
go complete polmcal relormation. The welfare of their people 
must be improved ; there must be better educational, medical 
and hygienic facilities. Wages must be advanced and mono- 
plies curbed. Prohibition will have to be made universal and 
there must be a general sufferage. 

We have been privileged to live in the most warlike days the 
world has ever seen. Such a thrill as moved the world's people 
when the signing of the armistice was announced was never 
before experienced. It's vibrations meant more to every indi- 
vidual than the mere ending of the war. It meant very plainly 
the dawning of a new day— the day of the ordinary man. It 
meant the real emancipation of civilized mankind from the 
dominating interests of kings and their nobles and politicians. 
When the new ivfoi ms are consummated the world will be in 
fact, as well as noiiin,illy. democratic. Men and women will 
then in f.ict govern themselves and guide the policies of their 
respective ciaintiies. 

in order to secure such great benefits, much suffering was 
endured, and more will come. The war, which began on July

The political readjustment of the world will cost much more- 
money ; but the casualties will be small. 

The gain to humanity will, however, be inestimable. The 
great thing will be the wide establishment of the rule of the 
people in place of that of vested interests. The next benefit 
will arise through the spread of education and the general 
improvement in the public welfare. 

During the war against autocracy the people showed a sublime 
faith in democracy ; soon they will enjoy the complete fruits of 
democracy, in a better world than existed before. Wonderful 
public benefits will result from the war. 

All the men who fought will be pleased with the outcome of 
their labors ; and the whole of the liberated world will be for 
ever "grateful to the memories of the splendid heroes who so 
nobly gave their lives 'n order that the freedom of the world 
might be saved. The liberated world will duly pay its tributes 
to its heroic champions. To-day, in the supreme moment of 
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28th, 1914, and ended on November lo, 1918, lasted four years, 
three months and fiMeen d.iys.

vjrigiSTORV will speak very favorably of Newfound- 
land's participation in the war. When Germany 
.. precipitated hostililies, in July 1914, taking the 
IqI world by surprise, Great Britain was forced by 
^^^ her engagements with Belgium, to go to her pro- 
tection. Later, the English Parliament declared 
war, and it was seen by everyone th-\t the contest would be 
severe and long drawn out. This was clearly recognized in 
Newfoundland. But the people felt that a crisis had arisen 
which called for the British Empire's full strength. Thereupon, 
without any ulterior thoughts, Newfoundland volunteered to 
help in every way that was possible. While other much larger 
countries held back for years, or kept out of the war completely, 
Newfoundland pledged her last resources and her last man. 
And she nobly lived up to her pledges until complete victory 
was obtained. The people now enjoy the satisfaction of having 
helped appreciably in the consummation of the victory just 
attained. 

The first volunteers were seamen for the British Navy. 
These men went forward to man the North Sea fleet at a critical 
time when experienced mariners were badly needed. They 
rendered great service to the Navy, and earned a splendid 
reputation, which they have sustained until to-day. They are 
serving in all classes of ships and performing a variety of 
services. No better seamen sail the seas. It is impossible to 
pay any seamen a greater compliment after he has been told 
that he is as good a sailor as a Newfoundlander. 

It was a Newfoundland seaman who was the first of our men 
to give up his life in the great cause. Lieutenant Commander 
Bernard Matheson Harvey, R.N,, of H.M.S. Cressy, went down 
with his ship when it was destroyed by a mine in the North Sea 
on September 22nd, 1914. Thereafter many of our men lost 
their lives at sea, and in every case they were found doing their 
duties until the last moment. All of them measured up to the 
best traditions of the sea. 

Among the survivors are men who have won every distinction 
and medal that is awarded to heroes of the sea. 

Newfoundland has been signally honored by her sailors, and 
is extremely pround of them. 

The First Newfoundland Infantry Regiment was organized 
by voluntary recruiting in August, 19 14. It comprised the 
flower of the young manhood of the Island. It was the first 
volunteer regiment ever recruited in the Island for foreign 



service. The first draft, five hundred and forty strong, was 
trained at a camp at Piea--antville, St. John's. The men weie 
of a superior type, mentally and physically,' and rapidly became 
efficient soldiers. They left St. Johri's, on October 5th, 1914, in 
the s.s. Florizd, and landed in Uevonport. En^l'ind, on October 
i6th. Their first training cimp in England was at Salisbury 
Plains, where they were exercised with British troops from all 
parts of the world. They were inspected at this camp, and 
highly complimented, by Field Marshal Lord Roberts, Earl 
Kitchener, the King and other distinguished authorities. A 
detachment marched through London in the Lord Mayor's 
annual procession, aud received a great welcome from the people 
of the city who saw Newfoundland soldiers for the first time. 

The Regiment was subsequently ordered for training to the 
Fort George Barracks, near Inverness, Scotand. This camp 
was the headquarters of the famous Seaforth Highlanders, and 
was situated in the North of Scotland, in the heart of the 
Highlands. 

On February 20th, 19 15, our men were sent to Edinburgh 
to garrison Edinburgh Castle. They were splendidly received 
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by the people of Scotland's capital, who proclaimed our men as 
the equals of the best Scotch regiments. They had the distinc- 
tion of being the first non-Scottish regiment to garrison a Scotch 
military post 

The regiment was reviewed at Aldersho'., England, in August 
1915, by Lord Kitchener, and the King. A. B. C. I), and part 
of E. Compani-s snled for service in E^ypr, from Portsmouth, 
in the s.s. M'gnntic, on August 20th, 19 16. On September 14th 
they sailed from Altxandria for Gallipoli, where they gained 
iirlimortal fame. 

Our men fought with the Australians at Oallipoli, and did so 
well that during the rest of the war they were brigided with the 
flower of the world's fighters. 

The Regiment's first great exploit was the taking of a hill at 
Gallipoli from Ihe Turks on November 4th, 191 5. Lieutenant 
Donnelly «ith men from Company C. was assigned the task. 
It was dark when the assuilt was made; but it succeeded. The 
Turks wrre driven from the hi'l, and the Newfouudlanders held 
it until reinforcements arrived the next morning. This assign- 
ment, was carried out with the skill of veteran troops, and 
showed tile mettle of the Newfoundlanders. Their officers 
ever afterwards felt confident in asking them to do any work 
that was necessary, no matter how difficult. 

The Regimental Commanding Officer at Gallipoli was 
Brigadier General D. E. Cayley, an Englishman. He issued 
a brigade order subsequently in which he eulogized the 
Regiment's work at Gallipoli, saying: " By their conduct in this 
their first important work, they have brought distinction to the 
Brigade, and have proven themselves to be possessed of self- 
reliance, bravery and tenacity, the first qualities of good soldiers." 
Lieutenant Donnelly was awarded the Military Cross for his 
bravery in this action, an I the distinguished Conduct Medal 
was given to Sergeant Walter M Greene, of Avondale, and 
Private Richard Hynes, of Fogo. The ground upon which 
this exploit was pc-rformed is called Caribou Hill, after the 
Regiment's badge, and it will be known for all time by that name. 

Early in 1916, the Britisli troops were withdrawn from 
Gallipoli and sent to France. The Newfoundland Regiment 
continued to be brigaded with the Australians of the famous 
29th Division. In June, this Division was engaged in severe 
fighting betweed the Ancre and Somme Rivers. Sir A. Hunter- 
Weston, was the Commander of the Division at this time, and 
admiring the work of the Regiment in the current battles, he 
reviewed it and said : 

" Newfoundlanders, I salute you individually. You have done 
better than the best." 

No greater compliment had been paid soldiers during the 
war than this. 

In the battle of Beaumont Hamel. the Newfoundlanders con- 



ducted themselves so heroically, that their praises resounded 
throughout the world, and they wrote their names in indelibli 
ink in history's scroll in the fighting in 1916, 1917 and 1918. 

General Hunte-Weston, in his report of the battle of Beau- 
mont Hamel. wrote : " As this is the first occasion on which 
troops from our oldest Colony, Ne^^foundii^nd, have taken pait 
in a big battle, it is good to be able to say that they provtd 
themsflves worthy of the highest traditions of the British race, 
anri that no battalion among ail those bands of heroes did 
better ihin they." 

Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig congratulated the people of 
Newfoundland in the following cable: 

July 9th, 1916. 
To the Gcn'ernor. Newfoundland : 

" Newfoundland may well feel proud of her sons. The 
heroism and devotion to duty they displayed on ist July has 
never been surpassed. Please convey my deep sympathy, and 
that of the whole of our armies in Fiance, in the loss of the 
brave officers and men who have fallen for the Empire, and our 
admiratiun for their heroic conduct. Their efforts contributed 
to our success, and their example will live." 

Douglas Haig, Field Marshal. 

As the war progressed, the Regiment continued to earn neiv 
honors, and its men gained all the medals and decorations 
granted by Great Britain and France for military efficiency 
and bravery. 

Among the great distinctions won was the title Royal. Early 
in 1918, the British Government showed its admiration for the 
Rt-ginient's splendid fighting qualities and bravery by permitting 
it to prefix the word Royal to its name. It thus became the 
Royal Newfoundland Regiment. No other regiment in the 
British Empire attained such great honors, and reached such a 
great position in so short a time. It was the first regiment to 
have the prefix Royal granted to it during the great war. 

To-day, the Regiment is complete in all that pertains to a first 
class fighting unit. It has a splendid organization, its own 
standard, mascots, and a magnificent service record. Its band 
is ranked among the best military bands in Europe. Newfound- 
landers also rendered great services to the Empire by fighting 
with other regiments. Many of the English, Canadian, Scotch 
and Indian regiments contain Newfoundland officers and men. 
Some of them have made fine records in the Royal Flying 
Corps, the Royal Engineers, the Army Medical Corps the 
Highland regiments, and as techinical ad\'isers in many 
capacities. 

The Newfoundland Forestry Battalion, which has been ren- 
dering great military services in Scotland, has also made a fine 
name for itself.

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HON. SIR EDGAR BOWRING, KT., U.L.C. 

ON November 22nd the Government announced the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Sir E. R. Bowring, Kt., M.L.C., principal 
of the firm of Bowring Brothers, Limited, of St. John's, as 
Newfoundland's High Commissioner in London, which position 
he assumes without salary, by his own desire. 

This post has been made necessary as a result of the higher 
status accorded to the Oldest Colony in its elevation to the 
dignity of a Dominion as a recognition of the part played by its 
soldiers and sailors in the Great War. 

A substantial factor also in the making of the appointment 
has been that with the new conditions arising out of the close 
of the war, the many problems that will have to be considered 
at the peace conference, and the shipping, commercial, and 
other issues, that will fiow from the changed relations of the 
Empire, it is imperative that Newfoundland's interests .should 
be looked after in the Imperial capital and put in the hands of 
a capable man to undertake the work. It is universally agreed 
that in Sir Edgar Bowring there has been found such a man. 

A native of St. John's (as were his parents before him,) in 
his sixtieth year, with forty-three years of close association with 
the trade of the country, he having been actively and unbrokenly 
connected with it since returning from England at the age of 
seventeen afier completing his education to enter the firm's 
counting house, he is thorougly familiar with every branch of 
the Colony's trade and industries. His firm is admittedly one 
of the most progressive and enterprising in the stand and has 
been connected with important departments of our industrial 
life all through its existence ; and never more so than in recent 
years. It is one of our largest codfishery outfitters, operates 
the largest sealing fleet, was most activ^ly engaged in the 
whaling industry when it was a serious factor, conducts the 
Northern and Western coastal service, and is financially 
interested in every local industry and other enterprise. 

In addition to all this Sir Edgar was Newfoundland's 
representative on the Dominion Royal Commission which before 
the war made a tour of the overseas connections of the Empire, 
studying the possibilities of trade improvement ; and he is thus 
fully informed in every respect with regard to the directions in 
which improvements in these regards can be effected. He has 
been connected with the public life of the country for many 
years having been a member of the Legislative Council since 
1898 and while his war activities have been very marked he 



having been chairman of the finance Comniittee of the MP. A. 
and also of the Trustees of the Patriotic Fund, having contri 
buted largely to the various calls ^^^r^ T!''^ T^Jl. 
having topped all by the magnificent g.ft o Waterford Hall as 
a naval and military convalescent hospital, while his firm s 
generous donation of Bowring Park in 1914 to celebrate the 
centenary of its establishment in Newfoundland is still fresh in 
the public mind. ^ , . -n 

We wish Sir Edgar many years to fill, as we feel sure he will, 
with honour and credit, the imortant position he now holds.

HON. D. A. Ryan was appointed to the Legislative Council 
in May last. He is one of our most enterprising and 
successful business men, and has been carrying on a 
general mercantile business for over forty years. Besides the 
well-known firms at King's Cove and Trinity which he has 
established, he operates extensively on the coast of Labrador. 

Mr. Ryan, like his brother, the late Hon. James Ryan, is a 
keen- business man, and co-operated with him in building up an 
enterprise second to none in the Colony. 

Although residing in St. John's the past ten or twelve years 
he personally superintends, keeps in touch with, and closely 
directs, all the details of the different branches, and arranges 
for the export every season of a large proportion of the catch 
of Labrador fish from that coast to the foreign markets. 

Nor is his enterprise confined to the cod fishery alone. 
About fourteen years ago he promoted the Librador Whaling 
Company with a factory at Hawk's Harbor, Labrador, where 
the whaling business has been carried on successfully under his 
management, and he has to his credit the fact that whereas 
many other whaling projects were launched about the same 
time his is the only one now remaining, a testimony to the care 
with which he has managed it and to the foresight which 
suggested to him this Northern area as a theatre of operations. 

Mr. Ryan is an authority on all matters pertaining to the 
fishery business, and being only in the early sixties, we wish him 
many more years of usefulness to the Colony.

cJfte Bowrings in tfte War 

The family of Bowring, so long and honour- 
ably associated with the commercial life of this 
country, has been well represented in the fight- 
ing line in France, and during October the sad 
news was received by Mr. Eric Bowring, local 
manager of Bowring Brothers, that his brother, 
Mr. Frank H. Bowring, had been killed in 
action on August 28th. The deceased had been 
a Major in the second battalion of the King's 
Liverpool Irish Regiment, was born in New- 
foundland in 1S78, and was the son of the late 
Hon. Charles Bowring, and of Mrs. Bowring 
now residing at Sefton Park, Liverpool Major 
Bowring when the war began was a member of 
the Liverpool Stock Exchange. He enlisted as 
a private in Lord Derby's " Pals Brigade" and 
served all through the war. Harold, Medica' 
Officer with the 5St British Cavalry Division in 
France, William, a Lieutenant in the gth Scottish 
Rifles, and Cyril, a Captain with the Royal 
Welsh Fusileers in Egypt,' are brothers of the 
deceased officer, and all like him were born in 
Newfoundland. The deceased is a cousin of 
Sir Edgar Bowring and Mr. Henry Bowring, the 
latter now in Liverpool, and whose two sons are 
also on active service.

The British Empire sent magnificent troops to stem back the 
barbarous Hun ; but none attained greater distinction than the 
Newfoundlanders. 

Newfoundland women also won fame. Many of them served 
as nurses, and volunteer aides, in numerous capacities at the 
front. They were most efficient. Medical men report that they 
are exceedingly well-trained and dependable ; while hospital 
patients say that the Newfoundland nurses are so kind and 
gentle that they all appear to have hearts of gold. 

While the active war workers were away, the people of the 
homeland were helping in war work of all kinds. 

Lady Davidson was instrumental in organizing the Women's 
Patriotic Association which did sterling work right through the 
war. It is impossible to praise too highly the wonderful 
services the members of this fine organization rendered. They 
made great numbers of garments for the men in both the 
militar)' and naval services, looked after all the men's interests 
with the greatest devotion, and supplied them with every possible 
comfort. Women in every part of Newfoundland and the 
Labrador, rendered war service through the Women's Patriotic 
Service. The British Government's appreciation of its work 
was recently shown by the bestowel of Empire Honors on many 
of the officials and most active wirkers. Every member, how- 
ever, is worthy of the highest pra'Sr-. Each contributed her 
best, and fully co-operated in every activity. Outport and city 
women, alike, with supreme devotion throughout the long weary 
years, worked with heart and soul for patriotic puposes. 

The children of Newfoundland also helped in the great 
sacrifice for Liberty. They contributed to and co-operated in 
the innumerable functions that were devised to rai.'ie funds for 
patriotic purposes, and thereby showed an interest in the war, 
the memory of which will afford them a lifelong plasure in the 
better world in which (hey will henceforth live. 

The business men throughout the Island rendered a multitude 
of services, and generously responded to every demand made 
to them. 



The work begun and carried out by the late Governor, Sir 
Walter Davidson, and Lady Davidson, in connection with the 
Colony's war effort, has been maintained by his successor 
Sir Alexander Harris, and the latters daughter, Miss Armorel 
Harris, during the past year— Lady Harris being unfortunate y 
unable to visit Newfoundland thus far. When His Excellency 
arrived in Newfoundland the functions of the Patriotic Associa- 
tion bad been largely absorbed by the Militia Depaitment, but 
he nevertheless found opportunities of making his personality 
felt in connection with the country's war effort, and so placed 
himself at the disposal of every agency which was cooperating 
in the general efTort of the people. Fresh from England as he 
was, where he had been closely in touch with the work of the 
Mother Country during the whole period of the struggle until 
he left to take up his appointment as Governor of Newfound- 
land, his counsel and co-operation have proved most effective. 

Miss Harris has prominently identified herself with the work 
of the W. P. A., ot which she is the acting President until the 
arrival of her mother in Newfoundland, and during the past 
twelve months the activities of this organization have been pur- 
sued with the same vigor and effectiveness as previously. 

All this wonderful work, and the noble patriotism of the 
people of Newfoundland, has amazed the world. Our people 
have been praised by the press in all countries, and Newfound- 
land's example has been held up as a paragon to be followed. 
The British Empire's admiration was expressed when the title 
of Dominion was bestowed upon the Colony. Tnat Imperial 
action was meant to convey to the world the Empire's opinion 
that the people of Newfoundland, by their splendid behaviour 
during the war, had proved themselves competent to rank with 
the peoples of the greatest Dominions of the British Empire.

0.\E of the victims of the epidemic, Spanish In- 
fluenza, which has appeared in such a deadly man- 
ner in our country this season was Miss Ethel 
Gertrude Dickinson, daughter of Gustavus H. and 
the late Selina Dickinson. She received her early 
education at the Methodist College during the 
Headmastership of the late Prof. HoUoway, and 
subsequently became one of the teachers of that 
institution. The interest she acquired in her pupils 
in those days never abated, and she has sympathe- 
tically followed their career ever since. Upon re- 
signing from the Methodist College she went to the 
McDonald College, Guelph, Canada, and took a 
course in Domestic Science, and thence back to 
this city to take charge of our Domestic Science 
School. In 1915 she went to England to visit her 
aunt — Mrs. Chesley Ayte — and during her two 
years stay interested herself greatly in hospital 
work, going to Wandsworth, London, once or twice 
each week to visit the Newfoundland soldiers, and 
also putting in considerable time at the Ascot Hos- 
pital in the town of her residence. Eventually she 
gave all her time to the latter institution. Her work 
in those institutions was wholly voluntarily. In addi- 
tion to her hospital duties she kept in correspond- 
ence with many of our boys, both those at the hos- 
pitals and those in France, and ministeied to them 
in many practical ways. 

Coming back to Newfoundland this summer she 
decided to lesume her work as Domestic Science 
Teacher. But upon the outbreak of Spanish Influ- 
enza this school was, like all others, closed down, 
and Miss Dickinson felt it her duty to occupy her 
time in voluntary nursing at the Emergency Hos- 
pital, wheie she was soon called upon to pay the 
piice of sacrifice. She was loved by all who knew 
her and mourned by all who loved her, and by many 
others who had not the privilege of her acquaint- 
ance. '• Greater love hath no man than this that a 
man lay down his life for his friends."

jN replying to the Governor's spaech at the opening 
of the 191 5 Session of the Legislature the writer 
remarked, with the view of offsetting the feeling 
of depression that was then so evident, that '• in all 
" probability the war would result in materially 
" enhancing the price of our fish ; that this had 
",occar-red daring the Peninsular — the last great general Euro- 
'• psan War — and that like conditions would again Isad to like 
" results." 

During the Peninsular War our fish went to the then unprece- 
dented price of 45 shillings Stirling per quintal, but unfortunately 
at the close of that war, economic conditions being very greatly 
different from what they are to-day, a reaction set in that had 
most disastrous results. 

Wars were not so destructively waged in those days as they 
are in the present, and upon their cessation normal conditions 
were sooner restored. It was the sudden restoration, coupled 
with adventitious handicaps, that caused the widespread ruin 
that resulted for us after the close of the Peninsular War. The 
price of fish suddenly dropped from 45 shilling to 12 shillings a 
quintal and a universal bankruptcy ensued. Many of the 
mercantile firms suspended and an exodus of our then limited 
population set in and it took some years to re-impart the old- 
time buoyancy and profitable characteristics to our trade. 

As predicted, the present War has resulted in establishing 
fish values far greater than anything ever before attained and 
we should be profoundly grateful that so far as can be foreseen 
we need not anticipate any such disastrous reaction at the close 
of the present war as resulted for us in the year 1816. 

In those days European populations were but about a half of 
what they are to-day and all Central Europe was self-supporting 
in food requirements. In the last fifty years, however, the vast 
developmeut of manufacturing interests has drawn heavily from 
the rural populations of the chief belligerent Nations of the 
present War with the result that these have been for some years 
past largely dependent upon outside sources of supply for cer- 
tain foodstuffs.

Even the United States of America, which had for long been 
considered the granary of the world, has now alone of all the 
prodrgLs quantities of the various foodstuffs she annually 
exported, but limited amounts of cereals to spare, and the 
United States would to-day be short of a sufficient home supply 
of wheat were it not that some millions of acres formerly given 
over to pasturage have in late years been planted to wheat 
This, in turn, has of necessity materially curtailed the area ot 
the cattle ranges and, as a consequence, lessened the beet 
supply, so that in this respect the United States is to-day not 
self-supporting, though, as a matter of fact, since her entry into 
the War the United States has been exporting fresh meats in 
greater volume than ever before in order to keep her own and 
the Allied armies abundantly fed. It has been obligatory upon 
the United States to do this as tonnage could not be spared, 
owing to the length of the voyages, to transport frozen meats 
from Australia, Argentina and New Zealand ; consequently, for 
the extraordinary volume of her meat shipments in the past two 
years the United States has been drawing upon her capital 
stock of cattle, which of course must now cease, leaving the 
legacy that the natural annual increase will for some years be 
very greatly lessened. 

In 190 1 the United States had a population of about eighty 
millions and beef animals equal to about i>^ head per capita 
of that population. Inigii the United States population had 
nearly reached the hundred million mark but the number of 
beef animals had shrunk to less than one head per capita, and 
the next census will assuredly show a further material reduction 
of even this percentage. 

The Unittd States Department of Agriculture estimates th^t, 
irrespective of previous shrinkages, there are three milli n fewer 
breeding hogs in the United States the present year than there 
were in 1917, and that this must result in a reduction of from 
twenty to twenty-five million hogs on next year's increment. 

Great Britain has for over forty years been importing annually 
increasing quantities of frozen meats from Australia and New 
Zealand and, in later years, also from Argentina, and to-day in 
the United States great cold storages are being erected with the 
view to handling importations of meats from those countries to 
supplement the shortage in the home supply that will become 
manifest immediately after the War. The competition of the 
United States as a purchaser of those meat supplies will further 
enhance the prices and reduce the quantities thereof available 
to each of the importing countries. 

Certain of the human races get along well on a vegetable 
diet, but the white populations of the more opulent countries 
must have a large percentage of animal food in their dietary, 
and as this can be furnished only by meat or fish it must follow 
that fish will in the future be more largely consumed to substi- 
tute the deficient meat supply. This alone would increase the 
demand for our fish and stabilize prices. A great effort must 
be made as soon as normal conditions are restored to procure 
an abundant supply of fish — fresh fish if possible, but, if not, 
fish put up in palatable and attractive forms. 

The sources of supply of fresh meats available to the import- 
ing countries are comparatively many compared with the sources 
of supply of fish foods. We in this respect fortunately occupy 
a favored position. We have the largest quantity of fish avail- 
able for export of any fish producing country, and our geogra- 
phical position places us practically midway between the two 
greatest consumers, i.e. Great Biitain and the United States, 
and sufficiently near to either to ensure quick and low cost 
transportation thereto. 

Hitherto we have been confined for markets for our fish to 
comparatively the poorer countries of Europe and America, but 
the opportunity is now open to us, by remodelling our methods 
of cure, to make both Great Britain and the United States 
become competitors for our product. 

This may be done through the instrumentality of cold storage 
and the establishment in Newfoundland of branches of some "of 
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the great American meat packing companies. Those companies 
have long since ceased to confine themselves exclusively to the 
canning of meats and are now handling and exploiting any 
article that will lend itself to their processing and give promise 
of being profitably marketable. Those companies are pre- 
eminently fitted for the exploiting of our fish in new forms and 
in new markets. Their canning operations are of such a magni- 
tude, and the experience of their employees so great, and their 
business ramificntions so extensive and perfect, that all the 
operations incidental to preparation and sales of a product are 
accomplished at the minimum cost; and if, as now seems possi- 
ble, that one at least of those packing companies will give the 
matter of the proposed canning of our fish consideration, a new 
departure will have been created that will result in such an 
increased demand as to ensure to fishermen the like generous 
returns for their product that the war conditions first established. 
In time the cjst of silt and certain other commodities will be 
lessened and to such extent a corresponding reduction in fish 
prices may be made without impairing satisfactory returns to 
the producers. 

Apart from the prospect that the advent of one or more of 
the great packing companies in our staple industry holds for us 
it is quite possible that we may of our own initiative enterprise 
still other methods of marketing that would largely extend 
present and open new sources of cunsiimption. If we but be 
alive to our interests we can afford to discount the fears now 
being given expression to, that fish prices must soon revert to 
pre-war figures. 



I have for many years been advocating the introduction of 
cold storage methods in the handling and marketing of our fish 
and no one, perhaps, is so well pleased as myself that this 
method is now well on the way to realisation on an extensive 
scale. 

In advocating at the present time the introduction of the 
canning process I am not in any way expressing the slightest 
loss of confidence in the success of cold storage. In fact, a 
canning business is the necessary complement of a cold storage 
business, as for many years to come fish for cold storage must 
of necessity be collected from certain fishery areas only, whereas 
a canning business may be established without regard to its 
locality possessing the advantages requisite in cold storage 
methods. 

So far back as 1905 I had some correspondence with one of 
the large Packing Companies of the United States in connection 
with the establishment in Newfoundland of a branch of their 
business for the canning of fish. The Company in question 
agreed with me that great possibilities were involved in the 
proposition but they thought the time hardly ripe for its exploi- 
tation. The time appears, however, to have now arrived. 

With the introduction of a fish canning business and the 
extension of cold storage plants such a material reduction would 
ensue in the quantities of our fish now being dry cured or salted 
as "slop" that no one market would be fully supplied and, 
consequently, high prices would prevail.

.Ten in this country possess such a fund of information about 
our country and our people than does the above reverend gen- 
tleman. He is a regular encyclopaedia of local events and tra- 
ditions, and it is to be regretted that we do not receive wore 
information about the early days of our country and our people 
from his facile and cultured pen.

) NCE more the cycle of Time has run its course, and 
Christmas is upon us, when our people sit round 
the comfortable firesides and relate stories of the 
musty past to their children and grand-children of 
the many adventures, dangers, mir.iculous escapes 
in which one or more of the asst-mb'age took a 
prominent part. Some of these stories are m 1st thrilling and 
romantic, and would prove an inexhaustable supply of material 
for the novelist or the writers of romance. If any other country 
possessed the same fund of historic events or traditions, hun- 
dreds of volumes would be written and handed down to posterity, 
but our writers, with the single exception of His Grace the late 
illustrious Archbishop Howley, paid little or no attention to the 
history of our people, and the hardships and dangers, hopes and 
despair, and their natural ingenuity in surmounting all diificulties 
both on land and sea, more particularly in the early days of our 
history. Those hardy industrious and fearless pioneers were 
the students of Nature, and not of schools, colleges and uni- 
versities. They came to this coutry from England and Ireland, 
the majority of them taking up the avocation of fishermen, and 
from servants rose step by step, sharemen to planters, and in 
the end not only commanded their own vessels, but very many 
of them became owners. They chased the fish to far Labrador, 
and they hunted the seals in spring time, and their names should 
be chiselled in marble in the history of our country. A helping 
hand was ever held out to those in distress, and it is only those 
who have lived in those days can form any idea of the large- 
heartedness and manly spirit of the heroes of bygone days. 
It was no unusual occurence to witness a score of the hardy 
fishermen employed by the great planters from the last of 
October, and not alone were they fed in the extensive kitchens 
of those heroes, but no matter who came along they were wel- 
comed, as the great pot was never off the fire, and full and 
plenty reigned supreme. Those hardy pioneers combined farm- 
ing with fishing, and the thousands of acres of cultivated land 
neir the city of St. John's and in the various outports are there 
to-day as monuments of their industry, enterprise and thrift. 

In this Christmas Number of The Newfoundland Quar- 
terly, I shall endeavor to give your many readers an account 
of the adventures of two Newfoundland fishermen, the details 
of which I have received from my esteemed friend, Rev. Arthur 
Pittman, the popular and zealous Pastor of Trinity East. Few

days with their boat well ballasted with shoriers (the largest 
kind of our sea ducks). Everything went off well, and shortly 
after reaching the Island they secured about twenty ducks, but, 
alas, their trouble was before them, and the hope with which 
they set out was soon to be blighted. Shortly after their arrival 
on the island, which at the time had no other inhabitants except 
themselves, the wind one night rose to a hurricane, and to their 
great dismay, when they looked out the next morning, their boat 
was not to be seen. The fierce wind had lifted her from where 
they thought she was in perfect safety — burst the painter by 
which she was tied to a projecting rock, and blew her oflE into 
the waters of the Atlantic to drift from their sight forever. Their 
feelings no doubt could be better imagined than described. 
There they were on a desolate island, out in the Atlantic, in the 
depth of a Newfoundland winter, with only ten days food and 
no means in sight of getting to the mainland again. Their 
friends at home were utterly unaware of their distressed and 
terrible condition, and what were they to do ? I may here men- 
tion in parenthesis that it was on this very island in December, 
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1S67, that the English brigantine Queen on a voyage from Saint 
John's to Tilt Cove with supplies and several passengers, 
amongst them Dr. Dowsley, was lost on the same island^in a 
p'ace since called Queen's Gulch, and all hands perished. An 
account of this great disaster was fully described in the 
Evening Telegram Christmas Number by the late Rev. Canon 
Pilot many yeari ago, and in The Newfoundland Qqarterlv 
Christmas NumS-r for 1906 by Sir Edward Morris, LL.D., 
now Lord M rr s. 

Well, Charlie had found himself in many a tight corner before 
in the course of his evenful life, but he was never put to his 
wit's end like he was when he viewed the situation in which he 
and his faithful companion — Joe — were placed at the beginning 
o' the year of our Lord 1879. Charlie was not the man to lie 
down under difficulties, and he was not down-hearted when he 
was marooned on the Gull Island oE Cape John, notwithstanding 
that it was in the cold month of January. And it was now, in 
the midst of what to others would be the deepest despair, that 
the natural ingenuity of the Newfoundland fisherman flashed 
forth in all its splendour ! 

A few years previous to the above date, Messrs. Bennett & 
Mackay (Hon C F. Bennett and Smith Mackay), proprietors of 
th; Tilt Cove Union Copper Mines hid a house erected on the 
Island to shelter a crew of seal-hunters who resided there dur- 
ing the whitecoat season. Providentially for Charlie and Joe 
there were a few boards and some clapboard left over after the 
sealers' hut hsd besn finished. On making a survey of the 
place they found some nails and a hammer, which gave them 
great encouragement and they immediately put there ingenuity 
into operation by building a boat, and risking a run to Cape 
John. Fortunately they had a sharp axe in the boat, and with 
it commenced to shape frames and planks for a flat-bottomed 
square-sterned craft. There vvas no time to be lost in getting 
ready for the venture to the shore as soon as the sea would be- 
come sufficiently smooth to permit them to put their improvised 
craft in the water. The bottom and stern they shaped of inch 
boards and made the clapboard do duty for the planking of the 
sides. They had only a very limited quantity of oakum, which 
they clinched as far as it would go into the most open seams 
with there sheath-knives. As for pitch they had none, and for 
that necessary article they struck upon a novel idea, and poured 
fresh water into the seams, which froze immediately. There 
spirits began to rise, and now they thought that their craft was 
sufficiently seaworthy for their purpose, and on the Feast of the 
Epiphany, Jan. 6th, although the waves were lashing ag4inst the 
locks, they decided to put to sea. Unfortunately the means 
upon which their hopes were cent'^ed struck a rock when being 
launched and stove the thin plank. B t not the least down 
hearted they hauled the craft up again, repaired the damage and 
once more put her afloat — this time successfully. Now came 
the race for life, and they pulled, as only Newfoundland fisher- 
men can pull in case of emergency, for the nearest landing place, 
from which the heights of the Cape Shore could be cliint)ed and 
thence travel homeward. On reaching the shore they found 
that the condition of their boat was such that they could in 
safety venture on a more convenient landing place. Jack Frost 
did them great service by keeping the planks and stem tight, and 
they now determined to push on for Shoe Cove. When they 
reached Shoe Cove Point, seeing there was no danger of the 
boat biing water-logged, they struck out again for Tilt Cove, 
which place they reached in safety about 9 p.m. 

After a fourteen mile hard row they naturally felt hungry and 
in need of rest. They were well aware that the kind-hearted 
and hospitable miners would give them a royal welcome, or as the 
Irish would express it a ceade mile failthe, so they put in and 
hauled their unscientifically fashioned and roughly constructed 
boat upon the beach, where she remained on exhibition until the 
Spiing, when she was taken to Round Harbor and carefully 
stowed under Charlie Coombs' flake. 

The story of their adventure soon spread, and those two hardy 
Newfoundland fishermen were the heroes of the hour, as great 
in their own vicinity as Marshal Foch or Field Marshal Haig are 
to the world at large to-day. I omitted to mention that all they 
had to carry out their operations were the oars of the boat which 



they lost after landing on the island, an axe, saw, and hammer. 
What race but Newfoundland fishermen could fight against and 
conquer such difficulties? What race can produce men of such 
dauntless courage, hardihood, endurance and natural ingenuity 
under all difficulties, whether on land or sea ? Examples have 
been countless on the sea for the past two centuries, and we 
have only to refer to the records of the Great War in Gallipoli, 
E^ypt, Flanders and France to ascertain what they have accom- 
plished in the batt'e line on the land. As long as the Atlantic 
waves lash against our rugged shores, heroes will be found, as 
thev have always been found, when opportunity offers or loyalty 
to the country and the Einpire demands it. 

The bones of the brave, brawny, faithful Joe Rex, for the past 
twenty years, rest in ore of the Catholic Cemeteries of St. 
John's, probably Mount Carmel. The fearless and ingenious 
Charlie Coombs is still in the flesh, with the burden of over 
eighty years upon him, and I ain imformed that his chief wish 
is that his remains wHl be reverently laid beside those of the 
sharer of his griefs and joys during his luarried life, in the little

Church of England Cemetery behind the hills of Round Harbor, 
Notre Dame Bay. 

The ab )ve is only one of the many adventures of Charlie 
Coombs. On more than one occasion he has beeii caught in 
the slob ice while seal-hunting in the winter, and had to wait for 
the ice to freeze hard enough to enable him to launch his boat 
over it. On more than one occasion men caught out in the 
same storms that he came safely through had perished. He 
has walked over slob ice, kept together by pressure, which a 
few minutes after his landing, hid gone abroad sufficiently to 
row a boat through. One occasion he and his son were launch- 
ing their boat off the Pigeon Island at Snook's Head, when 
somehow she slipped from their hands over the ballicaders and 
left them behind. Without any hesitation he jumped into the 
water, swam, boarded her and came back for his boy. The 
Rev. Mr. Pittman was with him and his son in his small boat 
running from Nipper's Harbor, when they had to put into Bury- 
ing Place. Their arrival in such a terrific storm surprised the 
people on shore, and their escape appeared miraculous, although 
Skipper Charlie took it all as a matter of course, and all in the 
day's work. Such are the examples of the heroes that are to be 
found in every city, town and village in Newfoundland, and we 
ought to be proud of them. 
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" Our heroes have a sun whose hght 
Shines ever without setting, day or night, 

Now their happy years begin ; 
By their worn hands, the earth is vexed no more. 
Nor the sea smitten with the toiling oar, 

A scanty meal to win. 

God leads them on, crowning their brave endeavor. 

To Time's far home of happy rest. 
Where the soft ocean breezes float for ever 

Around the Islands of the Blest. 
There golden bloom to bloom succeeds, 

Through Springs that never tire. 
They fill with light the ground below, 
Athwart the shining trees, they glow ; 
Their growth the very water feeds. 

Hid under flowers of fire." — Pindar, Olympic Ode II. 

I HE victory has been won magnificently. Our 
Newfoundland heroes, with those of the rest of 
the British Empire and ils noble Allies, who now 
lie under the soil of the world's greatest battle 
fields, and op the ocean's depths, did not sacrifice 
themselves in vain. Their work was brilliantly 
accomplished: their hopes have been completely fulfilled: their 
dreams have all come true. They nobly kept the faith and died 
gloriously, as they had hoped to die ; so that the world might 
remain free. In an age that was not considered heroic, they 
showed a heroism greater than was exhibited in the most heroic 
era in history, and won the supreme moral honors of all cru- 
saders. The entire world salutes them with unstinted admira- 
tion, and acknowledges that their bravery and generosity have 
brought immense credit to the moral status of their race. By 
so firmly keeping the faith, and by their immortal sacrifices, 
they have garnered the soul-ease the news of the great victory 
brings. Imperishable renown is entwined with their names with 
threads of gold, and they can now sleep the sleep of heroes, 
perennially garlanded by the golden field poppies that love to 
blossom with the green > grasses above their tombs, and the 
bright crocus flowers, that never flourish perfectly except in 
soil that has been honored by the blood of heroes. 

Newfoundland is intensely proud of those who so generously 
sacrificed their liv'es for her. When the hour of danger came, 
they freely rushed to the standard. The}' knew the odds were 
great, the tasks severe, the suffering keen. But they were 
undaunted. They fought on throughout the years uncomplain- 
ingly and undismayed. They never wavered. Their faith in 
their cause, and its ultimate triumph in complete victory, grew 
greater with time. Their souls were moved by a sublime theme, 
and they became unconquerable. Well, indeed, may our little 
Island be proud of its heroes. No greater nobility was shown 
by the Athenians before the Persian Xerxes, at Salamis, nor 
the Light Brigade at Sebastapool, nor the Serbians and Belgians 
during the Great War, than was shown by our boys. Their 
example will never be forgotten, and the lustre of their deeds 
will perpetually shed great renown on Newfoundland. 

The parents and brothers and sisters of our dead heroes are 
wonderfully proud of them. It is a glorious privilege to have 
been so intimately related to such men. Their relatives lives 
will henceferth be better than formerly ; because of the great 
standards of life their heroes have set them. They how feel 
more generous impulses, higher ambitions, broader synnpathies, 
and entertain a nobler appreciation of the gift of life, and of the 
wonderful times in which they live. Though their losses have 
been severe, they would not wish that destiny had not called for 
their sacrifices ; they would not, if they could, have had con- 
ditions remain as they once were ; they would not, if it were 
possible, have been spared the memories they now harbor. They 
feel that their heroe's sacrifices, as well as their dauntless deeds, 
have ennobled their lives, and taught them by example to live 
nobly, not for their own puny ends, but for mankind. And so 
they enjoy that delightful experience that comes from the con- 



sciousness of goodness, right-living, and ^e accomphshment of- 
high ideals. Thev ever have before them the splendid pictures 
of their beloved heroes who died so gloriously for Liberty, count- 
ing their losses light, which would give the world eternal gain 
And they believed that those who were so dear to them would 
preserve the precious gifts they won. It is well and proper, 
therefore, that those who mourn for them, believe that no nobler 
trust could have been bequeathed them. 

Our men did not go to the war to defend the lives of the 
Newfoundland people ; because they were not directly threaten- 
ed In an age that was believed to be the most materialistic, 
they went forth to champion an idea— the idea of international 
justice. Their courage and moral fortitude were cheerfully 
sacrificed so that the rights of peoples should be held sacred. 
The knowledge of this revealed characteristic of the modern 
British youth is one of the most consoling features of the war. 

Our men felt that only those are fit to live as free men, and 
citizens of a great empire, who do not fear death when it is 
necessary to tempt it in defense of a worthy ideal. They knew 
that life and death are complements of one supreme adventure, 
which all must experience. And knowing that it had to be met, 
sooner or later, they met it while sustaining a very worthy cause. 
They saw through the plan of life and recognized how each 
individual is merely one link in a vast chain of creation which 
we term humanity. Each link, they knew, had to sustain and 
augment the others. The individual owes a part to the whole 
and the whole has reciprocal relationships with the individual. 
Had they failed to respond to their duties, the world to-day 
would have worn a different aspect. Instead of grieving over 
our losses, we are charmed when we think of the splendid souls 
who faced the Great Adventure so readily and to such good 
purpose. They have worthily received immortality. 

No nation can be sound unless its people are moulded on 
high ideals, and can rise instinctively, as our men did, in a great 
crisis. Love of country, of liberty, of humanity would perish 
and leave the hearts of people rock-like in their hardness, unless 
the majority of a people cherished such ideals. A people not 
possessing them would rapidly decline. It is altruism that 
saves a race. The more altruistic a people becomes, the fitter 
it is to survive. Our soldiers and sailors have clearly shed a 
magnificent light on Newfoundland's destiny, and have made us 
the heirs of all their great deeds. We must sustain them. We 
would fail in this precious task if we swerved for one moment 
from the ideals our heroes died for. All of us are summoned 
to the service of protecting and cultivating them. The dead 
have honored us, and we must show ourselves worthy of their 
honor. The tasks which thej gave up, we must continue; the 
torches they carried so flamingly, we must proudly bear aloft ; 
the desires they cherished so lovingly must be brought to 
fruition. They will never again see our sunlight, and the 
resplendent beauties of the earth; but they nestle near our 
hearts, and will continue to live through us. We shall never 
forget this, and give them cause for grief ; for it is our duty to 
be worthy of the confidence they reposed in us, for whom they 
fought and died.

PASSPORTS.

PROCLAMATION. 

By His Excellency StR William H. Horwood, Knight, 
Chief Justice, Administratof and Commander-in-Chief in 
and over the Dominion of Newfoundland. 



Whereas, by an Act passed in the sixth year of the reign of 
His present Majesty entitled, " The Prohibition Plebiscite Act' 
1915," and Acts in amendment thereto, it is provided that the 
term "Intoxicating Liquors " shall be construed to signify all 
ales, wines, malt, brewed or spirituous liquors containing two 
per cent, or upwards of alcohol in volume, and such medicinal 
toilet and other preparations containing two per cent, or upwards 
of alcohol in volume, as may from time to time be directed by 
the Governor in Council by Proclamation, but not wines for 
sacramental purposes." 

And whereas, in accordance with the above recited Acts? 
certain medicinal, toilet and other preparations were, by Procla 
mation dated the eight day of October last, delared to be 
Intoxicating Liquors. 

And whereas. I deem it expedient by and with the advice of 
ray Council, to add to the list of preparations therein mentioned. 

I do therefore, by this ray Proclamation, order and direct 
that on and after the Thirtieth day of November, instant, the 
following preparations shall be declared to be an Intoxicating 
Liquor, namely : 

BAY RUM. 

Of which all persons concerned are hereby required to take 
due notice and govern themselves accordingly. 

Given under my hand and seal at the Government House, 
St. John's, this 5th day of November, A.D. 1918.

"An Act Respecting the Refining of 
Cod Liver Oils." 

(Passed May 4lh, 1916.) 



Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

1- — From and after the first day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shall engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summary manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department 
subject to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3- — Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4.— One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

Upon the recommendation of the Food Control Board, and 
under the Provisions of the Food Control Act, 1917, and the 
War Measures Act, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to approve the following Regulations regarding the 
Importation, Sale and Consumption of Breadstuffs.

(i) In these Regulations 

(a) " breadstuffs" shall mean wheat flour, rolled oats, oatmeal, corn- 
meal of the quality known as granulated or bolted table meal, and 
cornflour; and "substitutes" shall mean any or all of the foregoing, 
except wheat flour. 

(b) " person" shall mean any individual, firm, partnership, or corpora- 
tion. 

(c) "importer" shall mean any peison duly licensed by the Food 
Control Board under these Regulations. 

(2) From and after this date no person shall import any 
" breadstuffs " into the Dominion unless he shall have first ob- 
tained a license so to do from the Food Control Board. Such 
license shall be issued without charge. 

(3) No importer shall import any such breadstuffs without 
previously obtaining a permit from the Food Control Board for 
each and every quantity of breadstuffs he may desire to import. 

(4) Every permit so issued shall authorize him to import 
wheat flour and substitutes in the proportion of four-fifths of 
wheat flour, and one-fifth of substitutes. 

(5) Any importer, who, prior to the issue of these Regula- 
lations shall have purchassd abroad for import into this 
Dominion any wheat flour, may be granted by the Board a per- 
mit for the importation of the same on an undertaking by him 
that he will import within two months thereafter substitutes to 
the extent of twenty per cent, of such imports of wheat flour, 
and if such person has made contracts with any dealers within 
this Dominion for the supplying of such wheat flour, or any 
portion thereof to such dealers, he shall be regarded as satisfy- 
ing the terms of such contracts if he furnishes four-fifths of the 
flour on its arrival, and the remainder in the form of substitutes 
within two months thereafter. The kind and proportion of 
such substitutes shall be settled by agreement between the 
parties, and if they find themselves unable so to agree, by the 
Food Control Board. 

(6) When any importer shall satisfy the Food Control Board 



that he has not any agency or connection through which he can 
purchase the required proportion of substitutes to justify the 
issue of a permit to allow him to import wheat flour, the Food 
Control Board may, on being satisfied that he has purchased 
the requisite stock of substitutes through any other person or 
firm in St. John's, grant him a permit to import such wheat flour. 

(7) The Food Control Board may, at any time, if satisfied 
that applications for excessive quantities of flour and substitutes 
are being filled, with the result that the purposes of these 
Regulations may be defeated, or complications caused with the 
Canadian or United States Food Control Departments, issue 
permits for only part of the quantities set out in such applica- 
tions, or decline to issue permits for any such quantities. 

(8) On and after Wednesday, July loth, 1918 : — 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, pro- 
vision dealer, grocer, shop-keeper, or any other person in Newfound- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat flour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of 
substitutes to every nine pounds of wheat flour ; and 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption, bread, cake, rolls, pastry or other product in which 
wheat flour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every nine pounds of wheat flour. 

(9) On and after Monday, August 5th, 19 18 : 

(a) Every merchant, planter, trader, broker, commission agent, provi- 
sion dealer, grocer, shopkeeper, or any other person in Newfound- 
land who shall sell or deliver to any other person any wheat fiour, 
shall only do so in the proportion of not less than one pound of sub- 
stitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(b) Every person in Newfoundland who makes for public or private 
consumption bread, rolls, cakes, pastry, or other product in which 
wheat flour is used shall, in making the same, use not less than one 
pound of substitutes to every four pounds of wheat flour. 

(10) No person selling breadstuffs shall, after this date, offer 
for sale any wheat flour, unless he also has at all times a suffi 
cient stock of one or other of the substitutes above-named to 
meet the detnands of his customers at reasonable prices. 

(11) Any person authorized by the Newfoundland Food 
Control Board, or any constable or peace officer, may seized any 
bread, cake, rolls, pastry, or other product in which wheat flour 
is used, the composition of which is contrary to these regulations, 
and the same shall be confiscated and disposed of in such 
manner as the said Board may from time to time direct. 

(12) Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
Regulations is guilty of an offense and shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction before a magistrate or justice of the peace to a 
penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars, or to imprisonment 
for period not exceeding three months, or to both fine and 
imprisonment, (one-half the fine shall be paid to the informer, 
and the balance to the Food Control Board for the benefit of the 
Dominion. )

1. It shall be lawful for the duly qualified electors, resident within an 
area or district within this Colony, to present to the Governor in Coun- 
cil a petition or requisition in the form prescribed in the Schedule to this 
Act, or as near thereto as may be, setting forth the limits or boundaries 
within which such area or district is comprised, and the names of the 
towns, harbours or settlements included therein, and praying for a Procla- 
mation prohibiting the keeping of dogs within such area or district. 

2. Such petition or requisition shall be sent to the nearest resident 
Stipendiary Magistrate, and shall be by him (after examination and certi- 
ficate as hereinafter provided) furnished to the Governor in Council. 

3. If, upon due scrutiny of such petition or requisition, the Stipendiary 
Magistrate shall find that the same contains the bona fide signatures of a 
majority of the duly qualified electors resident within the limits or bound- 
aries set forth in the said petition or requisition, he shall forthwith have a 
certificate to that effect endorsed upon or attached to the petition or re- 
quisition, and shall forward the same to the Governor in Council. 

4. Any Stipendiary Magistrate to whom such petition or requisition may 
be presented may, before certifying the same to the Governor in Council 
as aforesaid, require proof to be made before him of the bona fide signa- 
tures of any of the names subscribed to such petition, upon the oath of 
either the party whose name purports to be signed or of a witness to such 
signature. 

5. Upon receipt of any such petition or requisition containing the signa- 
tures of not less than one-third of the electors resident within any such 
area or district, certified as aforesaid, the Governor in Council shall issue 
a Proclamation or Public Notice prohibiting the keeping of dogs within 
such area or district. 

6. From and after the date prescribed in and by such Proclamation or 
Notice, it shall not be lawful for any person resident within such area or 
district, to keep, or have in his possession, or under his control, any dog 
within the area or district to which such Proclamation or Notice shall 
relate, under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars or imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three months. This prohibition shall not apply to any 
person or persons travelling or passing through such areas or districts and 
having a licensed dog or dogs in his or their possession, charge or control, 
and not at large.

For the information of the public it is notified 
that the regulations made under the \\'ar Measures 
Act, on the 23rd January last, providing that as and 
from the said date the sale of Potatoes and other 
like vegetables within this Dominion shall be by 
weight instead of by measure, is still in force. 

For general guidance, the following extract from 
the Weights and Measures Act is published : 

23 (1 ) In contracts for the sale and delivery of any of 
the undermentioned articles, the bushels shall be deter- 
mined by weighing, unless a bushel by measure is special- 
ly agreed upon ; and the weight equivalent to a bushel 
shall be as follows : 

Wheat, Pease, Beans, Potatoes and Clover Seed, Sixty 
pounds. 

Rye, Indian Com and Flaxseed, fifty-six pounds. 

Turnips, Carrots, Beet and Onions, fifty pounds. 

Barley, Buckwheat and Timothy Seed, forty-eight pounds. 

Hemp Seed, forty-four pounds. 

Parsnips and Castor Beans, forty pounds. 

Oats, thirty-four pounds. 

Blue Grass Seed, fourteen pounds.

HEN TOURISTS, ANGLERS and SPORTSMEN 

arriving in this Colony bring with them Cameras, 
Bicycles, Angler's Outfits, Trouting Gear, Fire-arms, and Am 
munition, Tents, Canoes and Implements, they shall be admitted 
under the following conditions: — 

A deposit equal to the duty shall be taken on such articles as 
Cameras, Bicycles, Trouting poles. Fire-arms, Tents, Canoes, 
and tent equipage. A receipt (No. i) according to the form 
attached shall be given for the deposit and the particulars of 
the articles shall be noted in the receipt as well as in the 
marginal cheques. Receipt No. 2 if taken at an outport office 
shall be mailed at once directed to the Assistant Collector, 
St. John's, if taken in St. John's the Receipt No. 2 shall be sent 
to the Landing Surveyor. 

Upon the departure from the Colony of the Tourist, Angler 
or Sportsman, he may obtain a refund of the deposit by pre- 
senting the articles at the Port of Exit and having them com- 
pared with the receipt. The Examining Officer shall initial on 
the receipt the result of his examination and upon its correctness 
being ascertained the refund may be made. 

No groceries, canned goods, wines, spirits or provisions of 
any kind will be admitted free and no deposit for a refund may 
be taken upon such articles.

CONTROL OF SHIPPING. 



ORDER NO. I. 



On the recommendation of the Minister of Shipping and 
under the authority of the War Measures Act, 1914, and Acts in 
amendment thereof and under Sec. 3, Cap. 20, 8 and 9 Geo. V., 
Entitled " The Departmental (Shipping Act) 19 18." His Excel- 
lency the Governor in Council has been pleased to approve the 
following regulations regarding the control and regulations of 
shipping : 

On and after this date 

(i) The Managing Owner or Agent of any vessel or steamer 
owned or registered in the dominion of Newfoundland or of 
any vessel or steamer chartered in whole or part by or to any 
person residing or trading in the Dominion of Newfoundland 
before allowing it to proceed to any port or between any ports 
outside the Dominion shall send a written notice of the pro- 
posed voyage to the Minister of Shipping at his ofBce in the 
Court House, St. John's between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4 
p.m. on any week day and shall at the same time submit a 
copy of proposed charter party (if any) and the rates of freight 
for the voyage. 

(2) The Minister reserves the right to approve or disap- 
prove of said voyage charter party, and rales of freight, or 
any of them and to alter or vary same in whole or part. 

(3) No vessel or steamer as defined in Claus i hereof shall 
proceed upon a voyage to any foreign port or between foreign 
ports unless and until the owner or agent has received Official 
notification of the approval of the Minister of Shipping. 

(4) The Minister of Shipping may instruct the Department 
of Customs to refuse a clearance or entry to any vessel or 
steamer to or from any port in Newfoundland to or from any 
port or ports outside the Dominion ; and may also instruct 
any collector to withdraw or cancel any such clearance or 
entry already given which in the opinion of the Minister of 
Shipping for any reason should or ought to be withdrawn or 
cancelled. 

(5) Any Master of any vessel or steamer sailing without a 
clearance or whose clearance has been withdrawn shall be 
guilty of a breach of these regulations. 

(6) Any person guilty of a breach of any of these regulations 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding $5,000 or in default 
to imprisonment not exceeding six months, to be recovered 
and enforced in a summary manner before any Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace : and such penalty shall be in addition 
to and not in substitution for any penalty to which any person 
may be subject under Section 8 of the War Measures Act, 
1914.

ment of dependants, and ( f ) the- address of each of 
such dependants, of himself and each of the members 
of his crew. 

2. — The benefit to accrue to such dependants are 
similar to those payable to the dependants of mem- 
bers of the Royal Naval Reserve and of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment under " The War Pensions 
Act, 19 1 7." 

Claimants desiring further information or appli- 
cation forms may obtain same from the Secretary of 
the Board of Pensions Commissioners for Newfound- 
land; at Room 10, Militia Building, Water Street, 
St. John's, East. All claims will be heard and 
adjusted by the Board of Pension Commissioners 
for Newfoundland. .

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony other than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of. non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity ; provided that in any building situate between the South Side 
of Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept ; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con- 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac- 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John's the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached from other build- 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.

Notice to Owners and Masters 
of British Ships !

The attention of Owners and Masters of British 
Ships is called to the 74th Section of the " Mer- 
chant Shipping Act, 1894." 

74.— (i) A Ship belonging to a British subject 
shall hoist the proper national colours — 

(a) on a signal being made, to her by one of His 
Majesty's ships (including any vessel under the 
command of an officer of His Majesty's navy 
on full pay), and 

( b) on entering or leaving any foreign port, and 

(c) if of fifty tons gross tonnage or upwards, on 
entering or leaving any British Port. 

( 2) If default is made on board any such ship in 
complying with this section, the master of the ship 
shall for each offence be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred pounds. 

At this time of war it is necessary for every Brit 
ish Ship to hoist the colours and heave to if signal- 
led by a British Warship; if a vessel hoists no 
colours and runs away, it is liable to be fired upon.

I- — From and after this date the retail price for white granu- 
lated sugar, within the Municipal Limits of the town of St John's, 
shall not exceed 13 cents per pound, and in the outports 14 
cents per pound : and for all other sugars the retail price shall 
not exceed loi cents per pound, within the Municipal Limits of 
the town of St. John's, and ii| cents in the Outports.

2- — The retail price of Manitoba First Patient White Flour 
shall not exceed $15.50 per barrel within the Municipal Limits 
of the town of St. John's, and in the Outports $15.50, with the 
addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in transit 
and freight actually paid thereon, from St. John's to the point 
of sale. 

\A/HITE FLOUR-SECOND GRADE. 

3- — The retail price of Second Grade White Flour shall not 
exceed §15.00 per barrel within the Municipal Limits of the 
town of St John's, and in the Outports $15.00 per barrel, with 
the addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in 
transit, and freight actually paid thereon from St. John's to the 
point of sale. 

WAR STANDARD FLOUR. 

4- — The retail price of all grades of War Standard Flour 
shall not exceed $14.90 per barrel within the Municipal limits 
of the town of St. John's, and in the Outports $14.90, with the 
addition of an amount equivalent to insurance while in transit 
and freight actually paid thereon from St John's to the point of 
sale, and shall not exceed $1.15 per stone within the Municipal 
Limits of St. John's, and in the Outports $1.15, plus an amount 
equivalent to insurance while in transit and freight actually paid 
thereon from St. John's to the point of sale. 

M6LASSES. 

5. — The retail price of molasses shall not exceed $1.20 per 
gallon within the Municipal limits of the town of St. John's, and 
in the outports $1.20, plus freight and insurance. 

6. — Any person who shall offer for sale or shall sell by retail 
any sugar, flour, or molasses, at a greater price than that fixed 
in above regulations shall be guilty of a breach thereof. 

7. — All the foregoing prices to be for cash sales. 

8. — No dealer is to refuse a tender for cash when a purchase 
is made. 

9. — Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
regulations shall be guilty of an offence and liable upon sum- 
mary conviction before a Magistrate, or Justice of the Peace, 
to a penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars, or to imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding three months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment (one half of the fine shall be paid to the 
informer and the balance to the Food Control Board, for the 
benefit of the Dominion).

WHEREAS by an Act passed in the sixth year of the reign 
of His present Majesty, entitled " The Prohibition Plebiscite 
Act, 1915," and Acts in amendment thereto, it is provided that 
" The term ' Intoxicating Liquors ' shall be construed to signify 
all ales, wines, malt, brewed or spirituous liquors containing two 
per cent, or upwards of alcohol in volume, and such medicinal, 
toilet and other preparations containing two per cent, or upwards 
of alcohol in volume, as may from time to time be directed by 
the Governor in Council by Proclamation but not wines for 
sacramental purposes." 

And whereas I deem it expedient that certain medicinal, 
toilet and other preparations shall be declared to be Intoxicating 

Liquors; 

I do, therefore, by this my Proclamation, order and direct 
that on and after the First day of November next, the following 
medicinal, toilet and other preparations shall be declared to be 
Intoxicating Liquors, namely: — 
Florida Water ; 
Beef Iron and Wine ; 
Wincarnis; and 
Ferrovim. 

Of which all persons concerned are hereby required to take 
due notice and govern themselves accordingly.

1. APPLICATIONS for Passports must be made in the 
authorized form and enclosed in a cover addressed to " THE 
DEPARTMENT OF THE COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
ST. JOHN'S." 

2. The charge for a Passport is $2.50. Passports are 
issued at the Office of the Colonial Secretary between the hours 
of 10 and 4 ON THE DAY FOLLOWING THAT ON 
WHICH THE APPLICATION FOR THE PASSPORT 
HAS BEEN RECEIVED, except on Sundays and Public 
Holidays, when the Office is closed. Applications should, if 
possible, reach the Office before 4 p.m. on the previous day. 
If the applicant does not reside in St. John's, the Passport may 
be sent by post, and a Postal Order for $2.50 should in that 
case accompany the application. POSTAGE STAMPS WILL 
NOT BE RECEIVED IN PAYMENT. 

3. Passports are granted — 

(i) To natural-born British subjects ; 

(2) To the wives and widows of such persons ; and 

(3) To persons naturalized in the United Kingdom, in 
the British Colonies, or in India. 

A married woman is deemed to be a subject of the State of 
which her husband is for the time being a subject. 

4. Passports are granted — 

(i) In the case of natural-born British subjects and 
persons naturalized in Newfoundland, upon the 
production of a Declaration by the applicant in the 
authorized form verified by a Declaration made by 
a member or official of any Banking Firm establish- 
ed in Newfoundland, or by any Mayor, Magistrate, 
Justice of the Peace, Minister of Religion, Barrister- 
at-Law Physician, Surgeon, Solicitor, or Notary 
Public, resident in Newfoundland. The applicant's 
Certificate of Birth and other evidence may also be 
required. 

(2) In the case of children under the age of 19 years 
a separate Passport, upon productiou of a Declara- 
tion made by the child's parent or guardian, in a 
Form (B), to be obtained upon application to the 
Office of the Colonial Secretary. 

(3) In the case of persons naturalized in the United 
Kingdom or in any of the British Self-governing 
Colonies, upon production of a Recommendation 
from the Colonial Office, or the High Commissioner 
or Agent-General in London of the State concerned ; 
and in the case of natives of British India, and per- 
sons naturalized therein, upon production of a 
Letter of Recommendation from the India Office. 
Persons naturalized in any of the Crown Colonies 
must obtain a Letter of Recommendation from the 
Colonial Office. 

5. If the applicant for a Passport be a Naturalized British 



subject, the Certificate of Naturalization must be forwarded to 
the Office of the Colonial Secretary, with the Declaration, for 
delivery to the applicant. ^u^.v 

Natu^ralized British subjects will be described as such in their 
Passports which will be issued subject to the necessaay qualifi- 
cations. 

6 Passports are not available beyond two years from the 
date of issue. They may be renewed for four further periods 
of two years each, after which fresh Passports must be obtained. 
The fee for each renewel is $1.00 

7 A Passport cannot be issued on behalf of a person 
already abroad ; such person should apply for one to the nearest 
British Mission or Consulate. Passports must not be sent out 
of Newfoundland by post.

(i) After the date hereof an alien coming from any place 
outside of the Island of Newfoundland and its Dependencies as 
a passenger shall not, without the permission of the Colonial 
Secretary, land or embark at any port in the Island of New- 
foundland or its Dependencies, unless he has in his possession 
a passport issued to him not more than two years previously by 
or on behalf of the Government of the country of which he is a 
subject or citizen, or some other document satisfactorily estab 
lishing his nationality and identity, to which passport or docu- 
ment there must be attached a photograph of the alien to whom 
it relates. 

(2) Where any such special permission of the Colonial 
Secretary has been granted subject to any conditions, and the 
person to whom it is granted fails to comply with any such 
conditions, he shall be deemed to be guilty of a contravention of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

(3) For the purposes of these Rules and Regulations the 
expression •' passenger " includes any person carried on a ship 
other than the master and persons employed in the service of 
the ship. 

(4) Any person found guilty of a breach of these Rules and 
Regulations shall be liable, upon summary conviction before a 
Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars or imprisonment for any term not exceeding one 
year, or to both fine and imprisonment.

Under the Provisions of the War Measure Act, 
1914, His Excellency the Governor in Council has 
been pleased to order as follows : — 

1. The Colonial Secretary may, if he considers it expedient 
so to do, appoint a person to be Censor of the writings, copy or 
matter printed or the publications issued at any printing house, 
printing establishment or works, and any person so appointed 
shall have the right to enter and visit the premises with any 
assistant or assistants, from time to time, and remain there for 
such time or times as may be reasonably necessary, and to ex- 
amine, consider, approve or reject any writing, copy or matter 
printed or proposed to be printed at or issued for publication 
from the said premises, and, after the appointment of any such 
person and the notification thereof to the proprietor, manager or 
person in charge of the said premises, no writing, copy or other 
matter shall be printed there or issued for publication therefrom 
which is not approved by the person so appointed as Censor, 
and any such printing or issue for publication, without such 
approval, shall be deemed to be a contravention of this order. 

2. The printing or circulation or procuring to be printed or 
circulated of any letter, communication, report or news concern- 
ing the operations of the present war or the movement of any 
of the forces, naval or military, of His Majesty or of His 
Majesty's Allies, or as to any of the naval or military forces or 
operations of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies connected 
with or for the purpose of the war, or criticising or commenting 
upon the policv, proceedings or action of the Government or 
any neutral state, if such printing or circulation or any of the 
statements contained in such letter, communication, report or 
news be likely to cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, 
hinder or interfeie with the success of the forces by land or by 
sea of His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or to prejudice 
His Majesty's relations with any foreign state or otherwise to 
assist or encourage the enemy, or to prevent, embarass or hinder 
the successful prosecution of the war, shall be deemed to be a 
contravention of this order, and, in any prosecution for or in 
respect of any such offence instituted by the authority of the 
Attorney General, it shall be presumed, in the absence of proof 
to the contrary, that the printing or circulation of the statements 
in respect of which the prosecution is brought were likely to 
cause disaffection to His Majesty or to prevent, hinder or inter- 
fere with the success of the forces by land or by sea of His 
Majesty or of His Majesy's Allies or to prejudice His Majesty's 
relations with a foreign state, or otherwise to assist or encourage 
the enemy or to prevent, embarass or hinder the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

3. For any contravention of this order the offender shall be 
liable upon indictment to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing two years, and to a fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, 
or upon summary conviction to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months, and a fine not exceeding two thousand 
dollars ; and the proprietor of the premises, and every director 
or officer of any corporation controlling or operating the pre 
raises, where any such offence is committed, shall also severally 
be liable upon indictment or summary conviction to imprison- 
ment and fine as foresaid. Moreover, all copies of any book, 
newspaper, periodical, pamphlet, or tract printed, issued, circu 



lated or published in contravention of this order, in the posses- 
sion of whomsoever they may be, may be seized and destroyed 
by any peace officer, and, if the Colonial Secretary so direct, 
the printing presses, plant and machinery within or connected 
with the premises shall be seized, and the premises may be 
closed indefinitely or for such period as the Colonial Secretary 
may name.

Under the provisions of Section Six of the War Measures 
Act, 19 14, His Excellency the Governor in Council has been 
pleased to approve the following Rules and Regulations : 

1. No person shall without lawful authority, publish or com- 
municate any information with respect to the movement or dis- 
position of any of the forces, ships, or war materials of His 
Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or with respect to the plans of 
any naval or military operations by any such forces or ships, or 
with respect to any works or measures undertaken for or con- 
nected with the fortifications or defense of any place, if the 
information is such as is calculated to be or might be directly 
or indirectly useful to the enemy. 

2. No person shall, without the permission of the competent 
naval or military authority, make any photograph, sketch, plan, 
model or other representation of any of the forces or ships of 
His Majesty or of His Majesty's Allies, or of any naval or 
military work, or of any dock or harbour work in or in connec- 
tion with any place in this Colony, and no person in the vicinity 
of such forces, ships or work, shall, without such permission, 
have in his possession any photographic or other apparatus, or 
other material or things suitable for use in making any such 
representation. For the purpose of this regulation, the expres- 
sion " Harbour work " includes lights, buoys, beacons, marks, 
and other things for the purpose of facilitating navigation in or 
into a harbour. 

3. No person shall, by word of mouth or in writing, spread 
reports likely to create disaffection or alarm among any of His 
Majesty's forces, or among the civilian population. 

4. Any person who attempts to commit, or procures, aid or 
abets, the commission of any act prohibited by the foregoing 
special regulations, or harbours any person whom he knows, or 
has reasonable grounds for supposing, to have acted in contra- 
vention of such regulations, shall be deemed to have acted in 
contravention of the regulations in like manner as if he had 
committed the act. 

5. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of an news- 
paper, tract or pamphlet or any information which is forbidden 
to be published or communicated under paragraph one of these 
Orders and Regulations. 

6. No person shall, without lawful authority, sell, give, dis- 
tribute or permit the selling, giving or distributing of any photo- 
graph, sketch, plan, model, or other representation which is for- 
bidden to be under paragraph two of these Orders and Regula- 
tions. 

7. Any person contravening any of the provisions of the 
foregoing Orders and Regulations shall be liable, upon summary 
conviction before a Stipendiary Magistrate, to a penalty not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, or imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding five years, or to both fine and imprisonment.

Valuable letters may be regis- 
red for delivery in Newfoundland for three cents, but to other places 
e registration fee is five cents, except to United Kingdom, where the 
large is Two Pence — four cents. 

Circular.s, that is, printed communications, when posted in lots of not 
ss than 10, wholly alike, and left open for inspection, are accepted for 
le cent for each two ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, local and foreign, and Magazines, are forwarded to all 
aces in Newfoundland and the United Kingdom, at a special rate of two 
:nts per lb. ; but papers under four ounces are accepted free of postage 
ithin the Colony, also, books at two cents per lb. rate. Newspapers 



to the Dominion of Canada, the United States, France, Germany, etc., 
must be prepaid at the rate of one cent for each two ounces or fraction 
thereof. 

PARCEL POST. 

Parcels of Merchandise are delivered to destination in Newfoundland at 
the rate of one cent for the first two ounces, and so on up to i lb., which is 
forwarded for eight cents, the second lb. three cents additional, or 11 cents 
and three cents for each additional lb., or fraction thereof, up to 10 and H 
lbs., which is the limit, at 35 cents. Name and address of sender must 
appear on all parcels. Otherwise we will refuse to accept them. 

Senders of Parcels for local destinations must write their names and 
addiesses on the covers; if not Postmasters may refuse to accept them. 

Paicels for other countries must be accompanied by a Customs 
Declaration Form describing nature and value of contents. These 
forms will be supplied by the Post Office and are essential to ensure 
prompt despatch of parcel. 

Money may be transmitted by means of the Money Order System and 
by Telegraph to places in Newfoundland, which are Money Order and 
Telegraph Stations, at reasonable rates on application.

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, trans- 
mitted from one place in the Colony to another place in the 
Colony must have affixed thereon by the sender, stamps to the 
amount of five cents. 

Telegraphic messages, other than service messages, sent from 
Newfoundland abroad, must have affixed thereon by the sender 
stamps to the value of ten cents. 

The above regulations will not apply to telegraphic messages 
sent by the Authority of any Department of the Government.

r^ HE draft of the proposed League of Nations has 
v^ been completed b)' tlie Peace Conference, and ac- 
■^ cepted by the peoples of the world. The political 
representatives of fourteen nations, believing it 
promises to effectively prevent future wars, have 
assented to it. The League promises to become 
stablished as a super-state of the United States of the World. 

The draft constitution is a long document containing tvventy- 
ix articles. It is not a virile documenr. The framers have 
triven to make it as brief, clear and general as possible. But 
;o many of the members of the League will be nations inexperi- 
;nced in poliiical admii'istration, it was found impossible to 
nake the constitution as brief as the Constitution of the United 
states, which consists of only eighteen articles. The more ad- 
vanced in political skill nations become, the less necessity there 
s for a rigid constitution. One of the secrets of the effective- 
ness of British governments is the flexibility of their constitu- 



tions. The League of Nations will start out with a long, and 
fairly rigid, constitution, and this will prove a handicap to a 
normal, and healthy, development. But it will not prove a severe 
impediment. 

It is a simple matter for experts in international and constitu- 
tional law to criticise the draft. Strong objections could be 
marshaled against almost every one of its twenty-six articles. 
But the few men who are expert in these two great departments 
of law are too wise to criticise the draft. They clearly realize 
that if the League is to become effective it must be chiefly based 
upon the mutual trust and comity of the member nations. No 
matter how rigid the^ constitution might be made, the League 
would not last, if the member nations lost mutual confidence. 
But, if such confidence were strongly developed, the constitu- 
tion would possess little importance. Therefore, destructive 
criticism of the draft is uncalled for. .^ 

The principles of the League have been accepted by the

strongl)' opposing it. 

The international policy of the United States, since 1795, '^'^s 
■ -.vn to avoid contact with foreign peoples. I11 that year Pre- 
sident George Washington stated the doctrine, which has been 
. . lefuUy followed since, in the following words : 

■'Aly policy has been, and will continue to be while I have 
honor to remain in the administration, to maintain friendly 
. ;anons with, but to be independent of, all the nations of the 
earth ; to share in the broils of none ; to fulfil our own engage- 
ments ; to supply the wants and be carriers for them all; being 
thoroughly convinced that it is our policy and interest to do so." 

In the words of an ordinary American, this policy is summa- 
rized in the common phase : " What is there in it for me ?" This 
doctrine has corrupted and isolated the American people, and 
caused their remarkable narrowness of viewpoint and lack of 
generosity. They will join the League, but it will be harder for 
them to make the sacrifices than the more liberal nations. 

Newspaper opposition to the League in America is based on 
six assertions : 

1. That the control of the League from the first will inevit- 
ably be in European and Asiatic nations having many interests 
in common and who may have common antagonism against the 
I'nited States. 

2. The British Empire, in all probability, will constitute the 
controlling influence in the League. 

3. If at any time England shall lose control, the Germanic 
powers will be likely to succeed to her position of dominance. 

4. This is then the background, the menace of the world 
Bolshevism. Indeed, that monster is the most earnest advocate 
of internationalism. Its fangs are plainly visible in the Con- 
stitution of the League. 

5. Whoever controls the League will control the world. 

6. It will destroy the Monroe Doctrine. 

It Is abundantly evident that these objections are solely 
based on fear due to lack of confidence. There is not a reason- 
able basis for one of them. Only fear and narrowness of 
political vision could suggest such objections. 

The politicians object to the proposed League on the grounds 
that it will tend to: 

1. Abrogate the Monroe Doctrine. 

2. Surrender in part United States sovereignty. 

3. Involve the United States in the conflicts of the world. 

4. Compel the United States to contribute to an international 
force which might in certain emergencies be used against 
America. 

5. Submit matters vital to the United States to a tribunal, 
the majority of which would be composed of foreigners. 

President Wilson has ably answered the first objection. He 
told the American Congress that the proposed constitution will 
not only preserve the Monroe Doctrine; but will improve it by 
extending it so as to apply to the whole vorid. It will be used 
not only to protect the two American continents from arbitary 
seizures by foreign'enemies.; but will be placed at the service of 
mankind, so as to prevent arbitary seizures of territory any- 
where. The second objection is, of course, valid. Sovereignty 
will be, to a small extent, sacrificed by every nation that joins 
the League just as willingly as it is sacrificed by every man and 
woman who become married, and by every business man who 
accepts a partner. Sovereignty becomes increasingly limited 
w'ith time and the advancement of civilization. 

What is sovereignty ? 

Strictly speaking, this term is only a figure of speech. It has 
no clean-cut significance. Most people who use the term have 
a hazy idea that it means liberty. The right of sovereignty, 
like the rights of independence, home rule, freedom of commerce, 
freedom of the seas, freedom of the will, freedom of choice " 
and numerous others are based upon the hazy dreams of 
unsophisticated people. They do not represent concrete 
objects — they are merely abstract notions that often lead to the 
development of fantastic Utopian schemes and methods of 
thinking. 

Authorities on international law are very careful in using 



such terms. They treat sovereignty and independence as 
synonymous and use them with substantial qualifications. 

Judge Phillimore summarizes the "rights" incident to 
sovereignty as follows : 

1. The right to a free choice settlement, and alteration of 
the internal government without the intermeddling of any 
foreign State. 

2. The right to territorial inviolability, and the free use and 
enjoyment of property. 

3. The right of self-preservation, and this by the defence 
which prevents, as well as by that which repels, attack. 

4. The right to a free development of national resources of 
commerce.. 

5. The right of acquisition, whether original or derivative, 
both of territorial possessions and of rights. 

6. The right of absolute and uncontrolled jurisdiction over 
all perions and things within, and in certain exceptional cases 
without the limits of the territory. 

7. The right of a state to afford protection to her lawful 
subjects wheresoever situated. 

8. The right to the recognition by foreign states of the 
National Government. 

9. The right to external marks of honors and respect. 

JO. The right of entering into international covenants 'or 
treaties with foreign stales. 

These are the so-called rights of independence, or sovereignty, 
recognized in international law. They are not very tangible, and 
are always subjected to many limitations. There is nothing in 
the proposed consdtution of the League of Nations that will 
materially alter them. 

Frederic R. Coudert, a member of the largest American law 
firm specializing in international law, indorses the draft. He 
believes that the basis of the League will be the union of the 
English speaking commonwealth, augmented by such nations as 
will promise to live up to the adopted standards of international 
relations. To do this it is necessary to cast away narrow 
nationalism and adopt instead the broader international view. 

Answering opponents of the league in Congress and elsewhere 
Mr. Coudert said : 

" In order that the ideas that inspired the league be realized, 
it is necessary that partisanship be eliminated, superficial 
objections answered, erroneous ideas of national sovereignty, 
mostly made in Germany put aside, and a moral and intellectual 
approval of the Nation marshaled behind its President spokes- 
man in the superb and inspiring attempt to apply the federative 
principle on a world scale to bring about a better system and a 
firmer foundation for international law and morality. 

"the United States cannot and in fact never has lived in 
isolation. The Seven Years' War as well as those wars inci- 
dent to the French Revolution and Napoleon, involved the 
American colonies and the American Nation. We can be 
indifferent to nothing which threatens world strife. 

" The instinct of peoples the world over understands the 
necessity for a League of Nations. Two powerful forces or 
ideas are at work — that which makes for national self-conscious- 
ness and that which aims at a wider organization of humanity. 
Nationality must be recognized and its rights asserted and 
maintained, not by an appeal to force, but to the association of 
nations, which, having recognized in principle the justice of 
those claims, is now creating a mechanism for overcoming the 
difificulties incident to their just application." 

These are the views held by most international law authorities. 
They could easily marshal many technical objections to the 
draft ; but they realize that there is something much greater 
than technical restructions and principles involved — namely the 
confederation of humanity, which can only be based upon the 
instinctive moral laws and mutual trust. It would be prevented 
by the strict application of adverse legal technicalities. 

And their American international legal authority, after criti- 
cising the chief objections raised against the League in Con- 
gress, said : 

"It was one or the most potent arguments in favor of the 
League from our point of view that it will render unnecessary 
the further assertion of the Monroe Doctrine, since by the terms 
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1)11 that evoked its enunciation must 

"Conscious of our power and sense of justice, we sliould be 
ishamed to hesitate at all times to submit our cause to the 
arbitrament of the civilized nations as represented by the League. 

" It is said that we are surrendering our own independence 
and a-e plunging into the quarrels of other countries that do not 
concern us in the defiance of the warnings of the founders of the 
Republic. And yet international arbitration has been the key- 
note of all our modern diplomacy. Is it possibly that we 
shall ever have a quarrel so unjust that we will insist 
upon being prosecutor, judge,' and jury? If we are sur- 
rendering our sovereign right to decide for or against war it is 
a noble surrender, a surrender to the judgment of mankind, 
which in like manner is surrendering its right to decide to us. 
There is not and can no longer be a quarrel between nations 
resulting in barbaric war that does not directly concern us both 
in our material prosperity and as a potent factor in the brother- 
hood of man. 

" If we are now to forgo this great opportunity for world 
service to what end have we fought this war ? We will de- 
servedly cease to be the great moral power of the world that we 
have become by sheer force of our unselfishness and idealism. 
Shall we have the courage to take the next step forward or are 
we cowards and braggarts after all ? That is the real issue we 
are now called upon to decide." 

It is singular that the principal objections to the proposed 
League have been raised in America and France. But they 
have been raised not by political and legal authorities, who are 
unanimously in favor of the League. The objections have been 
made by men who are moved by fear and narrowness of spirit. 
Therefore their objections will not seriously modifiy the pro- 
posed plans. 

The League, unfortunately, is being developed by politicians 
lacking high qualifications. There is not one statesman of com- 
manding ability engaged in the work. This great historical oc- 
casion has found the world deficient in leadership. We must 
therefore overlook errors and injustices. 

The League promises to do injustice at the start. Many pro- 
posals have been made which, if carried out, will lead to endless 
troubles and work continual injustice. 

One injustice to the whole Christian world, which, owing to 
the political underhand work that has been done, promises to be 
committed by the League at an early date in its career, will be 
the giving of Palestine to the Jews. The Jews have not the 
slightest historical claim to that country. They have never pos- 
sessed it ; and never were in a majority there. History indi- 
cates that when they were exiled from Egypt, the country of 
their origin for their immorality and crimes, they settled in 
Arabia, and scattered over the earth. While in Arabia, they 
were always subject to the rule of a higher race. 

They have shown themselves a degenerate people, as most 
people are who's blood is so largely negroid, and they will be 
unable to rule themselves. Besides, the Jewish State will be 
used as a means for corrupting the world's governments. How 
this may be done has been indicated by the leaders of Zionism. 
The Jewish ambassadors will be important agents in this work. 

Palestine has always been inhabited by the Arabs. They are 
now, and always have been, in the majority there. They despi.se 
the character of the Jews as much as any people, and strongly 
oppose the proposed stealing of Palestine. This will form a 
bad precedent if it is unfortuantely carried out. A Jewish state 
would become a rattlesnake in international politics. 

It is not probable that the League will free the Koreans from 
dominance by Japan. The Japanese have been operating on 
German principles in the Orient and have done much injustice, 
which is calling for a remedy. Her dishonerable, work in 
China is universally known ; but that is only a amall part of the 
evil the Japanese people art- responsible for. 

The spoliation of Korea by Japan is briefly summarized in 
the petition of the Korean people to the Peace Conference, 
asking its aid which asserts that: 

" Firstly — for 4,000 years Korea was an independent nation. 
Secondly — The Kingdom of Korea during the last few 



hundred years of its existence paid tribute in native produce 
to China. Chine did not interfere with the internal administra- 
tion of the country, which had its own administration and was 
entirely independent. 

Thirdly — Using as a pretext the independence of Korea, 
Japan went to war with China in 1894., and 1895. The treaty 
of Shimonoseki admitted the independence of Korea, which 
was recognized by various foreign powers. Japan's assistance 
of Korea, which was only a pretext for the purpose of robbing 
Korea of its sovereignty, and was actually in fulfilment of 
Japan's purpose to injure the Korean administration. 

Fourthly — In 1904 Japan went to war with Russia. She 
declared that the war was fought to maintain the independence 
of Korea. 

Fifthly — Japan annexed Korea in 1910, abandoning her 
national honor and treaty obligations. The act was in total 
defiance of moral principles. That was in an age when might 
made right and no nation offered objection or extended pity to 
Korea. 

Sixtly — Under the pressure of Japan, the insane Emperor 
of Korea gave up the sovereignty of the country. 

Seventhly — One man, Liwan Yung, knew about this act. 
Can one man give privately one nation to another nation ? Is 
it a thing to be pawned ? This was not the action of the 
nation but of its Emperor. 

Eightly — Japan surrounded the Korean Emperor's palace 
with troops of a model army and spies were placed everywhere 
to terrorize the Koreans. 

Ninthly — Paying them well, Japan bought the traitors of 
Korea. Many refused to accept the filthy money and those 
who could not be bought were imprisoned. 

Japan is a member of the Allied Nations and will probably 
not be asked to correct the evils of her corrupt diplomacy. 

The. British Dominions are recognized as separate nations; 
but, they will have no vote in the League. They will be 
inferior to Sweden and Switzerlann in political significance 
and power. Many such injustices will be unremedied, or 
perpetrated by the League. And these will cause endless 
political unrest throughout the world until they are finally 
adjusted. They are so fundamentally wrong, that they must 
sooner or later be remedied. 

The League will start, then, by overlookiug many injustices 
and by doing injustice. This will mean a troublesome career, 
until better statesmanship prevails. 

Nevertheless, the world now keenly seeks the means for 
administering the moral laws among nations, so that justice 
may prevail universally, and that government may be based 
upon the consent of the people governed, and by the organized 
consent of mankind. This can be supplied by the proposed 
League of Nations, if it functions properly. It will function 
properly if it is completely based upon mutual trust and general 
goodwill. Instead of advancing objections to the proposals 
for a new international state and legislative and judicial body, 
we should give it the fullest support. There is little to lose 
by giving the new State a trial. If it fails, it will disintegrate, 
and leave conditions no worse than they now are. If it succeeds 
it will be one of the greatest of the world's moral triumphs.

Wars, pe~.tilences, 
disasters on land -and sea alike take their toll of preciou-. lives. 
And yet with ho^v high a courage, with hnv unqn^incnable a 
hope men and woinen face life's tasks and smile amidst their 
tears. There are doubtlciS other ways of accounting fur it, but 
it seems to me that the secret is found in the pledge and 
promise which are ours by reason of Christ's victory. The 
Conqueror of death holds the keys. He can and He will un- 
lock the gates of the grave. His unalterable word is " I am 
the Resurrection and the Life. He that believeth in Me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live." That is the promise 
which saves us from despair. 

A little child said to me one day, as she waiched a funeral 
procession pass the house, " Is every body going to die ?'

The 
thought that this must be simply seemed to break the child's 
heart, until I added " But they do not really die!

g-jf-oE'? <?^ ©^ N the Greek Church, in Petrograd, Easter time is 
Pcrr.n] I \j) f^\ celebrated with impressive ceremony. Thousands 
• assemble at midnight in the sp.icious sanctuary to 

wail for the good news. After a long delay the 
golden doors of the Holy of Holies are thrown 
open and the Metropolitan advances and announ- 
ces, •' Christ is risen." At once the cry, " He is risen " is 
caught up by the people and glad shouts resound throughout 
the building and f<ir beyond it. The bells ring, the cannon 
roar, the ciiy becomes aflame with light and the gladness of the 
hour is universal and indescribable. If such joy as that may 
be experienced when people expect the glad tidings, who can 
imagine the joy. of the first followers of Jesus, heart-broken 
on account of his death, when it became known that their Friend 
Master, Healer acd Teacher, had risen ? They did not expect 
Him to rise again ; the great truth was beyond their compre- 
hension ; and when assured of the glorious fact, defeat was 
suddenly turned into victory, the gloom of the grave was ex- 
changed for the brightness of the resurrection, and the enthu- 
siasm born of that wonderful event bore them through sorrow, 
toil, suffering and even death. 

In our Easter joy the element of surprise is lacking. All 
through the darkness of Friday and Saturday we are certain 
that the light of Easter will break upon the earth in all its 
effulgence, and that He whom in thought we followed to 
Calvary really lives, exalted at the Father's right hand. And 
yet our Easter joy is very real ; for we understand, as the early 
disciples in that glad hours could not, the meaning and '.mplica- 
tions of His resurrection. In the open tomb of Easter morning 
we see the seal of heaven placed upon the great work of 
redemption, and earth becomes flooded with radiance divine as 
the glory of the Lord is risen upon us. 



Further we see in the resurrection of Christ a new beginning. 
God's fair creation was early marred and defaced by sin, and the 
penalty of sin was visited upon the entire human family. But our 
Easier joy is enhanced by the conviction that at last One has ap- 
peared who is not subject to the penally of sin ; who not only com- 
mitted no bin for which He must suffer, but who has introduced 
into the world a new principle of holiness which shall ultimately 
prevail, abolishing sin and establishing a new earth in which 
shall dwell righteousness. 

Present day conditions indeed may seem to give little en- 
couragement to the seer who is watching for the brighter day, 
and he may despair of ever witnessing it ; but involved in the 
resurrection of Christ is the final overthrow of evil, and to Him 
every knee shall bow. 

This old world, sin-scarred and weighed down with iniquity, 
beholds in the light of Easter a happier day, when war and 
hatred and malice and drunkenness and blasphemy and 
immorality and suffering and tears and agony shall disappear 
and " all things sljall be made new." 

" The Tabernacle of God is with man and He shall dwell 
with them " — 

" To accomplish all — -more tlian all things. 
Far traii.scending all our prayer.s, all our imaginings. 
To an extent whose measure is that mighty impulse which 
thrills us through." 

But the Easter victory was not over sin only, but also over 
death. Sin and death are twin brothers arriving together and 
doomed by the resurrection of Christ to disappear together. 
Up to the first Easter morning the world burdened with graves 
and every other accompaniment of death, seemed to recognize 
one rule as supreme — the rule of death. A never-ending pro- 
cession consisting of the entire human family was moving to 
the bourne from whence none had returned. The few cases of 
re-animation for a brief period could scarcely be regarded as 
exceptions to the rule. But on the first Easter morning an 
exception occurred. The guarded tomb was opened, and the 
occupant came forth victor over death. That empty tomb out- 
side the walls of Jerusalem iiore incontrovertible evidence to a 
radical change in the order. The reign of death was suddenly 
transformed into a reign of life. The processional march to the 
grave continued, but it was no longer from life to death ; it was 
henceforth from life mortal to life immortal. The Christ could 
not be holden by death, neither can those for whom He suffered 
and whose representative He became. He came forth to pass 
through its portals no more, and took with him the keys. He is 
Lord of all, including the realm of departed spirits. Well may 
Tennyson sing. 

" Thou madest death and lo, thy foot 
Is on the skull which thou hast made." 

That new event in history which took place on Easter morn- 
ing was not therefore an isolated event; it was the bursting 
open of the barriers of the tomb that all may go free. For a 
day is coming '-in which all that are in their graves shall 
hear his voice and shall come forth." No wonder then that 
we hail Easter as a season of great spiritual joy and 
gladness. 

" Not for Himself alone 
He fought, and won that glorious life ■. 
For us He conquered in the strife, 
That we might make His victory our own. 
And rise with Him before the Father's throne. 

Thus hath the Saviour brought 
Our immortality to light I 
O may He tarry in our sight. 
That, clinging fast to Him with every thought. 
We may partake the triumph He has wrought."

of Kniijhthood, being accorded the distinction of 
a K.C.M.G. This is a recognition to the Oversea Dominions 
which has now come to be recognized as a suitable compli- 
ment to the Prime Minister of a Dominion Government, but not 
every public man is privileged to enjoy it so early in his official 
career as Sir William Lloyd has attained to it. He assumed 
the Premiership only twelve months previously and has thus

won the two highest distinctions in the gift of the Crown with 
reference to a self-governing Dominion within that short period. 
But the circumstances are most exceptional. He has held 
office during the most eventful period in the annals of New- 
foundland and gained his Privy Councillorship in service in the 
closing conference of the war, while his Knighthood comes in 
recognition of his presence at the Peace Conference which 
completely overshadows anything of like occurrence in the 
history of the world. 

It is a great experience which has fallen to the lot of Sir 
William Lloyd, an experience that he alone among the public 
men attending at Paris and London can rejoice in. All the 
other prominent figures from the Mother Country and oversea 
Dominions and the Allied Nations have served long and 
arduous apprenticeships before attaining the positions they 
occupy, but he has jumped into the arena fully armed, as it 
were, and taken his place at the Council Board with but slight 



preparation, and yet we have the confidence that he has proved 
himself quite equal to the honour and the responsibility that 
''"■ 'nllen upon him. In his case it must be remembered that 
ng and exhaustive studies in Constitutional Law and the 
ij.^jiAems associated therewith had equipped him for the task as 
few others of our public men are equipped, and that the im- 
portant and complicated queations that will be submitted to the 
Delegates from day to day will not take him unawares. 
Through him Newfoundland enjoyed the signal honour at the 
first Session of the Peace Congress of being one of the five 
delegates representing the British Empire as a whole ; the other 
four being Premier Lloyd George, Mr. A. J. Balfour, Mr. 
Bonar Law, and Mr. George Barnes of the War Cabinet; and 
he also served on important committees in connection with 
transport shipping labours, and air flight problems, all three 
being subjects in which Newfoundland has a very direct and 
special interest, and in which his knowledge of our country and 
its conditions must have proved of good service. Altogether 
he spent six weeks in Paris and only retui'ned because of the 
much prolongati6n of the Sessions of the Peace Conference 
and because of the need of giving attention and of being on 
hand for the opening of our own Legislative Session and the 
business to be put through thereat. As he had fully acquainted 
the Imperial Authorities of Newfoundland's position with regard 
to the various questions to arise, and as he had for six weeks 
previously being in attendance at the Imperial War Cabinet 
taking up questions wherein Newfoundland was interested he 
will not revisit the Old Country this year unless he is called 
there by the Imperial Authorities to discuss questions pertam- 
ing to this Country which may come up then. 

It must be a source of great satisfaction to Sir William Lloyd, 
as a native of the Motherland, to find that in this all-important 
crisis in the Empire's history, an Englishman, in the person of 
himself, has been chosen Premier of England's Oldest Colony, 
and that in this respect he ranks with the Premiers of Australia 
and New Zealand, both of whom emigrated to the Colonies in 
their younger days, as he did. Sir William Lloyd, like them, is 
a self-made man, who has largely educated himself, increasing 
his stores of knowledge by self-instruction at night and during 
odd hours while earning his livelihood as a pupil teacher, and 
who when he came to Newfoundland, pursued the same 
practice, passing his examination for his legal degrees at 
London University and Victoria University, while a master at 
Bishop Feild College and later while studying law in this city. 

Returning as he does, for what will probably be the last 
session of the present Legislature, we look forward to see our 
Premier and his colleagues submit in the near future to both 
Houses a program of reconstruction measures which will go far 
to aid Newfoundland in coping with tne new and changed con- 
ditions to wtiich the aftermath of the war will give rise. This 
country cannot expect to escape the experience of all its 
neighbors and tranform itself back to the canditions which pre- 
vailed liere five years ago, before the throbbing of the war drum 
was heard, without facing economic conditions of an exceptional 
and in some cases distressing character, any more than other 
parts of the world can do so, and therefore it is only reasonable 
to resume that the knowledge gained by Premier Lloyd while in 
London and Paris the past three months, can be broujht to 
bear on the consideration of the issues which this country will 
have to take to meet these new conditions, with the greatest 
advantage to the people and the country.

Great, was born at Cahir, -County Tipperary, Ireland, in the 
year 1S46. When twenty years of age he came to Newfound- 
land and entered into business with the late Hon. \V. J. S. 
l")onnelly at Harbor Grace. After some few years he came to 
St. John's, and for about ten years was idendfied with the firm 
of the late Hon. L. O'Brien ; and then he began business in his 
own name on Water Street. He joined the Benevolent Irish

Society in 1875, and became at once an active member of that 
progressive body. For fourteen years he was Chairman of 
Reviews and Correspondence, and for several years Treasurer ; 
both of those positions he filled with credit to himself and profit 
to the Society. In 1895 he was elected President, and he has 
held this responsible office ever since. 

In the 1900- General Election he successfully contested the 
District of Ferryland'; took his seat in the House of Assembly; 
was immediately made a member of the Executive; after four 
years entered the Legislative Council, and received the crowning 



honour of a useful and blameless life the day His Holiness 
Pope Benedict XV. made him a Knight Commander of the 
Order of St. Gregory. 

That Mr. Ryan has well merited the Pontifical honour, those 
who know him can heartily attest. In every endeavour con- 
nected with charitable, educational and church work he has 
been more than generous. A staunch Catholic — Mr. Ryan is 
no bigot — but is one of those who believe that religious views 
should be no bar to success in the social and commercial world, 
and while intensely devoted to his Church he has a broad 
charity for all his fellow citizens. A keen-minded and shrewd 
business man, Mr. Ryan has reached a foremost place in the 
commercial life of the Dominion, and the ability and energy 
which he gave to his own business he also devoted to the 
public welfare, particularly to the interests of the Irish Society 
and to the schools which have grown and flourished under the 
protection of the Society. Admiring members tell with grati- 
tude of his years of earnest work and are especially appreciative 
of his saving efforts when, after the Bank Crash, the Society 
was in financial distress. 

Mr. Ryan has tried. to hide his good works but fortunately he 
has only partially succeeded, for secrets have leaked out and 
whispers have been heard of his large donations to Churches, 
Convents and Orphanages, while many a poor family and many 
men who, unknown to the world were in sore need, have been 
generously assisted and encouraged by him. It is safe to say 
that nobody grudges him the Distinction he has received, and 
people of all churches have united in wishing him many years 
to enjoy his new honours, and in those wishes the Quarterly 
joins. 

The Order of St. Gregory, of which Mr. Ryan is now a 
Knight Commander, was founded by Pope Gregory XVI. in 
183 1 and put under the patronage of St. Gregory the Great and 
is one of the highest distinctions given to laymen. It has two 
divisions. Military and Civil, each of which is divided into four 
classes. Mr. Ryan has received the highest honour in the Civil 
Class. The decoration of the Order is a red enamelled gold 
cross in the centre of which is a blue medallion on which is 
impressed in gold the image of St. Gregory. The ribbon of 
the Order is red, with orange borders. The cross is surmounted 
by a crown of gold oak leaves. The costume worn at ceremonies 
is a dress coat of dark green, open in front and covered on 
breast and back with embroideries in the form of oak leaves, 
white trousers with silver side stripes, a bicornered hat and a 
sword complete the costume.

i^.S'-HEN someone speaks of Bell Island to an outsider, 
'"^ he exclaims — "Bell Island ! where's that?" Such 
' monumental ignorance! But this is eclipsed by 
the recent declaration of another " outsider" who 
authoritatively declared that " there's nothing on 
Bell Island except shovelling ore." 
We are too busy here to spend time expressing in print our 
resentment at such lamentable exhibitions of mental crudity, 
except when some opportunity occurs which we can utilize as a 
screen whereon to paint one or two movie pictures. This op- 
portunity recently arose by the departure of Mi. J. J. McDougall 
who had been manager of the Dominion Iron and Steel Com- 
pany's plant at Bell Island since the war began. Mr. McDougall

is a young man, as can be seen from his photo ; but wi:h rare 
capacity for management, he kept the work of the Plant going 
amid a continuous recurrence of obstacles that might have 
daunted the energies of an older man. If it be true as Carlyle 
says "that the history of a period is epitomised in the great men 
of that period," then the history of Bell Island for the past four 
years (as far as the Dominion Iron and Steel Company's Plant 
is concerned) is epitomised in Mr. McDougall's work. The 
various addresses that were presented to Mr. McDougall at his 
departure summarize the sentiments of the people regardirg his 
work and character. These addresses spoke of the community's 
"great loss" by his departure; of its appreciation of his "good 
work"; of the' "success which had attended his managerial 
duties"; eulogised his "patriotic efforts during the war"; and 
paid tribute to his "impartiality, his generosity, charity and large- 
heartedness." 

Mr. McDougall's work on Bell Island is another illustration 
of the good a man in a prominent position is capable of doing. 
He encouraged education in every possible manner, and en- 
deavoured to provide various means of recreation for the working 
men. It was through his efforts that the Movie Theatre is now 
an established institution on the Island. He was an enthusiastic 
member of the Bell Island Curlers' Association, a practical 
advocate of improved methods of farming, and a prominent 
factor in our present telephone extension. In some future issue, 
we hope to give illustrations of the Church of England .Academy 
and St. Edward's Convent, both built within the past two years, 
in the erection of which Mr. McDougall aided very considerably. 

The following two facts will give an idea, indefinite though 
it may be, of one of Newfoundland's industrial centres. During 
the four years that Mr. McDougall was manager, the Dominion 
Company shipped over three million tons of oie and paid in 
wages over four inillion dollars. 

But apart from its industrial importance, the geological history 
of Bell Island bears within it a romance of the deepest interest. 
If, as Sir Edward Clodd says in his " Story of Creation," that 
"the great beds of iron ore which occur in its (Laurentian) 
rocks, are due to the action of animal and plant life," then the

jrehistoric animals and plants on Bell Island must h.ive worked 
loiible .'■hifts to lay down the thirty-five hundred iiiillion tons of 
are ihat Mr. Edwin C. Eckel, a United States geologist says is 
economically available at Bell Island. 

It is only the man of gross maierial mind, with no spark of 
romance in him that says: "There's nothing on Bell Island 
;xcept shovelling ore." Listen to what Albert Orion Hayes 
of Princeton University has to say of Bell Island ? Mr. Hayes 
spent the snminer of 19 12 at Bell Island. He looked at it with 
life 6)6 of the scientist and the romancist. Thousands of peo- 
ple have passed up and down Compressor Hill (one of the main 
streets) and with bat-like or owl-like eyes have seen nothingr. 
But this is what Albert Orion Hayes saw: (see page 67 of his 
Report). 

"At the close of the deposition of the Dominion bed at the 
top of Zone 2 (along Compressor Hill) a disconformity occurs, 
immediately above which, layers of oolitic pytite alternating with 
beds of fi-.sile black shale are found which hold an abundant 
fauna of graplolites identified as Diflymograptus Nilidus. As- 
sociated with the graptolites are planktonic organisms, brachi- 
bpods, orthoceratites and other foi^sils." 

The ihouaht of how these little brachiopods and marine algae 
labouring through aeons and aeons, elaborated the simple 



mi 



elements of the ocean into siderite, chamosite and hematite is 
surely capable of enthusing the most lethargic imagination. 

But coming down to every day life: We do not pretvind that 
Bell Island is a paradise of social and civic perfection. \\'e 
need no elevators to reach the top fiats of our public buildings; 
nor are we bothered as yet whether we shall have concrete or 
asphalt side walks. But we have a telegraph office and a post 
office, and when the weather is good we hear from the outside 
world. We have a passenger and freight tramway, two brass 
and a fife band, a photographic studio, three drugstores, three 
doctors, a public library, a poet who has had the courage to 
publish his poems, and a poetess whose poems are yet unpub- 
lished, a inovie theater, a curling rink paying heavy dividends, 
a model hennery, six churches, nine schools, and the largest per- 
centage of illiterates outside the Congo Free State. There are 
a few crazy people advocating reforins ; but these reformers 
have lost sight of the main truths of cosmic philosophy. 
Professor Lecky says in his "History of European Morals" : 

"Definite arguments have an extreinely small influence in 
determining the advancement of an individual or a nation and 
every great improvement is determined by the inle/kc/ual coiuii- 
tion of the community". 

So it seems we shall have to wait for improvements till our 
intellectual condition improves.

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~T is with the profoundest regret that we record the death 
f, of the Hon. Charles H. Emerson, K.C., Registrar of the 
"" Supreme Court, which occurred at Boston on Tuesday, the 
iSth of February, after a brief attack of pneumonia. Mr. 
Emerson accompanied by Mrs. Emerson had left St. John's a 
fortnight previously to undergo a slight operation. This had 
Dcen successfully performed, when he was stricken with a 
severe attack of pneumonia to which he succumbed. 

Charles H. Emerson was born on the 29th August 1S63, son 
of the late John .\rchibald Emerson. He was educated at 
Bishop Feild College, and after finishing his college course 
spent about a little over a year in North Dakota. Returning 
here, he commenced the study of law with his uncle, the late 
Prescott Emerson, and on his decease entered the office of

McNeily & McNeily. In 189 1 he was admitted to the Bar 
and took Silk in 1906. In 19 17 he was appointed Registrar of 
the Supreme Court, succeeding the late Donald Browning, and 
was also the Secretary of the Law Society. As Registrar he 
proved himself aamirably adapted for this responsible office, 
maintaining it at a high standard of efficiency. 

Mr. Emerson had a long and successful political life. His 
first contest dated back to 1894. when he unsuccessfully con- 
tested the District of Burgeo and LaPoile at a bye-election. At 
the General Election of 1900 he was retured, but four years 
later was defeated by a narrow majority. In the fall of 1908 
he was elected for the adjoining district of Fortune Bay in the 
interests of the Morris party. This was the deadlock election. 
When the Spring decision was made, the honour was again 
accorded, and he was appointed a member of the Executive 
Council without portfolio. At the last election, in 1913, Fortune 
Bay re-elected him with an increased majority. In both the 
House of Assembly and Executive Council he gave freely of 
his talents, and as a District representative he held a splendid 
record for efficiency and thoroughness. His resignation follow- 
ed his appointment as Registrar in November 1917 ; and the 
title of honourable was conferred upon him for life. 

Despite his many public activities Mr. Emerson found time 
to take a deep interest in the welfare of St. Thomas's Church, 



of which he was an esteemed member. For many years he was 
Lay Delegate to the Diocesao Synod, and at the time of his 
death was one of the members of the Select Vestry. 

He was also a member of the Masonic Fraternity and imme- 
diate Past Master of St. Andrew's Lodge ; having filled the 
chair for two years with much success. 

A keen huntsman and fisher, he took great interest in preserv- 
ing the game birds and fishes of the country, and since its inau- 
guration was a member of the Game and Inland Fisheries Board. 
Mr. Emerson had many interests and many friends ; and whether 
as ;5oIitician, lawyer, Court official or citizen he was held in 
highest esteem. His unexpected demise will break many aft'ec- 
tionate lies and bring sorrow to many circles. He leaves as 
immediate family connections a wife and two children, Mr, Fred. 
Emerson, solictor, and Miss Clara, to whom we offer sincere 
sympathy.

B. Grieve, C.B.E., to 

ii the Legislative Council restores to that Chamber the 

services of a member whose debating ability coupled with 

his sound common sense had been very distinctly missed since 

his resignation from the Council some twenty years previously. 

As chief of the firm of Messrs. Baine, Johnston & Company, Mr. 

Grieve is known throughout the Island as one of the most 

shrewd and capable of our business men, and withal one who is 

noted for his genial disposition and kindliness of heart. He 

was born in St. John's on .-Vugust 19th, 1850. His education 

was obtained at Abbey Park, St. Andrew's, and Glasgow 

University, Scotland. When he had completed his studies he 

entered the offices of Messrs. Baine & Johnston, Greenock, and 

'remained tb«re until 1870. He then came out to St. John's, 

nd two years later assumed control of the firm of Baine, 
Johnston & Company here. The activities of this firm under 
his management are many and varied and embrace almost al' 
departments of the fisheries of the Colony. In addition there 

re important branches of the firm at Bonavista and at Battle 
.larbour, Labrador. Although a busy man, Mr. Grieve finds 
time to take an active interest in the affairs of the Episcopal 
"hurch and has been associated with many projects for the 

-.rther advancement of its interests in the community. He 
was at one time President of the Chamber of Commerce when 
that body flourished here ; and later was President of the 
Board of Trade. He also took a prominent part in politics. 
He was elected to represent the District of Bonavista in 1882, 
and in 1885 was returned for Trinity, but was unsuccessful at 
the polls in 1893 with the Grieve-Munro party. Later he was 
appointed to the Legislative Council but he had to resign 
owing to the pressure of his business interests. On the out- 
break of War he took a foremost part in the work of the 
Patriotic Association. He has been one of the Vice-Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, Chairman of the Forestry Battalion 
Organization Committee, Secretary of the Recruiting Committee 
and Vice-Chairman of the Patriotic Fund, besides participating 
actively in the work of various other committees. He was 
awarded the distinction of Officer of the Order of the British 
Empire for his war activities, and later created Commander of 
the Order. His only son, Robert, joined the Nfid. Regiment 
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Hon. Jesse Whiteway, MX.G. 

'><'. Jesse Whiteway, who has recently been appointed a 
member of the Legislative Council of Newfoundland, was 
born at Musgrave Harbour fifty-six years ago. There 
he received his early education, subsequently attending the 
Methodist Academy in St. John's. At the age of thirteen he 
entered the employ of the late R. Harvey, and ten years later 
went into business in partnership with his brother, Mr. R. H. 
Whiteway. After a period of five years the partnership was 
dissolved, and he commenced business on his own account. 
Following the 1892 fire he opened business opposite the General 
Post Office, where, until a year ago he was located. Owing to

the increasing growth of his concern he removed further West, 
and is now established in one of the finest locations on Water 
Street. Through his business qualifications and untiring efforts 
he has attained success despite the many handicaps with which 
the business man is confronted. His interest does not alone lie 
in commercial concerns, and he has found time to take an active 
interest in public affairs. In 1904 he contested Trinity Bay 
with Messrs. Watson and Warren, but was defeated. Later, how- 
ever, in 190S he was elected for the District of Bay de Verde, 
and in 1913 came within a few votes of again earring the seat. 
He is an active and prominent member of the Methodist Church 
and is also one of the Directors of the Newfoundland Clothing 
Company.

Mr. Presidenf and fionourabSe Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Council: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Honourable ifouse of 
Assembly: 

It is with mingled sentiments of pride and thankfulness that 
I greet you to-day ; pride in the wonderful success of the Allied 
arms in the great world war which ended in November last ; 
and thankfulness at the termination of a conflict which has 
caused untold miseries to the greater portion of the human race. 
I trust that from the wreck and devastation of the war, better, 
more enduring and happier conditions may arise, ushering in a 
new era of peace and content which will in some measure justify 
and atone for the great sacrifices of blood and treasure which 
have been poured forth so freely and unselfishly upon the altar 
of Liberty. , 

At the time of the last Session of this Legislature it wil/ be 
remembered that the fortunes of the Allies were most critical 
and the war situation was of the utmost gravity. Under these 
circumstances a Bill was introduced to postpone for a second 
time the General Election, and the Legislature then determined 
that the term of the present Assembly should be liinited to April 
30th, 1919. 

Thanks, however, to the almost superhuman exertions made 
by the Allies, the continued pressure of the Navy and the tena- 
city and sustained gallantry of the soldiers, the situation under- 
went such a change during the later part of the summer and 
autumn that armistices have been signed with the enemies. The 
victory for which we had been hoping and praying has been 
achieved. The Peace Conference, which followed the conclu- 



sion of hostilities, has been in session soiie months, Problems 
■ of international significance and far-reaching importance, which 
may call for Legislative action and approval, are in course of 
settlement at the Conference and my Ministers feel that the 
Government should be in a position to call the Assembly 
together whenever necessary without any undue delay. 

There are many problems of first-class importance connected 
with the demobilization of our soldiers and sailors, their re-estab- 
lishment in civil life, the making of provision for War debts and 
obligation, as well as questions of transportation by land and 
sea. which call for a new mandate from the country, and anewl) 
elected and full House of Assembly to deal with them. These 
• problems are urgent. 

The object for which the Legislature is now called togetiier 
is to make provision for that immediate appeal to the electorate, 
which the legislation of last session necessitates and to enable 
the use of the last Voters' List which was taken over twelve 
months ago. 

The work of completing another List would throw unneces- 
sary expense on the country, and cause delay in appealing to the 
electorate. 

Your consideration will be invited, therefore, to proposals for 
amending the Election Act, in order to legalize the use in the 
forthcoming General Election of the Voters' List taken in 1917. 
Care should be taken to ensure that the electoral qualifications 
of Newfoundlanders who have been serving in his Majesty's 
Naval and Military forces shall in no way be afTected by 
their absence abroad on active service during the period of the 
war, and you will be asked to approve an amendment to the Act 
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to this effect. You will be asked also to extend the franchise 

to Newfoundland sailors and soldiers, under the age of 2 1 years, 

who have been Overseas with His Majesty's Forces.

.Mr. President and Honourable Gentlemen oJ the Legisla- 
tive Council : 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Honourable House of 
Assembly : 
The tidings ot the death of Prince John stirred the sympa- 
thetic feelings of the King's devoted subjects thmughnut the 
'Dominion. It was my sad duty to convey to Their Majesties 
an expression of the sorrow and sympathy of our people in their 
affliction, which has knit even closer together the tie of love and 
k loyalty which bind us to the Throne. 

In response to a summons from the Right Honourable the 
► Secretary of State for the Colonies the Prime Minister attended 



during the summer the sittings of the Imperial War Cabinet 
and represented the Dominion in the discussion and determina- 
tion of vital issues connected with the conduct of the war. He 
also participated in the deliberations of the Imperial Conference 
which dealt with varied and complex problems affecting the 
present and future policy of the Empire. 

In November last, following upon the signing of the armistice 
the Prime Minister was recalled to London by the B itish 
Governinent to take his place in the Imperial War Cabinet in 
connection with the discussion and formulation of terms of 
peace. Later he proceeded to Paris with the British Empire 
delegation and took part in the Peace Conference there, actively 
interesting himself in all matters affecting or likely to affect the 
Dominion. Before returning home he represented Newfound- 
land's position to the Imperial authorities and received an 
assurance that our interests would be very carefully safeguarded. 

My Ministers decided to endeavor to raise locally as well as 
in Canada the moneys required for the continued prosecution 
of the war and issued a Victory War Loan. Their fjith in the 
patriotism and public spirit of the people was fully justified by 
the magnificent result achieved, the amount of the issue being 
considerably over-subscribed within a very short period. This 
response is most gratifying as an ev'dence of the confidence of 
our people in the resources and possibilities of the country. 

The continual gro^vth and expansion of our trade and com- 
merce of late years, combined with the increasing importance of 
our relations with the Mother Country, having emphnsized the 
necessity of adequate representation there, my Ministers 
arranged for the appointment of a High Commission in Lordon 
to look after the trade and commercial interests of the Doininion. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to extend a hearty welcome 
home to our sailors and soldiers who have represented Newfound- 
land so valiantly and well durin-i the past four \ears amid the 
changing fortunes and bitter hardships of war. Mere words 
cannot express our feelings of appreciation and admiration of 
their wonder' ul work. Their deeds are eloquent and pass to 
judgment before them. On sea and land and in the air their worth 
has been proven and their fame has spread far and wide. Those 
who have died for the Right have bequeathed us a precious leg- 
acy — the undying memory of duty performed even to the death, 
and the eternal fragrance of that lo\e which exceeds all others — 
that a man lay down his life for his friends. Their loss to the 
country can never be fully estimated because it is impossible to 
compute the value of the chivalry honor, self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion to duty which these men possessed in the highest degree. 
We can only endeavour to prove worthy of the glorious heritage 
which they have purchased for us at such a price. 

In taking leave of you I trust that your deliberations may 
conduce to the further welfare and prosperity of Newfoundland 
and that Devine Providence may guide you in the performance 
of your duties.

[^ HE efficiency of an army depends almost entirely 
-^^^ upon its morale. Morale, though a very powerful 
^X-«=t^J~0 quality, is yet one of the most elusive and intang- 
i\^\ SS^ ^'^'^ elements in any organization. In the army 
^^^^^^ we mean by morale that wonderful spirit under 
which the corporate existence of the battalion or 
division carried on its work. It belono;s to the whole, yet it 
is generated and exeniplified in the individual. It is the 
splendidly good morale of the 'British army which enabled its 
soldiers to meet unflinchingly tremendous odds, to conquer in 
the face of the impossible, and to put up with individual dis- 
comforts, hardships and terrors unimaginable. Briefly we might 
call jnorale " the temperature of the army." 

It will be seen readily how important morale was in the past 
great conflict. In these few notes I shall try to give to the 
readers of the Newfoundland Quarterly some idea of how 
the splendid morale of the British troops was produced and 
sustained during the long period of the war. The soldiers were 
human beings susceptible to every change to which the ordinary 
man is subject, and the tremendous conditions under which 
he lived and did his work made him even more susceptible to 
such changes. It proved an anxious and serious problem to them 
how to produce and sustain the good morale necessary. And 
here because it touches my own department (when I was at the 
front) I might mention what an important part in this problem 
was played by the army chaplains. 1 heard personally from 
the lips of generals in high command the commendation of the 
work of chaplains in this respect. The Deputy Chaplain 
General in speaking at a great meeting of chaplains in France 
told us how highly our work was valued on this account by the 
British Headquarters. And I had the qualification of having 
had expressed by my own commanding officer his pleasure in 
the part of producing and sustaining morale which I was myself 
enabled to play. I mention this in passing in order to show 
one of the elements which goes to make up the morale of an 
army — the spirit of religion, religion in its widest sense. 

But another very important factor in the production and 
.sustaining of morale is amusement ; and it is of that which I wish 
to write most of now. There is no doubt but that the numerous 



organizations, both military and voluntary, for the amusement 
and social welfare of the soldiers played a most important part 
in the winning of the great war. For the benefit of those 
readers who may not be familiar with the routine of work in 
]''rance I will give a general outline of the way in which a 
lattalion is worked. The work turns on "tours in the line." 
That meant that the battalion went into the advanced area for 
about three months. During that three months it lield the line 
for periods from four to eight days in and out. When out it 
caine back to soine camps about two or four miles back, anH 
"rested" so called, then went in for another four or eight days. 
At the end of a month or so the whole brigade might be sent 
back farther, say eighteen or twenty kilos for a week's rest. 
Then back again into the line until that sector was handed over 
to some other division or a big stunt took place. Then the 
whole division went back for perhaps twenty or thirty miles for 
four or five weeks " rest." It was in those periods of rest that 
"amusement" played its part in morale production. The day 
was usually filled with drill and work and ceremonial parades 
or practices foi;- them, but the evenings were free and were 
devoted to social relaxation. At such tiines the cnnteens, the 
concerts and clubs came into their own. The strain was lifted 
and the soldiers became again " social 'beings." I hat'e'in mind 
one of these clubs. I do not hesitate to say that it was the 
finest I knew in France and one altogether unique. A descrip- 
tion of it will admirably illustrate the part such institutions 
played in the British Army. 

We had come back from the line in Paschendale to spend 
" a rest " in Popenughe, about twenty kilos from the front line 
trenches. Prowling around this town I saw the sign " Talbot 
House " over a fine old house in the Rue de Hopital. I entered 
to investigate, and so came upon one of the most wonderful 
soldiers' clubs in France. The Rev. P. B. Clayton, M.C.C.F., 
was in charge, and a very wonderful person he was. The 
marvelous spirit, the courage, and wisdom with which he con- 
ducted that institution confounded me. The house owed its 
popularity and its usefulness entirely to this unique man. I 
speedily made it the headquarters of my Newfoundland and 
Hampshire regimental activities. The institution itself was 
called the " Talbot House " in memory of the son of the Bishop 
of Winchester. It consisted, as I have said, of a whole house in 
the principal street in the town of Popenughe. On the ground 
floor, as I remember, was a Canteen in which could be 
purchased almost anything imaginable. A music room lay to 
the back of the canteen, and opposite this was the kitchen in 
which could be produced at a moments notice hot tea and 
coffee. At the rear of the house was the concert room and 
gardens. But the second floor proved a veritable soldiers

r>'' ., a games room, and a 

library provuieu mat rest lor body aiul mind which all found so 
vefreshiiio; in those days. There many a time 1 found the 
Newfoundland boys seizino the opportunity of writing in ease 
and comfort to their loved ones at home. On this floor was 
the den of the marvelous man who •' ran the show." And what 
a wonderful room that was. Over the door ran the legend 
'•Abandon rank all ye who enter here," and I really believe it 
was the only place in France where all met in perfect equalitv. 
There you ate and drank, talked and joked, all alike — colonel, 
major, private, sergeant, airman, infantry, artillery, invalid and 
whole, all in one delightful jumble. But not always jumble. 
Many were the questions seriously and thoughtfully debated 
there. Many were the topics upon which one got opinions from 
rank and file, expert and amateur, English and Colonial. It 
must have been the must wonderful room in France 1 

On the ne.\t story were the Staff's quarters and two or three 
billiard tables, and leading from this to the attic, a steep difficult 
staircase took you to the crowning glory of Talbot House — the 
Chapel. I am fortunate in being able to give you a photo of it. . 
I expect the whole has long since been destroyed. The last 
time I went through the town it was becoming intensely un- 
healthy. This picture gives an idea of what loving hands 
could accomplish even in the midst of desolation and destruc- 
tion. This chapel was first marie by the Queen's Westminster 
Rifles. The hangino's came from the Bishop's Chapel at South- 
wark. The i4ih M M.G. presented the "stained glass" 
windows and various other gifts came from the Guards, the 
R.F.A., R.E., and R.A.M.C., etc., besides many personal 
memorials. In this Chapel was celebrated the Holy Eucharist 
on Sundays at 6.30 a.m., 7 30 a.rn. and i r.30 a.m., (choral) and 
on week days at 7.30 a.m. And it was here in this place that 
I had the inestimable privilege of giving the Blessed Sacrament 
to the officers and men of the Royal Newfoundland Regirnent 
and 2nd Hampshires last Easter. Up those steep steps climbed 
manj; an earnest young lad to receive his Blessed Master for 
the last time on earth. VVliat a " ladder to glory " those stairs 
have been, what a foretaste of heaven that little room in the 
attic of Talbot House ! Such was then one of the best .-norale 
producing establishments that I knew in France. Here sancti- 
fied jollitv and genuine mirth fortified the men to go forth once 
again and face — yes face anything on earth. And I shall ever 
count it one of the greatest honours of my life that I was per- 
mitted to help in this institution, both the men and the chaplain 
though only an odd day now and again betA'een the times in the 
trenches, to help them and stimulate that wonderful " morale" 
which has made the British soldier the wonder of the world.

" fitting in" the returned soldier, and no one has 

^ had a better opportunity of studying its many 

, phases than the Civil Re-Kstablishment Commit- 

tA tee. With the demobilization of the Royal Naval 

Reserve, Royal Newfoundland Regiment and 

Forestry companies, there has been released upon the labour 

arena of Newfoundland a stream of peculiarly fit and sinfjularly 

incapacitated men ; men with intellects and ideas broadened 

with their experience overseas ; men with changed opinions 

and new ambitions ; men broken in the stress of war, unsound 

in limb and body and forced by their incapacity to seek new 

avenues of labour. 

How then can the problem be first considered ? It has been 
sug:gested that the returned soldier, who has not been disabled 
in the conflict can resume his pre-war avocation without much 
inconvenience, and that he quickly settles down to the routine 
of the old days of peace ; but experience has not always borne 
out the practical side of the theory. There has been a violent 
re-action and the whole world has undergone a severe nerve 
strain; consequently to return immediately froni the crash of 
battle and roar of guns to a war-weary pnblic and assume the 
civilian role without experiencing difficulty would be a supreme 
test of adaptability. 

The aftermath of the military spirit is necessarily borne by 
the returned soldier for a period and in cases where positions 
are taken by men who are constitutionally unfitted for the work 
there is trouble being accumulated for the future. There are 
many cases at hand where men have exploited new ambitions 
with great zeal, and have taken up technical courses with real 
success; but there are also many, cases where the veteran has 
' settled unhappily, and the result has not been altogether satis- 



laclory — eitlier to the employer or employee. Fred. Paulson 
in a recent article, writes sympathetically regarding such cases. 
" It is nnt easy," he says, " to handle the problem of ' fitting in' 
the returnrrl m- , T l-nnw of many employers who, having 
welcomes and placed him in his old position, 

have fek cn.'^appoinicti ai;ring his first few weeks at work. A 
spirit of restlessness — sudden periods of absolute depression at 
the monotony of their task — mechanical labouring through the 
hours of work — have been the characteristics. One employer, 
having noticed these traits, advised the men in question to 
report to their superintendent and go out in the open air where 
they fought out the battle vvithin themselves. They invariably 
returned — light hearted and reconciled — and settled down to 
their work in the proper manner. This is not always practic 
able — after all employers must live and get the support of their 
helpers — but it has been the re-establishment of many a soldier 
in Canada." 

There must also be a spirit of consideration in our own local 
labour market ; kindly supervision during the first few weeks 
when the khaki or navy blue is dropped and he takes his place 
at the lathe or behind the counter; helpful advfice when the 
man with the golden braid on his sleeve seeks his livelihood at 
the desk; a friendly word to the maimed one endeavouring to 
resume the apprentice';hip which three years in muddy, shell 
shattered France and Flanders have done their part to hamper. 
Such a spirit of "give and take " will do much to lighten the 
burden of the war-weary and nerve shattered in these days 
when the roar of tbe guns is mercifully mufifled and every 
transport brings homeward its freight of Newfoundland sailors 
and soldiers; such a spirit indeed shonld secure the re-establish- 
ment of our returned veterans without any real menace to the 
labour market of our island home !

is^iiT H^ It was accompanied by Lieut. Fitzhugh Green, of 
il^^^M ^^^ United States Navy, who, in a report to the 
naval authorities, has outlined his experiences in 
an interesting narrative from which many of the lollowing parti- 
culars are derived. 

The s.s. £ri/: reached Cape York on August 13, 1913, after 
meeting much fog and heavy ice conditions. Then the sun 
suddenly appeared, like a blazing red lamp, giving the travellers 
a splendid spectacle. The mist finally disappeared leaving the 
sky gloriously illumined with crimson, purple, blue ar.d green 
mountain-like masses, which overcast a blue-black sea that was 
studded by icebergs, among which seals, sea birds and por- 
poises danced to the music of the waves beating against the ice. 

The ship stopped several times in Whale Sound, toward the 
end of August, to do a little hunting. By this time the £ni 
presented a strange spectacle. Rigging, skids, sails, decks, 
and boats were tilled with a vast conglomeration of skin 
kayaks, tupiks, harpoons, lines, dog harnesses, sledges, and 
other Eskimo impedimenta. In odd corners were stored bits of 
broken oars, old nails and bolts, ancient seaweed sails, blubber- 
soaked blankets and other relics of the last Arctic expedition ; 
all of this forming an important part of the tangible wealth of 
Eskimo. 

. Good sport was experienced here. Large herds of walrus 
lay basking on the ice-floes in all directions. In an hour or 
two, as many as the £ri^ could take, were secured. Op the 
field ice, musk oxen were shot, and near Fitz William Island, a 
couple of large bears were taken aboard. 

Eta"h was reached on August 30th. The ship was quickly 
unloaded and sent back to St. John's, while a substantial base 
camp and scientific work room were established ashore. 

The situation of the mythical Crockerland, which McMillan 
had to try and find, was over 600 miles west-by-north of Etah. 
Allowing twenty miles for each day work, it was estimated that 
it would take sixty days to make the round trip, if all went well. 
But, of course, in the Arctic all never goes well. 

Men can travel where few creature besides ants can travel. 
What really delay and defeat e.vplorers in the Arctic are storms ; 
scarcity of game; sore feet of dogs; sledges smashed when 
repair material is 100 miles away ; dog whips snapped or lost ; 
boots ripped ; clothes bags cut, and tempers badly lacerated in 
the rough ice. 

But there is a divinity who protects the brave ; as the history 
of Polar exploration shows. Tlie bravest survive their difficul- 
ties ; the weak in spirit succomb. That is the law in the Arctic. 
When McMillan was in difficulties in the Polar Sea, on one 
occasion, and it seemed impossible for the travellers to cut their 
way through the gigantic ice walls in any direction, he turned to 
Lieutenant Green and said : 

'•Good God ! I feel like an ant in an ice-cream freezer !" 

Panikpat, one of the Eskimo dog drivers replied : 

" Don't worry, gentlemen ; for after all it does no good. Our 
success is chiefly in the hands of the Almighty Devil, 
Torngatsuaq." 

Members of the expedition assumed Eskimo dress at Etah, 
except that a single suit of -woolen underwear was worn next to 
the body. 

Eskimo clothing is light, warm and durable. It will enable 
anyone to sleep comfortably on the ice without a sleeping bag 
when the temperature is at 60° below freezing F., and. the 
whole outfit v/eighs less than an ordinary winter-weight overcoat. 

In place of an undershirt, a little garment made of bird-skins 
is worn. It is made from the skins of about twenty young 
murres. The feathers are turned towards the skin and are won- 
derfully waim. A caribou skin garment, called a kooletah, is next 
put on. It is a one-piece garment with a hood. A soft fox 
tail is sewn within the hood to protect the cheeks and chin. 
Sealskin mittens and skin boots and moccasins complete the 



clothes. A little grass is held in the hand and under the feet to 
collect perspiration and enable the mittens and boots to be worn 
several fuiys whenever necessary. 

St attempt to go westward over the ice proved a failure. 
• ■ . ow and rough ice smashed many of the sledges and 
hurt vhe dogs. The Eskimo developed mumps, which they be- 
lieved were adverse signs of the devil. Wlien the travellers were 
near Hagler Fiord, about 100 miles west of Etah, the P^skimo 
dog men, numbering twenty, unanimously recommended return- 
ing to the base camp. An old man named Ootag, whr> for 
twenty-five years had gone with Peary on his Polar trips and 
knew all the chances a white man will take in the ice, was loud 
in clamouring to return to Etah. He said the Ellsmereland 
glaciers, under the prevailing stormy conditions, would present 
insuperable dangers and difficul'ies. At this point, when Eskimo 
were sick with the mumps and unwilling to proceed furt: 
the dogs worn by bad going and insufficient food; the v... .. 
men not yet experienced enough to assume the proper responsi- 
bilty of leadership, McMillan arrived, after making a side recon- 
naissance. He took in the situation at a gl ince, as he heard the 
Eskimo moan in a dismal whine: 

'•No meat, no igloos, only wind and cold such as Eskimo 
cannot endure." 

In ten minutes McMillan ordered : 

" Back to camp and reorg.inize." 

The expedition assembled again on March 10, 1914, and set 
out for the west next day. The new party was composed of 
McMillan, Ekblaw, Green and eight Eskimo with large dog 
teams. The weather was cold when it left Etah but a low sun 
in the south now lent a new brilliancy to the white snow fields 
and deepened the blue of the glaciers. 

As the travellers swuns between the narrow walls of clift and 
glacier in the Beistadt Fiord, the going improved. It is prob- 
able that wealthy tourists will be carried by aeroplanes up this 
beautiful crystal-floored inlet. They will motor through thirty 
miles of winding Arctic beauty spots, with rich red walls leaping 
from the floor-ice into the sky, save where the dazzling white neve 
plunges down in chaotic abandon, and drops in blue, boulder- 
packed seracs to the ice-level. But the McNlillan party did not 
view this fiord under such pleasant circumstances. 

At the end of the fiord, the party of 11 men and 100 dogs, 
carrying 6000 pound's of supplies, ran against a perpendicular 
wall of polished ice two milles wide, flanked by unscalable cliffs. 

At a point about forty feet above the sleds there was a buttress 
of ice that sloped back a little and at 600 feet up rounded into 
the main glacial body. Steps could be cut here. But was there 
time for this? Only 48 hours had been allowed for aelays of 
this kind. 

Tea was served. 

McMillan then turned to Arklio, one of the most experienced 
of the Eskimo guides, and asked: 

" A sleep, and then what ?" 

" No sleep, perhaps," flashed back the answer. 

"Why Arklio?" 

" Not so often does the Almighty Devil permit the cessation 
of his remorseless w-ind hereabouts." 

" Will you cut steps ?" 

Without answering the sturdy guide arose and calling for two 
assistants started to hew the glacier's side. 

In three days the party had travelled 40 miles, over a million 
crevasses, and reached an altitude of 5,000 feet above the sea 
level. 

Soon afterwards Lieutenant Green was ordered to return to 
the base with a member of the party whose feet were frozen. 
The weather was bad and the dcig teams were exhausted. The 
Eskimo were in bad humor. Peewahtoq, one of the drivers, re- 
fused to obey orders. Lieutenant Green ordered him to drive 
slowly, so as to keep with the rest of the party. But he went 
on. He was then told to stop. But he cracked his whip and 
urged the dogs forward. 

Lieutenant Green raised his rifle and fired into the air. 
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ewahtoq cracked his whip again, thus, in Green's opinion, 
which was not shared by McMillan, indicating his intention o£ 
abandoning the white man and imperilling his situation by steal- 
ing the dog team. 

Green took aim and fired his rifle. 

The Eskimo toppled drunkenly off his sled and rolled into the 
snow — dead. 

Very cold weather with high winds and heavy snow was 
frequently met with. The spirit thermometers sometimes regis- 
tered as much as So" below zero F. Amundson recorded tem- 
peratures of 79° F. below zero 500 milles south of McMillan 
camp in .-Vxel Heibergland. 

Sverdrup experienced even greater cold in these parts. One 
member of the party in writing of the cold said : " Cold by 
itself was a moral outcast with whom we consorted only by chance 
and without intercourse, save when evil demons of the tempest 
drove her wickedness into our flesh like sharp prongs, gouging, 
the skin off our noses and cheeks and leaving festering sores 
to remind us of the e.xperience." 

Some members of the party started from Etah on September 
26, 1915, to return to America by the Cliiett. But soon after 
sailing this vessel was wrecked in the ice off the coast of 
Greenland, and the traNfellers were compelled to pass another 
winter in the North. 

The first South Greenland village was entered in February 
igi6. It was called Etusalik. About forty Eskimo live there in 
six igloos. These Eskimo are better looking and be'ter dressed 
than the Northern Eskimo of the ice-dfserts. The Greenland 
Eskimo women wear highly ornamental clothing. Their seal- 
skin long boots are brightly ornamented with designs in 
colored be^ds. A'ld they wear most extraordinary bead shawls 
and nect-bands made with artistic taste. These shawls are 
shaped differently so as to distinguish the married women from 
the unmarried women. 

McNFiU.in's Eskimo had never seen such gay-lo -king women 
as were met at Etusalik. 

Itiie, chief of the Eskimo at EtusaUk, speaking to McMilan's 
Eskimo, said : 

"Who would not desire to go out into the most wintry desert, 
unafraid. See how that slender igloo-building, snow knife of 
our northern friends stands for warmth and protection ?" 

Pinaasut, a McMillan native, replied : 

■Tme enough. But how magn ficent is thy high roof. How 
splendid this wooden table, th\t stool and those windows clear 
as thin fresh ice. See what a multitude of ornaments thou ha'^t ; 
while even my great fathei had but a scrubbed white sealskin 
upon which to feed his eyes." 

Thus conversed the representatives of two forms of Arctic 
civilization. The men from the North looked upon the vain 
Greenland Eskimo with their gaudy glass bead ornaments as 
foolish weaklings. The Greenland Fskirao looked upon the 
seasoned North men as barbarians. Yet these were men who 
were ethnologically the same. They were merely chansred by 
their geographical situations and clim,itic differences. Different 
living conditions gave them different viewpoints, different habits 
and differeit customs. 

Dr. Bryder, the physician. Dr. Rossen, the Pastor, and Mr. 
'Vinterborg, the Governor, were met at Upernivik. 

In speaking about Greenland, Dr. Bryder said that the local 
Danes are homesick. Greenland is a queer country. It is 
512,000 miles square, 1,500 miles from tip to tip and 700 miles 
in its broadest part. Its center is embalmed in cold storage 
and buried under ice like a giant clam. 

The land is a mere fringe along the coast. There are many 
iittle islands, as on the Labrador and Newfoundland coasts, with 
many cliff's, glaciers and fiords, or bays. According to the map, 
it's but a few thousand square miles of bare rock. In this space 
there are 12,000 Eskimo. 

The Administration of Greenland rests with a commission in 
Denmark. Two governors represent the commission in North 
and South Greenland. The dividing line of these two districts 
)ies betwee Holstenborg and Egedesminde. Halt the popula- 
■ion lives in each district. 

Greenland is closed to all visitors except men-of-war and 
■hiprtTecked sailors. When the Governor was asked why 



visitors were not allowed to enter Greenland he said : 

" There are threefold reasons for our seclusion. Look at 
the Alaskan Eskimo rotting with disease. Look at the suffer- 
ing of the Labrador Eskimo —not one in a thousand being unin- 
fected by the virulent poisons of three generations of sealers 
and traders. Now look at another picture — the Smith Sound 
Eskimo. Out of the whole tribe of 200, there is not one un- 
hajjpy diseased, crippled or starving. Why ? Their country 
is closed — closed at the suggestion of God Almighty, and 
closed so tight that it takes a Peary to get in. But see the 
result! A tribe of healthy, contented men, women and children 
that must make God Alinighty glad. He shut them out of con- 
tact with the sinful elements in the world, even if he had to put 
them into a refrigerator to protect them. We don't want Green- 
land to become like Labrador in moral degradation." 

" Our second reason is trade. The principal products of 
Greenland are seals, fish oil, walrus, narwal, skins and minerals. 
We export on an average each year, 75,000 tons of oil, 5,000 
fox skins, 4,000 tons of salt salmon, 25,000 sealskins, 3000 
walrus hides, many thousands of bales of eider down, bird skins, 
feathers, narwhal and walrus ivory and whale bone." 

" By eliminating competition, we not only keep some prices 
clown and other prices up ; but we are able to do so without 
harming the natives. We can govern their luxuries and regu- 
late their necessities. We can reward the good hunters with- 
out penalizing the poor ones. By careful comparison of the 
various districts we insure that no settlement, or section, 
becomes wealthier than the others. We control the currency.

which is of paper money. No banking is necessary. We 
encourage the natives to save and pay them 5 per cent for the 
use of their capital." 

" But an Eskimo must pay his taxes, contribute to the church, 
the school, the council, and cannot save much. So, generally 
speaking, in the long run his wealth stays about where it was in 
the beginning. But, of course, he does not see that." 

" The third reason for keeping Greenland a closed preserve is 
to protect it from corrupt exploitation. Most countries exploit 
their colonies. Denmark has no desire to make a cent out of 
Greenland. Suppose the returns to the Government amount to 
a million kroner per annum. That sum is spent in the colony on 
government and scientific works. The people are by these means 
strengthened and the future prosperity of the colony is assured." 

" We are doing more," interjected Dr. Bryder, " we are 
protecting the last truly priinitive race on the earth's surface, 
and we are preserving in enduring form a living illustration of 
the truth of the fact ih,it the stone-age man was happier than 
the gold age man, and the detailed reasons for this great fact." 

There seemed to be much Macchiavellian shrewdness, as well 
as naivete, in these good men's reinarks. 

In the fall of 1916, Lieutenant Green and two other members 
of the party secured passages to Denmark in a Greenland 
trading steamer, and returned to New York. McMillan was 
rescued in the fall of 19 17, by Captain " Bob " Bartlett, in the 
Nepti^m, and safely returned to America, bringing with him a 
splendid collection of Arctic animals and valuable scientific data 
and surveys.

J\ When I hear a sled dog singing there comes 
^^i-^^v^C^ before my eyes, which are no longer young, the 
^ passing of the third moon of the second sun after 

the heavy ice last ran to sea. Long, long were the sleeps which 
came to us ; for the Eskimo, when greately suffering from 
hunger, are compelled to sleep much, and are then not notice- 
ably stronger than famished dog teams which listlessly lie about 
in the snow awaiting death. 

My brother's babies, at that time, became very ill. I believe 
that in their hunger, they were induced to swallow the seal skins, 
which we have to eat when other food is scarce, in pieces too 
large to digest. 

While I was pitying the sick children, we were visited by 
Ootaq, the great Magician. He stood in the snow before the 
igloo, or house, and sang to us like a dog. Spirits, which we 
could not see, fearful shrieking creatures, accompanied him. 

Ootaq communed with the spirit people, and they sang strange 
chants which were quite unlike the songs expressed by the 
human voice. 

We pitied the Magician's distress and, to increase his strength, 
Nve gave him our last kioq, or meat soup. 

Soon the songs ended and Ootaq spoke. 

" Thou art to be happy, good man," he said, " nothwithstand- 
ing all your misery." . . . "Go forth into the night. Go 
and follow any trail which whim or memory may suggest. 
Listen well during your journey for the hunger cry of a dog whose 
voice shall be my own." 

Then I presented Ootaq with an excellent coil of aglunaq, or 
seajskin line, in gratitude for his encouraging words. 

I staggered out to my skelton-like dogs and hitched them to 
my sled, already cut short for weight. 

I drove into the dreadful night, while the low, thin moon 
showed many flyinsj spirits sailing about in the gray vapours 
over the black leads. A very evil-looking fox jeered at me, 
when I was passing through the rouo;h ice. I felt that the world 
was then very uncanny. Strang-i sounds, borne by the clammy, 
cold, breezes, were heard in all directions. 

Suddenly, from a distance, I heard a barking dog. It had 



a strange oark, unlike the barking of any of mv own dogs. As 
I listened to it, my starving dogs became frightened, and whim- 
pered. I trembled with fear. 

I listened again. . . . Yes it is a do:;'s bark. . . 
I've heard that bark before I think. Then I remembered 
Ootaq's song, and noticed how that bark resembled it. 

I realized that Ootaq, was calling to me, as he said he would, 
through the medium of a hungry barking dog, and I hurled my 
whip in the direction of the sounds. The strange dog screamed 
as though in pain, and ran away. I folIoA^ed him a long distance 
with my smarting eyes. The moon, hid under the edge of the 
world, rolled round its orbit twice. And still I pursued the dog 
in whose extrao'dinary voice I recognized Ootaq, the Magician. 

I can recall little more of what afterwards happened ; because 
I became pibloktoq, or hysterical. 

When I recovered my senses, I saw on the ice before me, a 
large white Polar she-bear, with three fine romping cubs. 

There is a fine meat supply, I said to myself, and rushed 
inadly to the beir, driving; my lance right into her blood-hot 
heart. I ate the heart to strengthen myself. Ripidly I felt my 
Strength returnii>g, and I soon found that I ^ams able to meet 
any Arctic hardsnips. 

I loaded my sled with bear meat and started homeward. 
Two seal igloos appearei on my track, and I w.rs able to secure 
and add to my store of nieat a fine fat seal. 

I reached my house before the great star had crawled half 
around the skv. 

There was great rejoicing when I entered my home. My 
people, seeing I had so much bear and seal meat, knew that 
their hunger would be relieved, and the babies would get 
well again. 

My friend Ootaq d'd not rf-turn to his son's camp. I learnt 
afterwards that he drove up to the Sermilksuaq, the Great In- 
land Ice, and entering a crevasse, became a spirit-man. 

My benefactor, as all the Eskimo know, now dwells in the 
second crevasse, in the long glacier to the right of thesiUvaddiq, 
or Sea Pigeori Cliff, where tiavellers may hear him singing. 

He was good to me. Will he treat others who are in dis- 
tress in a similar manner? That will depend, I think, on the 
way they react when he addresses them. Even the spirit people 
require respect and courtesy.

^H)TTI //^ the smoke shells that mingled with the artillery 
f^J^\[ -^J) barrage, the First Battalion of the Royal New- 
;~ — foundland Regiment moved forward to the attack 
^^/P^ on the morning of October 14th, 1918. Follow- 
ing the brief respite which had followed the 
establishment of the last captured objective, " B '■' Company — 
at 1 1. 10 — was carrying on to the next position. The unit was 
splitting up into small groups under separate commanders, and 
the morning fighting in the fog had not helped the work of 
reorganization. 

At 11.30 the advanced wa/e was held up by persistent and 
well directed fire at practically point blank range from a German 
battery, and it was at this stage that Private Thomas R. 
Ricketts, with Lance-Corp. Matthew Brazil, who was in com- 



mand of the platoon's Lewis Gun team, moved forward on the 
ri.;,it tiank in an attempt to infilade the battery's position. To 
oiiiain a suitable field of fire it was necessary for the two to 
advance across bullet-swept ground, but this was accomplished 
by a succession of short rushes. The enemy, realising that a 
determined effort was being made to clear the attacking wave, 
took steps to get their guns away, and ammunition being ex- 
hausted, Ricketts doubled back through a shallow ditch, obtain- 
ed a supply, returned to his Lewis gun, which had then been 
looked after by Brazil, and conducted the offensive so success- 
fully that the enemy were obliged to take refuge in the ruins of 
a farm where they were subsequently captured. This brilliant 
act enabled our forces to advance, and Lieut. Stan Newman's 
platoon swept on in pursuit. In all, four field guns, four 
machine guns and eight prisoners were taken as a result of this 
gallant exploit, and a fifth field gun — subsequently intercepted 
by fire — was added to the honours of the day. 

It was at Sandringhara, ht 2.30 p.m., on January 19th, that 
the boy hero was presented to His Majesty the King, who 
invested him with the Victoria Cress, the highest distinction 
that has yet been awarded the Royal Newfoundland Regiment. 
His Majesty was reminiscent, and asked the young soldier if 
he remembered the visit of the Ophir at the beginning of the 
Century. On being answered in the negative, the Sovereign 
related some incidents that were prominent in the reception at 
Newfoundland, particularly his recollection of a handsome set 
of antlers he had seen in soine window on Water Street. •' I 
was greatly taken with that head," said His Majesty, " and I 
have often tried to remember the address of the place where I 
saw it, as I was always anxious' to secure it." Having had 
lunch, the " V.C." was shown around the gardens, at the sug- 
gestion of Her Majesty the Queen, who, with His Majestj', and 
the Princess Mary accompanied their young guest through the 
beautiful natural surroundings that are associated with 
Sandringhara. 

These are probably the two greatest episodes in the life of 
the school-boy hero, who wears his honours and distinctions 
with admirable modesty and reserve ; they are red-lettter days 
in the after life. Before him the gates of the College lie open 
— the path to high citizenship and noble ideals is winding 
towards the horizon of a successful future, and the good wishes 
of a loyal Dominion will accompany him along the way.

Be it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council and 
House of Assembly, in Legislative Session convened, as 
follows : — 

I. — From and after the first day of Jime, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, no person in Newfoundland shnll engage 
in the business of refining Cod Liver Oil without having first 
obtained a License from the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
to be recovered in a summaiy manner before a Stipendiary 
Magistrate or a Justice by any person who shall sue for same. 

2. — Such Licenses shall be issued by the said Department- 
sul)jeci to such rules and regulations as may be made by the 
Governor in Council in that behalf. 

3. — Any person who, after the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall export from Newfoundland any 
refined Cod Liver Oil without having the same first inspected 
and branded in accordance with the provisions of .Chapter one 
hundred and four of the Consolidated Statutes of Newfoundland 
(Second Series) shall be subject to a penaly not exceeding 
five hundred dollars to be recovered in a summary manner be- 
fore a Stipendiary Magistrate or a Justice by any person who 
shall sue for the same. 

4. — One-half of all penalties recovered under the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid to the party giving the information, and 
the other half to the Minister of Finance and Customs for the 
use of the Colony. 

The foregoing is published for the information and guidance 
of those interested, and they are required to govern themselves 
accordingly, and apply for a License to the Department of 
Marine and Fisheries immediately.

It is an offence punishable by a fine not exceeding two hundred dollars for any person to 
have in his possession or under his control or keep (i) in any building in this Colony otlier than 
an approved building more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity of non-volatile 
inflammable oil ; (2 ) in any building other than an approved building situate within the limits 
of any of the towns of St. John's, Harbor Grace, Carbonear or Brigus more than two barrels or 
tierces or an equivalent quantity; provided that in any building situate between the South Side . 
of Water Street, St. John's, Harbor Grace or Carbonear, and the waters of the harbours of such 
towns, five barrels or tierces or an equivalent quantity may be kept; (3) on board any boat, craft, 
ship or vessel lying in any of the said harbours, more than five barrels or tierces or an equivalent 
quantity ; (4) in any dwelling house more than one gallon, which shall be kept in a sealed con- 
tainer or safety can of an approved pattern ; (5) in any building where oil is used for manufac- 
turing or cleansing purposes, or sold at retail, or in any building except an approved building more 
than five gallons, which shall be kept in sealed containers or safety cans of approved pattern. 

Provided, however, that within the limits of the town of St. John's the proper authorities may, 
subject to such restrictions as may be deemed proper in each individual case, grant permission 
for the keeping in the open air, or under a properly ventilated shelter detached_ f rom other build- 
ings, of not exceeding ninety gallons of gasolene or other inflammable oil, if contained in an 
approved steel barrel, or of not exceeding fifty gallons, if contained in a safety can or cans of 
approved size and pattern.
